Meeting called to order at one o'clock, P.M., and Warrant 
read by the Town Clerk.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The Board of Selectmen submit the following report for 
the year ending February 28, 1885: — 

It may not be amiss for the Board in this their annual re- 
port to state some of the disadvantages which, as officers of 
the town, they have to labor under. In the first place, it is 
expected that the officers keep within the appropriations in the 
expenditures of moneys. This is a difficult thing to do unless 
the town, when making the appropriations, carefully consider 
the needs of the different departments before voting on the 
amount to be appropriated. Itis often the case that after 
cutting down the amount estimated as necessary for the 
coming year, at some period in the meeting, other and dis- 
tinct appropriations for some special purposes are asked for, 
and it is voted to take them from that already made, thus 
reducing and crippling the work for which the first appro- 
priation was intended. 

Again, it is not infrequently the case that the officers are 
censured for not doing certain things that some citizens 
think are especially needed, and which would be doneif the 
state of the finances would admit of the expenditure. 


HIGHWAYS. 


We commenced work on the roads this year with the 
following amount at our disposal: — 


Appropriation, $5,000.00 
From this amount was to be reserved 

for balance due last year, $1,115.50 
Keeping four horses, 650.00 

Shoeing and Repairs, 100.00 

Material for Roads, 300.00 

Lumber for Bridges and Fences, 100.00 
Drain-pipe and Cement for Culverts, 100.00 $2,865.50 
Balance for Labor and Incidentals, $2,634.50 


The work on the highways has been mostly repairing. One 
piece of road from the railroad crossing to Cutter’s Hill was 
macadamized early in the season. Besides Main Street other 
streets need rebuilding — Church, Cambridge, Washington, 
Cross, Swanton, and Forest Streets. A larger appropriation 
for highways is needed, so that the four teams and ten men 
can be kept at work from April until December. We have 
not been able to work a full gang of men but about three 
months this year, having to curtail in order not to exceed 
the amount appropriated. ‘The expense of keeping the 
horses is going on, and money must be reserved for that and 
other necessary expenses. 

The new streets laid out and accepted last year, Thompson, 
Mason, and Hancock Streets, have been graded and put in 
good order. ‘The wall on the west side of Mason Street will 
have to be moved to the line of the street as laid out, and 
when done, considerable filling will be needed, which can be 
done at a small expense if the new street from Mount Pleas- 
ant to Winthrop Street (laid out to be reported to the town 
at the annual meeting ) is built. 

Demands for better streets come from the Hill District on 
the West side of the town, and from residents on Highland 
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Avenue on the East side, for which they will ask an appro- 
priation at the coming town meeting. 


STATEMENT OF WORK ON THE HIGHWAY. 


March to April 14. Care of snow and ice. 

April 15 to June 2. Macadamized Main Street from rail- 
road to Cutter’s Hill. 

June to July. Graveled Thompson Street and graded 
Mason Street. 

July. Graded Hancock Street; general repairs on Ridge 
Street, and watered the streets. . 

August. Worked on culverts; graded Fletcher Street, 
graveled Mount Pleasant Street, and watered the streets. 

September. Watering the streets and general repairs. 

October. Worked on culvert on Oak Street; graveled 
portions of Eaton, Mount Vernon, and Washington Streets ; 
relaid culvert on Main Street; graveled portion of Forest 
Street (Hill district), and built fence on same; watered the 
streets. 

November. General repairs; built fence on Main Street. 

December. General repairs. 

January and February. Care of snow and ice.

CENTRE OF THE TOWN. 


It will be noticed that in very wet weather the square 
about the railroad crossing is in bad condition. This is 
owing to the peculiar lay of the land and the difficulty of 
proper drainage. In order to keep this spot in passable 
order, it will be necessary to put in a large drain to take the 
water to the river, as the land is not of sufficient height to 
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admit of its drainage on the surface. We would recommend 
that a 15-inch drain be put in for a main, and that branches 
from Church and Park Streets and Pleasant Street connect 
with it. Also for taking the water from the level piece of 
road as far north as Vernon Street on Main Street. 

WEBSTER STREET. — At the last annual meeting two hun- 
dred dollars was appropriated for watercourse on this street. 
On looking the street over the Board decided that a concrete 
gutter would be the best way of conducting the water down 
the street, and had the same put in, concreting a portion of 
the sidewalk at the upper end to prevent its washing away. 
We think now the water will be kept within the street 
limits. 

W ATER-CARTS. — We purchased two new carts the last 
year at a cost of $450, and used in connection with the High- 
way Department, — using them as the times required and the 
horses and men could be spared for that purpose. It being 
late before receiving the carts, no move was made toward 
procuring subscriptions for watering, consequently their use 
was not as general as might otherwise have been. 

Bripe@Es.— The bridge over the stream on Cross Street 
and the bridge over the stream on Main Street at Whitney’s 
Mill Pond have been new planked this year. The stone 
bridge over the stream on Bacon Street had to be repaired 
this season. It was found that two of the covering-stones, 
eight feet long and two feet wide, had broken and fallen in. 
These stones had to be taken out and new ones put in. 


INCIDENTALS. 


SELECTMEN’S Room. — At the last Annual Town Meeting 
the subject of a needed change of rooms for the Selectmen’s 
use was referred to the Board of Selectmen and Water 
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Board with full power. At a meeting of the two Boards 
to consider the matter, it was decided that a room be taken 
in Brown and Stanton’s Block, as the room formerly occu- 
pied by them was needed by the Water Board for the exten- 
sion of their repair-shop. | 

The Selectmen now occupy room No. 4 in that building, a 
very pleasant and convenient one, between the Water Board 
and Library rooms. In making this change it was necessary 
to make some alterations in furnishing. We have had a 
new bookcase and a railing of ash put into the new room 
at a cost of $75, and have changed one of the old safes for 
one considered fire-proof, of modern construction with com- 
bination lock, paying in exchange $100. Including the shades 
at the windows, we have expended in all about $200. 
The rent of the room will be $125 per year, including steam- 
heating. 

At the old room was a large accumulation of books and 
papers that were of no use to the Selectmen or other town 
officers, part of which have been given to the Trustees of the 
Library. The balance, with the old case, we have placed in 
the care of the Historical and Genealogical Society for safe 
keeping. 


REGISTRARS OF VOTERS. 


By Act of the Legislature a Board of Registrars was created, 
their compensation to be fixed by the Selectmen. By vote 
of the Selectmen, $100 was decided upon as pay for regis- 
trars. ‘This and the expenses of the registrars, such as print- 
ing new check-lists, notices, copies of the law, etc., are items 
we had no means of knowing when the appropriations were 
made, and we find we have exceeded the appropriations for 
incidentals. 
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STREET LIGHTS. 

In former years, the expense of lighting and caring for 
street lamps has been provided from the incidental account; 
but from the increased number of lights, and a growing de- 
mand for the same, your Board of Selectmen deem it neces- 
sary to ask for a separate appropriation. 

We commenced this year with fifty-three gas, and thirty 
oil, lamps, and have increased the number, by adding 
eight gas and thirty-one oil, making sixty-one gas, and sixty- 
one oil, lamps, or one hundred and twenty-two in all. 

In the previous year, the expense of lighting and caring 
for lamps was fifteen dollars for the oil and ten for the gas, 
making an average cost of $12.50 per light. The cost now 
for the same is $7.20, a saving of $5.80 on each light. 

We have changed all the gas-burners to a uniform size, 
and are now burning sixty-one lights at a less cost than we 
were burning fifty-three. The lamps have been put in 
thorough repair, and the posts have all been repainted. 

A large number of lights of glass were broken by children, 
the first of the year, so we had printed the law and penalty, 
and posted the same in all the schoolhouses, which had the 
desired effect of a decreased glass bill. 

As there is a prospect of ademand for more light, the com- 
ing year, we would respectfully ask for $2,500, to cover 
next year’s expenses; and also bills now due and not paid, as 


follows : — 
Gas bill, from October 1, 1884, to January 
1, 1885 (no bill rendered), about $185.00 
Care and lighting, 144.00 
Oil bill, about 25.00 
Copper lamps, 6.00 


$360.00 
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We have adopted a principle of lighting on dark and stormy 
nights, which do not fall within the regular period for light- 
ing, which has been a great convenience to the public and 
has been done at no extra cost to the town. 


COLLECTOR OF TAXES. 

Mial Cushman, Collector of Taxes, died on November 27, 
1884. Having served in that office the past twenty-four years 
is sufficient evidence of the confidence reposed in him by the 
town. He was a man of strict honesty of purpose and in 
his dealings with those who by misfortune or otherwise were 
unable to pay promptly was ready to accommodate and be as 
lenient as his duty as Collector would allow, in some cases 
assuming the tax himself to accommodate, which resulted in 
a considerable loss to him. 

On learning of his death a meeting of the Board of Select- 
men was called on November 28, 1884, to see what action 
should be taken, as the law provides that the Selectmen 
fill the vacancy until a meeting of the town is called. 
Albert Ayer was appointed Collector, pro tem., and was 
qualified by being sworn and giving bonds. 


POLICE. 


The police force was organized with F. A. Patterson, Chief ; 
A. T. Todd, night police, and Thos. Lynch, J. W. Hemming- 
way,patrolmen. Special Police: Asa Locke, Edward Russell, 
Joseph Purington, Thos. S. Spurr, Munroe Brown, W. F. 
Dotten, W. H. Plummer, J. G. Boutwell, Geo. W. Richard- 
son. For railroad: E. L. Garcelon, Charles H. Converse. 

October 17, Mr. Patterson left town and resigned as Chief 
of Police. J. W. Richardson was appointed Chief of Police 
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in his place, and has proved to be an efficient officer, and well 
adapted for the position. 
Guide-boards are in good condition generally. 


POOR. 


We have aided the past year twenty-six families, consist- 
ing of eighty-three persons. Three of which, having no 
settlement in the State, were charged to the State of Massa- 
chusetts; two to the town of Woburn; one to the town of 
Weymouth; one to the town of Clinton; the remainder have 
settlement in Winchester. 

There are eight persons receiving full support from the 
town. And we have four insane persons at Danvers Lunatic 
Hospital. For the board for one of these the money is re- 
funded in full; for one, a part is refunded. 


PETITIONS. 


On petition of Daniel Sullivan and others for a footbridge 
across the pond, the Board, after notifying the owners of 
land over which said footway passes, viewed the premises 
and located said bridge to start from the foot of Lake Ave- 
nue and run in a straight line to a point near land of B. & 
L. R. R., coming into Winchester Place (a private way from 
near Lyceum Hall, running to the pond). Since locating, 
have received an unfavorable response to our communication 
in relation to crossing the pond from the representative of 
the Whitney estate, owners of the land and pond over which 
said footbridge is located, consequently further action was 
deferred. We have not solicited estimates for the building | 
of the bridge, being assured those presented at the last 
Annual Town Meeting by the petitioners could be relied on. 

On petition of W. F. Foster and others for a street around 
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the border of the pond from Nelson Street, coming out near 
the bridge on Pleasant Street. The Board viewed the prem- 
ises, and at the hearing were assured by uvwners of a portion 
of the land that they would release it to the town for that pur- 
pose. The remainder of the way the owner had not given 
his consent to release. At this time a survey was made and 
plan drawn. Voted to lay out, on conditions. 

On petition of Charles E. Redfern and others for a street 
from Mount Pleasant to Winthrop Street. Voted to lay 
out. 

On petition for street from junction of Winthrop to Pros- 
pect Street. The preliminary steps have been taken for se- 
curing the right of way and ascertaining the cost of said 
new street, but no definite action arrived at. 

On petition for extending Highland Avenue to Main 
Street, a hearing was had, and it being apparent this street 
was not a necessity at the present time, the petition was 
withdrawn. 

On petition of J. Reynolds and others for a street from 
Washington Street to Highland Avenue. No action taken. 

The petitions for Concrete Sidewalks and for new Street 
Lights were generally granted and the work done; the pe- 
titioners paying half the cost. 

On petition of John Foley and others for a street from 
Swanton Street to house of John Fitzgerald’s heirs. On 
this petition the Board have viewed the premises, and are of 
the opinion some more convenient way of getting to that 
settlement should be provided, and have tried to make some 
arrangement with the owner of the land between the two 
points, but have failed thus far to get a meeting with them, 
on the grounds, consequently have not taken any definite 


action. 
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FOUNTAIN. 


The fountain and lamppost standing in the square in 
front of the Baptist Church was contributed by citizens. 
It was presented to the town through a committee’ July 
4, 1884. The reception of the same was duly acknowledged 
by the Selectmen. 

Chas. F. Lunt and others were instrumental in procuring 
the structure. The foundation was put in at the expense of 
the town.

The Law and Order League has done some business in 
the way of suppressing the liquor traffic in town. Although 
ignoring the police, the League has done its work through 
one of the constables (Mr. J. W. Hemmingway), and has 
succeeded in closing three of the places where liquor was 
sold, the expense for services performed being paid from the 
appropriation for police. 


REPORT OF THE FISH COMMITTEE. 


The general condition of our fishing interests is about the 
same as that of last year. 

Two hundred and sixty-two permits have been issued, and 
in each case, with few exceptions, the recipient has promised 
to make a faithful return of the number, kind, and gross 
weight of fish taken. Only six of the two hundred and 
sixty-two have kept their promise. These meagre returns 
ageregate thirty-four pounds weight, and comprise pickerel, 
perch, breams, suckers, pouts, eels, and turtles, — all native 
varieties. The largest fish actually taken (a pickerel) was 
said to weigh three and one-half pounds. Some that let go 
and got away were estimated to weigh rising twelve pounds, 
but fresh-water fish-stories need a pinch of salt. 

No hauls of black bass, shad, smelt, whitefish, landlocked 
salmon, or any salmon, have been reported. Reliable infor- 
mation in regard to the whereabouts of these species is 
conspicuously absent. Circumstantial evidence tends to 
prove an alibi. 

The number of our native fishes seems to be about what 
it was before the introduction of the imported stock, and it 
would seem that the same remark could be made in regard 
to the imported stock itself. 

There has been some illegal fishing through the ice, and 
this cannot be prevented until the town appropriates a sum 
of money for the purpose of employing some one to watch 
the ponds.

The Engineers respectfully submit their Annual Report. 
The department has responded to twenty-four alarms, as 
follows : —

July 2. Slight fire in the rear steps of the Wyman 
schoolhouse. Loss $1.50. Insured. Probably accidental.

Thad Parker’s henhouse, at the corner of Cam- 
bridge and Pond Streets. Loss about $25. Not insured. 
Incendiary. 

August 18. Haystack back of the Chapin schoolhouse, 
owned by John Sullivan.

The department assisted in sub- 
duing the flames and saving furniture and other property. 

House belonging to heirs of the late John 
Fitzgerald. The fire was confined to the kitchen stove, but 
the rooms were filled with smoke, owing to a lack of draft 
in the chimney. No damage. 

September 21. Unoccupied house on Swanton Street, 
near the Abbajonah River, owned by Joseph Stone. Loss 
about $600. Covered by insurance. Fire probably caused 
by boys playing with matches. 

October 24. Fire in the house occupied by F. A. Loring. 
Caused by upsetting a kerosene lamp. Loss on house, 
nothing. Damage to furniture about $75. ; 

November 4. False alarm. 

November 8. Fire on the “ Plains” in a small building, 
transiently occupied. Loss small. | 

November 13. Barn in Winchester Place, owned by 
J. L. Stoddard. Loss $75. Incendiary. Insured. 

November 18. False alarm. 

February 19, 1885. Fire in Arlington. 

Amount of loss, $800. Amount of insurance recovered, 
$685. 

It will be noticed that the town has been unusually 
fortunate in regard to the destruction of property by fire, 
although the number of alarms has been large. 

A great part of these alarms would be avoided if our 
citizens would refrain from burning garden refuse and other 
rubbish after sundown, when it is difficult and often impos- 


103 


sible to distinguish the light of a simple bonfire from that of 
a burning building. 

The various companies are ready to respond promptly to 
every call where their services are needed, but it greatly 
annoys, and tends to demoralize, a fire department to be 
called out by so many false or useless alarms. 

There are in the department five hose companies, one 
hook-and-ladder company, of ten men each, and an engineer 
and fireman for the steamer —sixty-two men in all. Good | 
feeling has prevailed throughout the different organizations, 
and the whole force has worked together harmoniously and 
efficiently. 

Repairs and improvements have been made on the steamer, 
the hook-and-ladder truck, and on two hose-carriages. The 
whole running apparatus is now in good order, and the 
entire fire department has never been in better working 
condition. 

A substantial traverse-runner pung has been bought at 
a low figure and fitted up to take the place of the Centre 
Hose Company’s carriage in the winter. The other hose- 
carriages are still unprovided with runners. 

The department has about two thousand feet of leather 
hose and forty-five hundred feet of cotton hose. The former 
is unreliable, having been in use more than twenty-five 
years. Most of the cotton hose has also been in service 
several years longer than the time for which it was 
warranted, or for which it is expected to last. Much of it is 
giving out and should be replaced. For this purpose a 
special appropriation will probably be needed soon, but 
none is asked for this year. Seven hundred feet of seamless, 
rubber-lined cotton hose have been purchased for a little less 
than #400. This is warranted to stand a pressure of four 
hundred pounds to the square inch.

It will be seen by the above that fiction still maintains its 
ascendancy in the hearts of the great majority of our readers, 
and that itforms 68 per cent. of the whole number of vol- 
umes issued from the library, being an increase of three 
per cent. over the preceding year. Recognizing the demand 
for this class of reading, we have endeavored to supply it, so 
far as our means and a due regard to the other wants of the 
library would permit; aiming, meanwhile, to provide only 
such books as should be without reasonable objection in their 
moral tone. In this work we have received material assist- 
ance from a committee of ladies of “The Fortnightly,” to 
whom we desire to express our gratitude for their careful 
and efficient service. 

Books of travel have been next in favor with our people; 
the volumes of this class issued from the library during the 
year forming, however, only about eight percent. of the whole 
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circulation. History comes next, the volumes relating to the 
Rebellion having been much read of late. Then come biog- 
raphy, science, literature, and theology, in the order named. 
The entire circulation is nearly 1,000 volumes greater than 
last year. We hope that in coming years the Trustees may 
be able to report a gradual diminution in the proportion of 
fiction and the development of a more healthful taste in the 
choice of reading by the young, and we take the liberty of 
calling the attention of parents and teachers to their respon- 
sibility in promoting this object by a judicious use of their 
influence and opportunities. 

The number of volumes added to the library is less than 
the number added during the preceding year by 191 volumes. 
This difference arises in part from the fact that a large num- 
ber of volumes were added during the last month of that 
year, the bills for which were paid at the beginning of the 
year just closed, and in part from the fact that we have had 
less money the past year available for the purchase of books. 

The income of the “ David N. Skillings Fund” is expended 
yearly for books of permanent value, and we are indebted to 
Messrs. Cutter, Thompson, and Eustis for valuable gifts in the 
past year ; we hope that from year to year we may have the 
pleasure of reporting increased donations to the library. 

We also invite contributions of all matter, whether printed 
or in manuscript, which may serve to illustrate the history 
of the territory included within the present limits of the town 
from the days of Edward Converse to the present. Church 
manuals, catalogues of societies and of libraries, reports of 
committees, programmes, clippings from newspapers, and all 
other matter, however trivial it may seem at the time, derive 
additional value with increasing years and multiply the 
sources of authentic information to the future historian. We 
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are glad to note a new and powerful impulse in the preserva- 
tion of historical matter from the recent organization of the 
Winchester Historical and Genealogical Society. 

The growth of the library has made it necessary for us to 
provide another large bookcase, and a new reflector has been 
substituted for several of the old gas-fixtures in the reading- 
room with satisfactory results. The librarian reports a 
marked improvement in the order and quietness of the read- 
ing-room. 

The Trustees recommend that $1,000 and the “dog money ” 
be appropriated to the uses of the library for the next year, in 
addition to the unexpended balance. 

We regret that the absence of Mr. Metcalf, on account of ill 
health, prevents his signing our report.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health respectfully report that in the past 
twelve months they have had somewhat fewer applications 
from private citizens in regard to neighborhood annoyances 
than in previous years. Such malodorous affairs can usu- 
ally be settled amicably by the parties concerned. What is 
needed is good-natured and sensible discussion. 

The works for sewage purification at the South end of 
the town have been visited twenty-five, or more, times. In 
July last they were carelessly managed, and were at times 
offensive at a distance of 850 or 400 feet. The Board ad- 
dressed a remonstrance to the Boston Water Board, which 
was promptly and politely answered and the difficulty was 
corrected. Since then, your Board has seen nothing about 
these works to cause alarm or to call for action on their 
part. Constant vigilance in that neighborhood will be the 
duty of the Winchester Board of Health so long as the 
works are continued. 

In Winchester, as throughout Massachusetts and in many 
other parts of the country, the past six months have been 
characterized by the prevalence of disease and unusual mor- 
tality; but we see no reason to think that this has been 
caused by any unsanitary conditions in our town. In the 
case of scarlet fever, however, the mortality has been unusu- 
ally small, there having been but four deaths out of nearly, 
or quite, one hundred cases of that disease, of which sixty- 
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eight were —in accordance with the statute — reported to 
the Board, while many occurred during the summer vaca- 
tion, without any physician being asked to visit them. 

In view of the certainty that at no very distant day our 
town must provide for the disposal of its sewage, the Board 
suggest the advisability of setting some competent person, or 
persons, to inquire into the possibility of safely disposing of 
such sewage within our own territory. 

Of the appropriation made for this Board there remains an 
unexpended balance of $88.60, which we recommend should 
be reappropriated to its use.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TREES. 


Your Committee at the outset had to determine where 
shade trees were most needed, and also the species of trees 
to be used; both, however, being limited by the amount of 
the appropriation. ‘The places finally decided upon were the 
east side of the street leading to the Cemetery, where twenty- 
five trees were set out, and the north side of Pleasant Street, 
where sixteen trees were planted, both localities being wholly 
without shade and used by many citizens. One tree was 
also planted on the south side of Pleasant Street to fill a gap 
in the row already there, and one was also placed on the 
south side of Mt. Vernon Street for the same reason, as con- 
tinuity in a line of shade trees is to be desired. 

The location on Pleasant Street will determine the fact 
whether trees can be expected to live and thrive when planted 
on a crowded thoroughfare, as many opinions were expressed 
to the contrary. But, believing that thoughtlessness was 
more to be feared than malice, we felt that, if once both chil- 
dren and adults could be made to understand that shade 
trees are for the benefit of all alike, fears as to intentional 
injury might be dismissed. We hope an interest in the mat- 
ter has been awakened that will justify our faith. 

Authorities agree that the same species should be planted 
together, and as the excellence of the rock maple is 
acknowledged, it was used in both places. Besides using 
care in the selection and planting of trees, it is necessary to 
give them attention for the first two years, after which they 
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can better shift for themselves. As the care of trees already 
growing, as well as the planting of new ones, was included in 
our duties, we have had the principal elms in the centre of 
the town papered and tarred, spring and fall, and few canker- 
worms were observed. This should be done every year, as 
some fine elms have been much disfigured for want of this 
care in the past. 

Notices “ post no bills” were placed on three of the prom- 
inent elms in town, that had formerly been used for advertis- 
ing purposes, such use being in our opinion objectionable and 
unnecessary. 

Guards were used on Pleasant Street to protect the trees 
from horses. 

Though not coming directly within their province, your 
Committee determined to effect, if possible, an improvement 
in the appearance of the triangle at the junction of Church, 
Pine, and Dix Streets, which had of late presented rather a 
neglected aspect. 

This was accomplished entirely by private subscription 
among the neighbors, and at an outlay of $38.48, no portion 
of the town’s money being used. After the improvement 
was completed, the plot was put under the supervision of 
one of the neighbors, who, at his own suggestion, assumed 
the cost of cutting the grass and keeping the paths and bor- 
ders in order, after having subscribed liberally toward the 
original improvement. How well this was done the neat 
appearance of the spot testified throughout the season.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE, 


TOGETHER WITH 


A HISTORY OF WILDWOOD CEMETERY. 


The Committee organized and elected George G. Stratton 
for chairman, Henry F. Johnson for clerk and treasurer, and 
David O. Blanchard for superintendent. The Committee 
have given considerable attention to the care of the ceme- 
tery. The superintendent has visited the yard nearly every 
day from April to November, spending from half an hour 
‘to half a day, as occasion required, and has given his 
services without any pecuniary compensation. 

The men employed during the year have not only labored 
faithfully, but have taken much interest in their work. The 
natural soil in the cemetery is poor, and it is only by fer- 
tilization and irrigation that the place is made beautiful. 
The frequent rains during last summer kept the grass and 
foliage in fine condition. Last spring the Cemetery Com- 
mittee petitioned the town Committee on Trees to set out 
a row of maples to shade the walk on one side of the road 
leading to the cemetery. The request was granted and 
twenty-five first-class trees were set, under the personal 
supervision of Mr. Joseph S. Nowell, the chairman of that 
committee. All the trees are living, as the result of careful 
planting. 

As many of our residents walk to the cemetery during the 
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spring, summer, and autumn months, a large majority of 
whom are ladies, the Committee felt justified in petitioning 
the Board of Selectmen to make a good substantial walk on 
one side of the cemetery road, but the old walk has been 
imperfectly repaired with the sandy material close at hand, 
and is now left in a bad condition. 

The toolhouse has been painted. The old paint was so 
worn that the wood absorbed much of the new paint, and it 
would be economy to apply another coat this season. 

It was desired to extend the water-pipe in two or three 
directions, and put in a few hose-hydrants near some lots 
that have recently been put in perpetual care, but the 
limited appropriation would not permit such outlay. 

It was the intention of the Committee to build a water- 
closet, and enclose it with a lattice screen, to be covered with 
vines, but the amount voted by the town was inadequate to 
pay for it. The accidental observation of some of the 
Committee convinces them that it is indecent not to have 
a water-closet on the premises. | | 

The paved gutters have been extended as far as the funds 
would allow. Several places that have been washed by 
showers will require more of this kind of work next season. 

On Margin Avenue in the northeast corner of the en- 
closure there was a steep bank of about four feet fall and 
nearly seventy feet long. Asa funeral procession was halted 
on this avenue, the horses attached to one of the hacks be- 
came unmanageable and backed over the gutter, but no 
harm was done because it was a gradual slope. Had this oc- 
curred fifty feet east of where it did, the carriage, which 
contained four persons, would have been overturned. The 
Committee had several times wished to improve this bank, 
but owing to a lack of funds, and as there was no night travel, 
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it was delayed until the occurrence just mentioned, when it 
was decided to fill this dangerous place at once, even if the 
appropriation was exceeded. What was the unsightly hollow 
is now filled with gravel, covered with loam and a fine turf, 
~ and laid out in burial-lots. With this exception no new lots 
have been graded to sell. The side hill and bank in the rear 
of the receiving-tomb have been grassed over. Lack of funds 
prevented this from being done as thoroughly as was desired, 
the natural turf not having been grubbed. 

Two lots have been divided into single graves, which are 
forsale. This meets a demand not heretofore provided for. 
The Committee have voted not to sell certain lots as shown 
on the plan, namely, those in the dell, near the eutrance, four 
lots at the corner of Central Avenue and Oak Path, the lots 
very near the receiviny-tomb, and on the hill where the 
Soldiers’ Monument is erected, because these places have been 
made into ornamental plots. It was also voted not to sell 
lots in the circle where the public burial-ground is located, 
-asit isnot yet decided what shall be done in that place. If 
more land is purchased within a few years this ought to be 
converted into a little park, but if the cemetery is not en- 
larged it will be required for lots, in which case the whole 
should be graded by the Committee in order to secure uni- 
formity. Ifthere. had been a grade established for all lots’ 
when the cemetery was first laid out, and the work done 
under the supervision of the Committee, the appearance of 
the cemetery would have been incalculably improved. Some 
individuals have graded their lots without regard to the sur- 
rounding ones and destroyed the symmetry which otherwise 
would have prevailed. 

The Committee recommend an appropriation at the next 
town meeting of one thousand dollars for maintenance and 
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repairs of the cemetery. Many improvements have been 
made during the last few years, and several of the rough 
banks bordering on the driveways have recently been loamed 
over and laid down to grass. These improvements neces- 
sitate an increased annual expenditure to maintain and keep 
them in an attractive condition. 

It will be remembered that the expense for the private 
lots which the Committee care foris paid by the individual 
owners, as shown in the financial portion of this report. The 
work on private lots is done at cost, in order to induce all lot- 
owners to intrust the care of their lots to the Committee. 

At the adjourned town meeting held on April 4, last, the 
Cemetery Committee were directed not to spend any more of 
the Winchester Fund for the improvement of the cemetery, 
but to pay the balance of that fund to the Town Treasurer, 
which the Committee have willingly done, A delay of fifteen 
days before transferring the fund was made in order not to 
lose the six months’ dividend on the amount deposited in the 
savings bank. 

A small fishhouse has been constructed at Highland Res- 
ervoir and the fish that were in the pond in the dell have 
been removed there. The Committee are under obligations 
to Mr. William T. Dotten for care of them during the 


winter months.

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HISTORY OF THE CEMETERY. 

The history of Wildwood Cemetery is closely connected 
with the early history of the town of Winchester. ‘The whole 
territory of Winchester was a part of the original land-grant 
to Charlestown by the General Court of Massachusetts in 
the year 1640. 

The town of Woburn was incorporated in 1642 and in- 
cluded within its boundary what is now the northern and 
central portion of this town. 

The history of Medford begins as early as 1630, but it 
was not “declared a peculiar town” until 1684. In 1754 
Medford was enlarged by taking a part of Charlestown, which 
included land now in the southeastern portion of this town. 

West Cambridge was incorporated in 1807 and was made 
from the northern part of Cambridge and Charlestown. 
West Cambridge was enlarged in 1842 and took more of 
Charlestown’s land, some of which is included in our present 
township. It will be observed that the west-side hills of this 
town were a part of Charlestown up to 1842. 

The name of the town of West Cambridge was changed to 
Arlington ‘by act in 1867. 

The Boston and Lowell Railroad was incorporated by the 
Legislature in 1830 and opened for travel in 1835. Conse- 
quent upon the construction and completion of this railroad 
‘a village sprung up just eight miles from Boston.” In 1840 
it had grown to sufficient size to be designated as South 
Woburn Village. 

The nucleus of this town, like many others in the vicinity, 
was the formation of a church parish. This question having 
been agitated, a meeting of the inhabitants was held May 12, 
1840, to consider its advisableness and on May 19, 1840, the 
South Woburn Congregational Society was organized, by 
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about one hundred members, who seceded, under the leader- 
ship of Deacons Benjamin F’. Thompson, Nathan B. Johnson, 
and Marshall Wyman, from the First Church in Woburn. 

Immediately a movement was made to build a house of 
worship, which was dedicated December 30, 1840. This 
building was altered and enlarged in 1852. It was destroyed 
by fire, March 20, 1863, whereupon the present edifice 
was built and dedicated October 11, 1854. | 

The corporate name of the parish was changed by authority 
of the Legislature in 1856 to the First Congregational Society 
of Winchester. 

On September 28, 1844, the church parish voted “to lay 
out the parish land back of the meeting-house into lots for 
burial-places, and sell the same to individuals.” Benjamin 
F. Thompson, Loring Emerson, and Harrison Parker were 
elected a committee on the same. 

There was a meeting of the inhabitants of South Woburn 
and vicinity in the vestry of the South Congregational Church, 
November 26, 1849, to consider the subject of petitioning the 
Legislature for an act of incorporation into a separate town. 
John A. Bolles was chairman and David Youngman secre- 
tary. The petition to the Legislature for the incorporation 
of the town of Winchester was presented in the Senate 
through the Hon. Charles Choate, of Woburn, on January 
19,1850. After strenuous opposition, the act was passed by 
both branches of the Legislature and received the signature 
of Governor George N. Briggs on April 30, 1850. 

The town was named for Col. Wiliam P. Winchester who 
gave the “sum of three thousand dollars to be appropriated 
to the erection of a town-house or any other proper object 
of municipal expenditure.” The money was received at the 
town meeting on May 27, 1850, and deposited by Henry 
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Cutter in the Woburn Agricultural and Mechanics’ Associ- 
ation “until some legal action should be taken by the town.” 

At the town meeting on June 17, 1850, it was voted that 
the Selectmen keep this money where it had been deposited, 
‘until wanted for the purpose originally intended by the 
donor.” The death of Colonel Winchester occurred August 6, 
1850, and was announced in town meeting August 19, 1850. 
Resolutions of respect and sympathy to his family were 
adopted. 

At that meeting the vote whereby the Selectmen should 
be the custodians of the fund was rescinded, and it was 
voted “that the donation of Colonel Wm. P. Winchester be 
placed in the hands of three trustees, to be loaned by them, 
to the best advantage, on good security.” 

Benjamin F. Thompson, Charles Kimball, and Henry 
Cutter were chosen as the trustees. 

The town voted, on April 7, 1851, that a committee of ten 
be chosen to purchase a lot of land for the use of the town 
as a cemetery, and also to prepare rules and regulations for 
the same and report to the town. 

The committee chosen were John A. Bolles, Charles 
Kimball, Marshall Wyman, Harrison Parker, Gardner 
Symmes, Charles Russell, Loring Emerson, Nathan B. John- 
son, Charles Goddard, Aaron D. Weld. 

At a town meeting, on May 26, 1851, a special committee, 
consisting of William A. Dodge, John A. Bolles, and Alvan 
Cheney, reported that it was necessary for the town to buy 
a fire engine, and the town voted “ that the same committee 
be authorized to purchase an engine similar to the descrip- 
tion in the report, and that a portion of the Winchester 
Fund be appropriated for the same.” On September 15, 1851, 
it was voted that, instead of paying for the fire engine out 
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of the Winchester Fund, it be paid for out of the town 
funds. At the meeting on April 7, 1851, John A. Bolles, on 
the part of the Cemetery Committee, presented the follow- 
ing report, which was accepted and adopted : —

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE CHOSEN 
APRIL 1, 1851. 


Your Committee would respectfully report: That they have purchased 
for a cemetery a lot of land, containing about ten acres, situated west 
of the canal and over against Wedge Pond. ‘The price of the lot and of 
the right of way from Church Street over the new road and bridge con- 
structed for this purpose by Mr. Gardner Symmes is two thousand 
dollars. To fence the lot and prepare it so far as is needful for present 
use will require the outlay of another thousand dollars. ‘To meet this 
payinent and outlay, your Committee recommend the temporary appro- 
priation and use of the fund given to the town by its benefactor, the 
late Colonel Winchester. Your Committee are of the opinion, however, 
that arrangements may be made for a speedy return of this fund to the 
town. The sale of burial-lots and of the choice of lots in the new ceme- 
tery will do much toward this desirable object. One half of the old 
cemetery is town property, is occupied by very few graves, and can be 
sold for a considerable sum. If the other half of the old burial-ground 
can be obtained by exchange of lands of the parish and proprietors, 
that, also, might be advantageously disposed of for the same purpose. 
In this manner, as your Committee believe, the Winchester Fund may 
ere long be repaid so as to be available for other municipal purposes. 
We ask, therefore, for power: First, to receive the Winchester Fund, 
and expend it in paying for the new cemetery and preparing that ceme- 
tery for use; second, to negotiate with the parish and proprietors of 
burial-lots in the old cemetery for an exchange of lots and the transfer 
of the dead to the new cemetery; third, to sell the town's interest in the 
old burial-grounds and also the land thus obtained by exchange; 
fourth, to dispose of lots and choice of lots in the new cemetery, 
under the rules and regulations hereinafter suggested. Your Com- 
mittee recommend that, at the Annual Town Meeting in 1852 for the 
choice of officers, and in like manner, in every third successive year 
thereafter, there shall be chosen by ballot a Cemetery Committee of five 
persons, who shall have power to fill vacancies in their own number, 
who shall have charge and superintendence of the cemetery, and shall 
remain in office until their successors are chosen. In the meantime. it is 
recommended that the present Committee should be continued in office, 
and have power to fill vacancies in their number, until said annual meet- 
ing. We respectfully recommend the adoption of the following 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE CEMETERY. 


The Cemetery Committee shall have the general charge of said ceme- 
tery, with power to sell burial-lots at public or private sale, and in the 
town’s name to execute and deliver all needful conveyance thereof, and 
to apply the proceeds of such sales to the improvement of the cemetery, 
or to such use as the town may direct, subject to these and such other 
regulations as the town may adopt; the said Committee may establish 
and enforce all rules needful for the preservation and appropriate use 
and condition of the cemetery. All deeds of lots in the new cemetery 
shall reserve to the town the right by its Cemetery Committee to enter 
the same at any time and remove therefrom any tree or shrub that may 
threaten injury to adjoining lots or avenues, or damage or inconvenience 
to passengers, and also to remove any structure, which, in the unani- 
mous opinion of said Committee, is offensive or improper. Such deeds 
shall also express, as condition thereof, that no owner of any lot 
shall alter the grade or elevation, or sell any grave or right of burial 
therein, or remove therefrom any tree, without permission therefor 
from the Committee. In accordance with these suggestions, your Com- 
mittee recommend the adoption of the following vote: — 

Voted, That the Cemetery Committee chosen by the town April 7, 
1851, be, and they are. hereby authorized to receive from the present 
holders thereof, the money presented to the town by the late Colonel 
Winchester, and the interest thereon, and to expend the same in pay- 
ment of the new cemetery and in fencing and preparing the same for 
use, in such manner as the majority of said Committee shall deem judi- 
cious, and also to sell and convey burial-lots and rights in the old ceme- 
tery, to dispose of all lots and rights thus acquired, and of the town’s 
interest in the old cemetery, as they may find expedient, and to apply 
the proceeds of any, or all, of the sales aforesaid, to the improvement 
of the cemetery. the payment of the Winchester Fund, or such other use 
as the town may direct. 


The originial Committee of ten citizens, appointed to 
purchase and lay out a cemetery, reported to the town 
March 1, 1852, that they had exercised the powers conferred 
upon them at the meeting on September 15, 1851, and had 
paid for the cemetery lot and had partially constructed it. 
Their report was accepted and the town adopted the system 
of having five persons on the Committee, which has 
continued since. At the same meeting it was voted “that 
the Cemetery Committee be clothed with all the powers 
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conferred by the town upon the Cemetery Committee of 
last year by their vote of September 15, 1851.” 

Very many votes, in regard to exchange of land, were 
passed and rescinded by the parish and the town until 1855, 
when the price and boundaries were agreed upon. The 
Town Treasurer reported, March 5, 1855, that he had given 
the parish a deed, and received one from the parish. 

It is evident that the first desire of Colonel Winchester 
in giving $3,000 was for a town-house. He died in less 
than three months after his donation. It is said that he had 
intended to give more money. However that may have 
been, the amount given was much too meagre to build a town- 
house, and the town could not afford to build one. The 
letter accompanying the gift stated that it was “to be 
appropriated for the erection of a town-house, or any other 
proper object of municipal expenditure,” and so the town 
voted that the whole fund and the accumulation, which had 
amounted to $222.36, be used for the cemetery, which has 
been used in accordance with the first vote passed. During 
the first five years of the existence of the town, $2,965.15 
was spent in the construction of the cemetery. From 1857 
to 1877 very little improvement was made, as only $26 was 
expended. 1877 there was $160.25 expended in grading new 
lots to sell. In 1878 more lots were graded and the dell 
near the entrance gate was partially constructed, $549.84 
being spent. In 1879 the sum of $439.94 was expended in 
making the pond in the dell, and constructing the Soldier’s 
lot and the little park on Mount Hope. In 1880 there was 
$115.55 paid for making new burial-lots. In. 1881 the lots 
between the toolhouse and J. F. Stone’s lot were made, and 
from the Stone lot northward on the east side of Margin 
Avenue there was a deep hollow filled. The yellow loam in 
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the avenue in front of these lots was excavated and put on 
top of the gravel that had been teamed, and the excavation 
in the avenue filled with sand and top-dressed with blue 
gravel. This work cost $974.12. Any one who remembers 
the place as it was will appreciate the improvement. There 
was also $213.26 paid for preparing thirteen flower-beds, 
filling them with shrubs, and setting out vines. Nearly all 
the shrubs are now alive. In 1882 the lots that had been 
filled the previous year were covered with good loam and 
sown to grass, and the rest of the yellow loam was taken 
from the principal drives and walks, which occasioned filling 
with gravel, and thereby making the driveways passable in 
the spring and autumn months. The payments for improve- 
ments that year, exclusive of the new receiving-tomb, were 
$853.35. In 1883 there was $284.03 expended in making 
walks and grading. In 1882 the Committee obtained per-: 
mission from the town to reconstruct, alter, or enlarge the 
receiving-tomb, as in the judgment of the Committee it was 
required. It would be indelicate to explain the then neces- 
sity of immediate action. A new tomb was constructed to 
meet the requirements of many years to come, being some- 
what larger than was originally intended, at a cost of 
$1,672.90, which has been previously explained in the Town 
Report and the action of the Committee approved. The 
next year $500 was paid for the wing walls to the tomb. 

The loss in the fund is $195, occasioned by the failure of 
the Mercantile Savings Institution of Boston. 

On April 4, 1884, the town voted “that the Cemetery 
Committee be directed to expend no part of the fund now 
in its hands for the improvement of the cemetery, until fur- 
ther action of the town, and that the Cemetery Committee 
pay over to the Town Treasurer the balance of the Win- 
chester Fund in said Committee’s hands.”

THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


The Third Annual Report of our Superintendent, which 
accompanies this and is made part of the same, shows the 
condition of our schools, their needs, and renders unnecessary 
any extended statement on our part about them. The rec- 
ommendations and ideas advanced in his report are com- 
mended to the careful consideration of our citizens. 


SUPERINTENDENCE. 


A year ago Professor Tweed desired to be relieved of the 
office of Superintendent, but at our request consented to 
remain another year, devoting less time and receiving less 
salary than previously. His three years’ service with us has 
been of great assistance to the teachers and of value to the 
schools. In parting with him in this official capacity we 
desire to place upon record our grateful appreciation of his 
labors for our schools. 

As stated in our last report, we have found it impossible to 
form a union with any of the adjoining towns in the matter 
of school superintendence, and, as the matter now stands, are 
forced to fall back upon the old method, with such improve- 
ments thereon as opportunity may offer. Our town is not 
large enough in population or in financial means to support a 
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first-class superintendent alone, and we think it better not to 
have one, rather than one of second-rate abilities, or in other 
respects not a desirable person. We propose that in the 
ensuing year the matter of school superintendence shall be 
left in the hands of your Committee, and ask that the town 
appropriate the sum of $300 for their services, that being the 
sum heretofore given them before the office of Superintend- 
ent was established. We believe that a system of superin- 
tendence can, through our efforts, be created, which will 
benefit our schools, and continue the good work of the past 
three years. 


TEACHERS. 


The changes in our corps of teachers has been unusually 
large the past year. With the close of the Spring Term the 
resignation of the following named teachers took effect, viz: 
Miss Mary B. Hammond, assistant at the High School; Miss 
Clara P. Norman, Rumford Intermediate; Miss Laura A. 
Westcott, Gifford Intermediate; Miss Agnes Westcott, Gif- 
ford Primary; Miss Carrie B. Harriman, Chapin Primary ; 
and at the close of the Fall Term, Miss Lena R. Brackett, 
Washington. 

To fill these vacancies the following-named were elected, 
viz: Miss Fanny E. Lord, first assistant at the High; Miss 
Florence Ayer, Rumford Intermediate’; Miss Mary 8. Spurr, 
Gifford Intermediate (transferred from the Mystic); Miss 
Emma M. Mansfield, Gifford Primary ; Miss Kate A. White, 
Chapin Primary; Miss Lizzie A. Burbank, Mystic; Miss 
Lizzie Richardson, Washington. Recently Miss Burbank 
has been compelled, on account of ill health, to resign her 
position, and Miss Nettie Coffin, of the last graduating class 
- of our High School, has been appointed to fill the vacancy. 
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During the Spring Term the number of pupils in the 
Wyman School became so large as to necessitate the employ- 
ment of an additional teacher for the remainder of the term, 
and Miss May M. Holden, of the last graduating class of our 
High School, was appointed to the piace. For the same 
reason, the same person was appointed an assistant in the 


Gifford School. 


SCHOOL CALENDAR. 


The school year began Monday, September 8, 1884, and will 
end on Friday, June 26, 1885, making a year of forty weeks. 
Vacations and holidays: Thanksgiving, with the day before 
and the day after. From December 22, 1884, to December 
29, 1884. Washington’s Birthday. From March 28, 1884, 
to March 30,1884. Fast Day, with the day before and the 
day after. Memorial Day. Bunker Hill Day. Saturdays 
throughout the school year. 


TRUANT OFFICERS. 


At the beginning of the year, George W. Spurr and F. A. 
Patterson were elected Truant Officers. Mr. Patterson re- 
signed in October and J. W. Richardson was elected in his 
place. 

My. Spurr reports nine cases, during the year, to which he 
has given attention. Mr. Richardson has only served a 
portion of the year, and reports six cases which required his 


services. 


EXAMINATIONS AND PROMOTIONS. 


The same course was adopted the past year as in the pre- 
vious one in regard to examinations and promotions. The 
Superintendent recommended the promotion of fifty-four 
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scholars from the Intermediate to the Grammar Schools, di- 
vided as follows: Four from the Washington, ten from the 
Rumford, six from the Highland, eight from the Gifford, 
seven from the Mystic, eleven from the Chapin, eight from 
the Wyman. 

Some of these scholars were sent back to their respective 
schools on account of their inability to keep up with the 
others in the studies of their class at the Grammar School. 
Twenty-five pupils were promoted from the Grammar to the 
High School. It is a fact that many pupils enter our High 
School at too early an age and before they have the physical 
strength to learn the required branches of study. Parents are 
constantly desiring to have their children advanced in their 
studies beyond their capabilities or strength to master. 

It is a cruel thing to force the children in this way, and its 
natural result is often a breaking down of the children’s 
health, either temporarily or permanently, before they have 
completed their school life. 

The following addition was made to Rule 10 of the School 
Regulations, at the last meeting of the Board: Whenever 
any pupil after fair trial fails to maintain satisfactory rank 
in his class, he shall, with the approval of the sub-committee 
on that school, be returned to the next lower grade. 


DISCIPLINE. 


As the matter of punishment naturally gives occasion for 
discussion among parents, and complaints at times to the 
Committee, and as giving merely a list of punishments 
conveys so little knowledge of the facts of any case, it was 
voted, at the first meeting of the Board this year, that it is 
the sense of this Committee that the report required under 
Rule 7 of the School Regulations shall contain a description 
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of the nature and extent of all punishments inflicted, 
including every kind of corporal punishment. 

Rule 7 provides that “ the teachers shall use such disci- 
pline in their schools as would be used by a judicious parent 
in a family, and shall avoid corporal punishment as far as 
practicable; but for gross misconduct a pupil may be 
punished (not in the presence of the school) with a rattan 
upon the palm of the hand. A record shall be kept of all 
cases of such punishment, stating the name of the pupil 
and of the offence, and a copy of the record shall be given 
to the Chairman of the Board before the next regular meet- 
ing. ‘Teachers may also suspend a pupil for sufficient cause, 
but shall immediately, in writing, report the suspension and 
cause to the parent or guardian of the pupil and to the 
Chairman of the Board.” 

Is is a gratifying fact that the number of pupils reported 
as thus disciplined is very small. A few only of obstinate 
cases have required severer measures which have brought 
them under the penalty of the law. 


MUSIC. 


The schools, with the exception of the Grammar, have 
continued to receive the valuable services of Mrs. Bailey in 
this department, and the proficiency .of the pupils in the 
rudiments of music is very apparent. Mr. Swett, in the 
Grammar School, has kept his pupils well up in this line of 
study. 


CONVEYANCE. 


Four children have been conveyed daily the past year 
from the Hill School Division to the schools nearer the 
centre, at an expense of some two hundred and fifty dollars . 
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We recommend the continuance of this plan as the best 
course to be pursued with the school children residing in 
_ that locality. 


CHANGE OF TEXTBOOKS. 


The following changes in textbooks have been made 
during the year: — 


In the High School: Avery Physics was substituted in 
place of Norton’s, Seaver’s Algebra for Bradbury & Eaton’s, 
Walker’s Physiology for Hutchinson’s, Young’s Govern- 
ment Classbook for Martin’s. 

In the Grammar: Swinton’s Grammar School Geography 
was introduced, Franklin’s Arithmetic for Walton’s, History 
of the United States, by H. E. Scudder, in place of Quack- 
enbos’. Lessons on The Human Body, by Brand, has been 
adopted as a textbook in physiology to be studied half of 
the year in place of Natural History. 

Payson, Dunton & Scribner's Writing-Books have been 
substituted for the Duntonian series. White’s System of 
Drawing-Books has been introduced into the schools. 

It has been the aim of the Committee to avoid frequent 
changes of textbooks, and have only done so where they 
thought there was urgent need for the same. 


FREE TEXTBOOKS. 


The following rules and regulations governing the supply 
of free textbooks and other articles have been adopted by the. 
Board : — 


ARTICLE XX. 


SECTION 1. Preparation. — Before the first of March in 
each year, the teachers shall ascertain by personal examina- 
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tion, what books fit for use during the next year each pupil 
owns, and make a record of the same; and shall file a written 
report with the Secretary of the School Board, stating the 
number of books of each kind on hand owned by pupils or 
the town, the number fit for use, and the probable number 
and kind of books that will be required for the next year. 

SEectT. 2. Purchase.— The books shall be purchased at 
the publishers’ prices by some person employed for this pur- 
pose, who shall also attend to their distribution and keep 
the accounts with the teachers. A sufficient number of 
books shall be kept on hand so that there need be no delay 
in furnishing the schools when required. 

Sect. 38. Distribution to Schools.— Books shall be fur- 
nished to the schools on the written requisition of the 
teacher, with the approval of some member of the School 
Committee, stating the names of the books and the number 
of each kind required, and signed. 

Printed blanks for this purpose shall be furnished to the 
teachers, and they shall keep a copy of each requisition. 
The agent shall keep an account with each teacher, charging 
the books delivered on requisitions, and at the close of the 
year (March 1) crediting the number on hand. The number 
not fit for use shall be charged off, and the others carried to 
the account of the next year. 

Srct. 4. Distribution to Pupils. — Printed labels shall be 
pasted by the teachers on the inside of the coverin each book 
before delivering to the pupils. The books shall be charged 
the pupils in a book prepared for the purpose. 

At the close of the spring term (July 1), the books shall 
be called in and the numbers crossed off from the record. 
In case of loss or unnecessary injury the pupil shall pay 
for the book. The pupils shall cover each book. When 
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the books are returned by the pupils the covers shall be 
removed. 

Snot. 5. Supplies—Drawing and writing books, slates, 
pens, pencils, crayons, paper, rubber, and blotters shall also 
be furnished to the school on requisitions and charged to the 
teachers in order that the cost of each school may be known. 
Under these rules and regulations George P. Brown was ap- 
pointed Agent of the School Board for the furnishing of the 
necessary textbooks and supplies, 

The Agent reports that the sum of $1,753.51 has been ex- 
pended for textbooks and supplies up to February 17, and 
that of this sum goods costing $259.57 are still on hand. 
This with the commission of the Agent makes the cost to the 
town this year $1,928.86. This new law, requiring towns and 
cities to furnish, free of expense, to all pupils the textbooks 
and other supplies used for schools, has placed a great burden 
upon this town, in common with others. We do not hesitate 
to say that this law was one uncalled for and unwise, as the 
old law allowed the Committee to furnish these articles at the 
expense of the town where the parents or guardians were too 
poor to obtain them. 

The expense will not be as large the coming year, but 
another objectionable feature in the law will be made ap- 
parent, in the necessity of having children use the books 
which others in the same schools have had indiscriminately. 

The cost of furnishing these textbooks and supplies could 
not be accurately estimated at the outset, and so has drawn 
more from our appropriation the present year than was 
anticipated. 

SEWING. 

At the last meeting of the Committee this year a petition 

was presented by a committee, signed by some two hundred 
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ladies and gentlemen, asking that sewing be introduced into 
the public schools as one of the branches of study. The 
Committee recognize the importance of the subject, and it 
will receive the early attention of the new Board. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The graduating exercises of this school took place on 
Friday evening, June 27, in the Baptist church, and were as 
follows : —

Underhill: recitation, “ Our sister republic” (original), by 
Miss May M. Holden; male quartette, ‘“‘ Banish, O maiden,” 
first tenor, Master E. T. Lyons; second tenor, Master W. 
W. Underhill; first bass, Master H. L. Cox; second bass, 
Master R. Whitten; declamation, “ Ought immigration 
to the United States to be restricted ?” (original), by Master 
Charles H. Herrick; class song, by Miss May M. Holden, 
sung by the graduating class; Valedictory, by Edward C. 
Holton (original); chorus, “ To thee, O country.”

These were followed by the presentation of diplomas by 
Superintendent Tweed. ‘The names of the graduating class 
are as follows: — |

The exercises were fully attended, and passed off to the 
great satisfaction of the Committee, teachers, and friends. 

Our High School, under the charge of Mr. Lewis Park- 
hurst as Principal, and Misses Lord and Parsons as assist- 
ants, is now in an unusually flourishing condition, and num- 
bers at the present time seventy-five pupils. Twelve of 
the number will graduate this year. Its teachers are well 
qualified, and the work of the school will compare favorably 
with any others of its kind in the State. 


SCHOOLHOUSES. 


During the year the crowded condition of some of the 
schools, and the smaller number of pupils in others, rendered 
it advisable to change some of the division boundaries. Ac- 
cordingly it was voted to change the Wyman and Mystic 
School Divisions, by taking away from the former the locali- 
ity lying west of the Boston & Lowell Railroad, and bounded 
by the railroad, Bacon, Church, and Central Streets, and in- 
cluding it in the latter. This measure met witha great deal

of opposition, principally on account of the distance which 
the children living in the part included in this change would 
have to travel, and their having to cross the railroad bridge 
at the Mystic station to and from school. For these and 
other minor reasons this change was not adhered to, but 
the children were allowed to remain as before. 

The Committee also finding that the Gifford Schools were 
also crowded with pupils, and that many were attending 
these schools living on the westerly side of the railroad, be- 
longing to the Wyman and Rumford Division, voted, that 
the teachers of the Gifford Schools should send back to their 
respective schools, in the school division where they resided, 
all children not properly belonging to the Gifford School 
Division. This would equalize much better the number of 
pupils in the schools mentioned, and would relieve the Gif- 
ford in its crowded condition. This measure, like the other 
one for the same purpose, raised quite a storm of indigna- 
tion on the part of the parents affected by it; they prefer- 
ring to send their children across the railroad at the centre, 
where a great many cars pass on a grade with the traveled 
road, to sending their children in another direction over a 
good sidewalk, where they could at least avoid, what seems 
to us, a very serious objection. 

They refused to send their children to the schoolhouses 
designated and kept their children at home for a while. In 
consequence of the action of the Committee, a petition was 
received from some thirty residents on the west side of the 
railroad requesting your Committee to locate a school in 
their vicinity near the centre, to accommodate the Interme- 
diate and Primary scholars. 

Upon a receipt of this petition, the Committee gave the 
matter due consideration, and voted that the Secretary no- 
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tify the petitioners that the School Committee recognize the 
need of additional school accommodations in this locality at 
anearly day substantially as specified in the petition, but re- 
eret that the state of the appropriation available for this 
purpose precludes any action at present, and that the Board 
will endeavor to make a temporary arrangement by which 
additional scholars may be received at the Gifford or other 
schools until permanent quarters can be provided. As a 
temporary arrangement it was decided to allow the children 
to attend the schools they had heretofore attended and 
place an additional teacher in the Gifford schoolhouse. 

Subsequently another petition was received from Abijah 
Thompson and forty-nine other residents upon the westerly 
side of the Boston & Lowell Railroad asking that the nec- 
essary measures be taken to obtain authority and means to 
erect a schoolhouse near the corner of Church and Bacon 
Streets which shall contain four rooms. 

This matter of additional school accommodations has re- 
ceived the serious consideration of the Committee. The ad- 
vantages of such a building as petitioned for are clearly 
and forcibly set forth in the report of the Superintendent. 
If this building is erected in the locality desired, it will lead 
to the discontinuance of the use of the Wyman schoolhouse. 

This is what the petitioners expect and desire. The 
Wyman School is quite full. The petitioners represent that 
the town is growing rapidly in that direction, and in five or 
six years a schoolhouse, as proposed, will be none too far west. 
In our opinion it might be desirable to erect the building 
nearer the centre of the town, but it is impossible to find an 
available lot of land for this purpose at a reasonable price. 

The cost of the land, building, and furnishing of such a 
schoolhouse as proposed is estimated at $10,000. We 
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recommend that the town raise the money by taxation or 
otherwise for this object and appoint a committee to select 
and purchase the land, build and furnish the schoolhouse, 
at as early a day as possible. 

The Wymanschoolhouse can be moved to another locality 
where it can be made available and the land sold. 

Most of the schoolhouses are in good condition, except the 
Gifford, where the rooms are low studded, and it is impossi- 
ble to secure good light and proper ventilation. It would 
be a good plan if the second story of this building could be 
raised up and’some other alterations made in the building. 
Complaint has been made in regard to the sanitary arrange- 
ments of the Chapin schoolhouse, and measures have been 
adopted to remedy the evil. 

The High School building needs enlarging and alterations 
made during the coming summer. ‘There is at the present 
time a seating capacity for seventy-five pupils. There is a 
probability of there being about ninety pupils in September 
next. One of the recitation-rooms now used is too small for 
the classes that have to recite there. There is in the build- 
ing no suitable place for classes in physics, chemistry, and 
botany, which require room for experiments to be made by 
pupils as well as teachers. The sanitary condition of the 
water-closets is not good and requires immediate attention. 
The building is not supplied with town water, but is depend- 
ent upon the roof of the building for its supply. One half 
of the space on the two floors is occupied by the three rooms 
now used, the other half taken up by hallways, dressing- 
rooms, etc. The foregoing statements give briefly the con- 
dition of this schoolhouse and the necessity for the changes 
desired, to meet the wants of the school and obviate the 
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objections to the present building. These changes, it is esti- 
mated, can be made for about $2,400. 

By raising the standard of admission to the High School 
and transferring all the Grammar School pupils residing on 
the westerly side of the railroad to a room in the new build- 
ing, and establishing a Grammar School there, the enlarge- 
ment of the High School building may be postponed for the 
present. ‘This would also relieve the Grammar School and 
make room for the incoming pupils from the Intermediate 
Schools. | 

There may be a great objection on the part of the parents 
of the children affected by the lack of promotion, but it 
would undoubtedly be better for the children to stay another 
year in the Grammar School. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


During the past year there has been inaugurated in our 
town a new movement which may be considered an adjunct 
of our public schools, and we here give place to an interest- 
ing account of it from one of its principal managers. 

The Evening School opened Monday evening, October 6, 
in the Grammar School building, and has been regularly held 
Monday and Thursday evenings for a term of twenty weeks 
under the care of a Committee from The Fortnightly, Mrs. F. 
Winsor, Mrs. C. E. Swett, Mrs. E. Pressey, Mrs. S. H. Fol- 
som, and Mrs. J. T. Wilson. The two rooms in the second 
story of the school building have been used for the school, 
and were lighted by twenty-three kerosene lamps, six of which 
were purchased by The Fortnightly, the remainder being 
loaned by the Baptist and Congregational Societies. The 
light has not been satisfactory, and it is very desirable that 
some better arrangement should be made. 
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she whole number admitted to the school is one hundred 
and fourteen: twenty-nine females and eighty-five males, 
representing the following nationalities: American, English, 
Irish, Swede, French, German, Canadian, Nova Scotian, rang- 
ing from thirteen to forty-three years in age. 
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The young women of the school were many of them 
employed in domestic service; the majority of the men and 
boys work in the different tanneries, several are at work in 
the city in printing offices and other manufactories, some 
work in green-houses, others upon farms, several were not 
engaged in any regular employment. 

The greater number of those in attendance have pursued 
the common branches of study, reading, spelling, writing, 
arithmetic, many needing to begin at the first elements. 

Remarkable progress has been made by all who have attend- 
ed with any degree of regularity. Instances can be given of a 
large nnmber that could scarcely spell out the words in a sec- 
ond reader and could only write their name, who now read ordi- 
nary English intelligently, and can write a letter and make out 
a bill or write a receipt ina creditable manner. Several for- 
eigners who came, hardly understanding any English, have 
learned to read, write, and talk with surprising success. 

In addition to the branches already named, some have 
studied languages, geography and physiology. <A _ large 
class was formed in bookkeeping, a part of which continued 
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until they mastered all of the textbook and were able to 
arrange a series of business transactions with accuracy, using 
invoice, sales, day, cash, and bill books and ledger. 

Twenty-four ladies and gentlemen have generously devoted 
themselves to the work of instruction. 

Most of the books used were second-hand ones contributed 
by friends of the undertaking. For the classesin physiology 
and bookkeeping, textbooks were purchased at the expense 
of The Fortnightly; many of the pupils subsequently pur- 
chased the books they had used. 

The school closed on Thursday, February 26; it could 
have been continued a month or more longer to the satisfac- 
tion and advantage of the pupils, but the Committee of The 
Fortnightly could not incur further expense. 

No argument is needed to prove the importance of a school 
like this, not only for the benefit of the educational advan- 
tages which it offers, but for the sake of the pleasant resort 
it affords to those whose alternative is too apt to be the street. 
“JT shall come every time,” said a boy of fifteen, with enthu- 
-siasm; “it’s a sight better than loafing round down town.” 
And if any one doubts the utility of the school or its being 
well worth the support of the town, a few minutes’ conver- 
sation with any of the teachers, or of the scholars who have 
been regular in their attendance, would be a full answer to 
all misgivings. 

It is to be hoped that Winchester will never be again with- 
out an Evening School, and that its permanent existence and 
growth may be secured by the support of the town as well 
as by the generous devotion of interested individuals. 

The laws of this Commonwealth provide that small towns 
may establish and maintain Evening Schools and appropri- 
ate money for their support. The Committee would recom- 
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mend that the town give the authority to your Committee, 
and the small sum of money required for the continuance of 
this useful and beneficent work. 
FINANCIAL.

It will be seen that the expenditures have exceeded the 
receipts $149.96. There are bills unpaid amounting to about 
$300. The salary of the Superintendent has been paid out 
of this appropriation instead of from the salaries of Town 
Officers, as heretofore. 

The Legislature of 1884 passed an Act providing for a 
distribution of the State School Fund by a different method 
than formerly. The law gives to the towns, whose valuation 
of real and personal estate does not exceed half a million 
dollars, the sum of three hundred dollars; to those towns 
whose valuation is more than half a million dollars and 
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does not exceed one million dollars, the sum of two hundred 
dollars; to those towns whose valuation is more than one 
million dollars and does not exceed three million dollars, the 
sum of one hundred and fifty dollars. The remainder of 
this fund is appropriated to the other cities and towns in 
the Commonwealth whose valuation exceeds three million 
dollars and does not exceed ten million dollars, pro rata in 
proportion to the number of children. 

As this town’s valuation is over three million dollars, it 
comes in the latter class, and consequently receives in 
the past year only $40.31, about $125 less than formerly. 
The excess in the expenditures is principally owing to the 
large amount required for textbooks and supplies which 
was forced upon the town by the act of the Legislature. 

The receipts and expenditures under the head of Repairs 
of Schoolhouses and Improvement of Grounds will be found 
in the Report of the Prudential Committee, which is hereto 
annexed. 

In order to meet the expenses of the schools now estab- 
lished and those which are proposed by the new schoolhouse 
on the westerly side of the railroad, we ask for an appropri- 
ation of $16,000 for the ensuing year for the support of 
schools, and $1,000 for the Biaeeee's of Schoolhouses and 
Improvement of Grounds.

REPORT OF THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


The following Report of Expenditures for ‘“ Repairs of 
Schoolhouses and Improvements to Grounds” is respectfully 
submitted. 

Considerable work has been done in and around the High 
schoolhouse. The ceilings of the rooms and hallways have 
been whitened, and the walls painted. 

The use of paint instead of tinted whitewash involves a 
little more expense at the outset, but the former is much 
more durable, is not easily defaced, and can be dusted or 
washed without injury to the surface. 

New floors are needed in some of the rooms, but it was not 
thought advisable to undertake the work this season. 

The board fence on the north side of the lot has been 
entirely rebuilt and painted. New posts and rails were put 
up and the old boards replaced. 

The rail fence on the west and south sides was found to be 
in an advanced stage of dissolution, and has been removed. 
There seems to be no occasion for a fence at that place, and 
the locality is improved by its absence. 

Some of the half-dead trees in the grove have been cut out, 
and the remainder trimmed up, furnishing about two cords of 
firewood. The removal of a few more would still further 
improve the grove. 

The bank wall on Church Street has been pointed up and 
otherwise repaired. 
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The whole estate is in good condition, practically, but, like 
many other schoolgrounds, it is not very tastefully laid out 
and arranged. ‘The landscape gardener would find it difficult 
to obtain satisfactory results without a radical change in the 
erade of the lot and in the nature of the so-called soil. 

The surface loam, evidently of poor quality in its best 
estate, is extensively adulterated with sand, the sand always 
being in the majority. This light soil, if sand can be called 
light, accounts for the dilatory aspect of the trees and grass 
that cling to bare existence with an extremely precarious 
hold. 

A liberal top-dressing of compost should be applied once 
in two years. 

The roof of the Grammar schoolhouse, which was leaky 
in many places, has been put in good condition, and other 
repairs and improvements made within the building. 

The Chapin schoolhouse has been painted, and alterations, 
as suggested in the report of last year, have been made in 
accordance with the views of the Chairman of the Board of 
Health. The concrete in the yard has been repaired and 
new work laid on the sidewalk and across the street. The 
trees that have been set out around this building have nearly 
all died. Whatever may have been the reasons for locating 
the building on this spot, the fertility of the soil was 
certainly not one of them. There may have been a striking 
significance in placing a schoohouse in a field of birches, but 
even these are on the decline. 

This lot furnishes another example of land too poor for 
the production of vegetation, either ornamental or useful, 
with the possible exception of birch rods, which, however, 
are fast becoming obsolete. 

The Washington schoolhouse has been painted one coat, 
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and a second should be put on the coming year. The build- 
ing will also need shingling very soon. 

The Rumford schoolhouse has been shingled and other 
work done interiorly. 

The Wyman schoolhouse and front fence have been 
painted, and repairs made. on the roof and at the rear. 

In the Gifford a closet has been built and other con- 
veniences provided. 

The Hill schoolhouse has been visited a number of times 
and found to be in a fair state of preservation. The cellar 
windows have been boarded up, owing to the absence of the 
glass. But the general condition of this unoccupied building 
indicates an orderly neighborhood. 

Numerous other minor repairs have been made on the 
various school buildings. 

Special attention has been given to the subject of ventila- 
tion by the Committee and by the teachers. 

All the schoolrooms are provided with good facilities for 
obtaining a sufficient supply of fresh air, which has been lib- 
erally introduced, as indicated by the increased consumption 
of coal. Ventilation involves an expenditure of heat. The 
more ventilation, the more coal. But it would be poor econ- 
omy to stint the supply of fresh air for the sake of saving 
fuel, although in some instances the matter may have been 
rather overdone. 

The art of keeping a room constantly supplied with a 
proper amount of fresh air, without subjecting the occupants 
to cool currents or sudden changes in temperature, is one not 
easily acquired. 

The patent ventilators placed in the walls and chimneys of 
the schoolrooms are of little account, but the simple expedient 
of fastening strips of board on the window-sills and thus 
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allowing the sashes to be raised a few inches without-admit- 
ting a direct current seems tu give the best results. 

It takes about 120 tons of coal to heat our nine school- 
houses. The amounts used in the three large houses, which 
are about equal in size, varies considerably, owing partly to 
different methods of ventilation and partly to other circum- 
stances. The High School requires about 20 tons, the Gram- 
mar 85, and the Chapin 24. The eight remaining school- 
rooms require a little more than four tons each. 

Some of our schoolhouses can almost be called old. Six 
of them were built more than thirty years ago, and these are 
not as conveniently and substantially constructed as those of 
later date, and are oftener in need of minor repairs. 

The financial account stands as follows : —

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Winchester : — 


In accordance with the requirements of your Board, I 
herewith submit my Third Annual Report as Superintendent. 

Number of children between the ages of five and fifteen, 
as reported by the Assessors, 614. Number of pupils con- 
nected with the public schools, 716, distributed as follows: 
High School, 75; Grammar School, 181; Chapin Schools, 
149; Rumford Schools, 78; Gifford Schools, 95; Wyman 
School, 87; Mystic School, 16; Highland School, 44; Wash- 
ington School, 41. 

In making a report three years in succession of the schools 
in Winchester, in which the course of study has been 
essentially the same, and the circumstances by which the 
several schools are surrounded vary but slightly, it is evident 
that a full report of one year must be, to a great extent, 
a repetition of that of the preceding year. 

It should be borne in mind, however, that, though the 
work of the teacher is much the same in successive years, 
the pupils are constantly changing and the teachers gaining 
more experience. This makes constant effort necessary on 
the part of a teacher in order that the school may progress. 
When, also, the demands of the community are constantly 
increasing, it is only by persistent efforts to learn and adopt 
the best methods that a gain, however gradual, may be made 
in the results. 
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That some gain has been made in the several schools of 
Winchester, where the teachers have remained the same, 
must, I think, be evident to every one acquainted with them. 

A change of teachers of equal capacity is always attended 
with some loss, and it will, almost uniformly, be found that 
the schools in which changes of teachers have occurred have 
suffered temporarily, at least, however judicious the Com- 
mittee may have been in their appointments. It is due, 
therefore, to new teachers that a reasonable time should be 
given before passing judgment on them. 

It is one of the greatest hindrances to a uniform improve- 
ment in our schools that successful teachers are so often 
taken from us by the cities and larger towns, where the 
salaries are higher. 

No effectual remedy can be found for this evil, though, as I 
have said in a former report, it may be limited by a judicious 
increase of salary, when such increase will retain the services 
of an excellent teacher. 

In some cases I have recommended this in the exercise of 
a wise economy. 

During the past year more than the usual number of 
vacancies have occurred by the resignation of teachers, 
namely, one each of the following schools: In the Rumford, 
the Chapin, the Washington, the High School, and two in 
the Gifford. 

It is thus seen that more than one fourth of our present 
corps of teachers have received their appointment this school 
year. Iam glad to be able to say that, as far as we can 
judge at present, the Committee seem to have been fortunate 
in the appointments to fill these vacancies. 

There is another matter which seems to me very impor- 
tant, more entirely in the control of the town, and that is 
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the providing of new accommodations for the increasing 
number of pupils. This has already become a necessity in 
some of the intermediate and primary schools, and must be 
met, in the near future, in providing for the Grammar 
School. 

That such provision should be made judiciously, and in 
such a manner as to relieve some of our intermediate 
schools, not only of numbers, but of classes as well, seems to 
me of the utmost importance. 

It is not possible for towns with a sparse population to 
have a perfect system of grading, such as is practicable in 
our larger towns and cities. But it is none the less, but 
even more, important that every possible effort should be 
made to secure the best grading that circumstances will ad- 
mit. The Wyman and the Highland Schools have a much 
larger number of pupils than can be taught satisfactorily in 
schools containing so many classes. Fifty pupils in six 
classes, ranging from the first year primary to the third 
class in the grammar school, are more than one teacher can 
do justice to. The Gifford, also, though somewhat better 
graded, lacks room, at some seasons of the year, to accom- 
modate all who seek admission. 

Under these circumstances, a new schoolhouse seems to be 
a necessity. In meeting this necessity, something more than 
the actual amount of room wanted should, I think, be con- 
sidered. Something may be done to improve the grading of 
the schools, and thus add to their efficiency. 

A building containing four rooms, somewhere in the 
vicinity of the High School, would accommodate a primary 
school, consisting of pupils residing west of the railroad, in 
one room; a second and third intermediate class in another 
room, and a first-class intermediate for the third room, taken 
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from the Wyman, the Highland, and Gifford. This would 
afford much greater facilities for the class about to enter the 
Grammar School than they can possibly have in the schools. 
where the teacher’s time is divided between six, or even 
three, classes. 

It would also relieve the schools above mentioned of one 
class, and that the class that makes the greatest demand on 
the teacher’s time. ; 

A fourth room will soon, perhaps even next year, be 
wanted for a grammar school class. The Grammar School 
now contains as many pupils as the building will accom- 
modate, and as many as can be well taught by four teachers. 

A “colony” of the Grammar School, as it is termed in 
Boston, consisting of a third class, under an efficient teacher, 
might postpone the want of another grammar school for 
some time. 

One of the most common criticisms on public schools is 
that too much is attempted, that the course of study con- 
tains too many subjects, and that the consequence is a ten- 
dency to “cram,” and a lack of thoroughness in essential 
branches. | 

That there is some ground for this criticism, even in our 
cities and larger towns, where schools are perfectly graded, 
will, I think, be admitted by nearly all who have had much 
experience in the supervision of schools. 

On the other hand, the claims of these branches, now but 
partially recognized, have been pressed, and it is often diffi- 
cult to determine on which side the pressure is the stronger 
and more reasonable. 

This being the case even where teachers work under the 
most favorable circumstances,— with a teacher for each 
class, —it has seemed to me that the absolute requirements — 
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in our ungraded schools, where each teacher has from 
three to six classes, must be fewer, if thoroughness is expected 
in branches deemed essential by all. 

While, therefore, the course of study for the primary and 
grammar schools is intended to mark the essentials, it by no 
means covers all that teachers do. 

Selections from Longfellow, Whittier, and other standard 
authors are read by the teachers or pupils, and contribute 
much to the interest and value of the language lessons, in 
which pupils give expression to what they have learned. It 
is hoped, also, that it may tend to the formation of a taste 
for good reading. 

Music, under the charge of Mrs. Bailey, has been taught in 
the high, primary, and intermediate schools in a very satis- 
factory manner, though it would have been impracticable to 
put, in any course of study, definite limits to the several 
classes of ungraded schools. 

A systematic course of drawing would have encountered 
the same obstacles, even if we had had a special teacher in 
drawing, as in music. 

Something, however, has been done in the primary classes 
in drawing figures placed on the blackboard, and all the 
classes that study geography have been pretty thoroughly 
trained in map drawing. 

Geometrical figures of surfaces and solids are drawn in the 
Grammar School, in connection, commonly, with arithmetical 
and geographical problems. 

Our teachers are not, uniformly, experts in drawing, and 
it would, I think, be difficult to lay out a regular course in 
drawing, unless placed under the supervision of a special 
teacher, as is the case with music. | 

The introduction of a work on scientific physiology as a 
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classbook, would be, I think, a repetition of the old mistake 
of studying a scientific treatise on language grammar, with 
the expectation that it will teach the use of language. | 

Warren Colburn introduced a new era in teaching, not’ 
only in arithmetic, but in all other branches, when he revised 
the order of instruction in that branch by his “ First Les- 
sons.” | 

In accordance with these views, I think a good work on 
Physiology and Hygiene, in the hands of judicious teachers, 
might be used in a manner to impart much instruction, and 
to enforce many precepts of great value in the preservation of 
health. 

_ The question of introducing industrial education into our 
schools, especially sewing, is receiving much attention by 
educators. 

There is no disagreement with regard to the importance of 
teaching girls to sew, and boys the use of the most common 
tools; butit is a question in many minds whether they can 
with profit become a part of our public school instruction. 
Sewing, by the girls, is a regular branch, and has its place in 
the programme of the Boston schools; and in schools con- 
sisting entirely of girls, it is admitted to be a success. In 
boys’ schools it is not taught,and in mixed schools there 
is still a diversity of opinion as to its expediency. 

In closing my official connection with the schools of Win- 
chester, it is proper, perhaps, for me to review briefly what 
[ have attempted to do, and the extent to which my attempts 
have succeeded. 

From an experience of some years in school supervision, I 
had learned that whatever improvement could be hoped for 
in our system of instruction must be obtained by the more 
earnest and intelligent efforts of the teachers.

My first endeavor was, therefore, to secure their confidence, 
and establish such relations with them that any suggestion I 
might make would be received not as a criticism, not as a 
‘rigid rule by which they were to work, but as a method 
which they might try for themselves, and, 1f successful, adopt. 

In establishing such a relation, I think I have been success- 
ful, for I can recall no instance in which I have not had the 
hearty codperation of teachers. 

Of course there is difference in the capacity of teachers to 
profit by the suggestions of a superintendent. 

Another principle which I have adopted is to claim none 
of the credit of success, though the success may have been 
attained partially in accordance with suggestions which I had 
made. ‘Teachers may justly claim all the favoring circum- 
stances that can be afforded them by the School Committee, 
the codperation of parents, and the advice of the Superintend- 
ent, and if, with all these aids, they secure a good degree of 
success, they are fully entitled to the principal share of the 
credit. The teacher is, and must be, the principal factor in 
the standing of the school, whether of success or failure. 

In the meantime, I have tried to keep myself informed of 
the most advanced and approved methods in schools outside 
of Winchester, and have brought to the teachers whatever 
commended itself to my judgment as an improvement in 
methods of teaching, or discipline, or school management. 

It may not be out of place to specify some of the branches 
in which I think there has been a very decided improvement 
during the three years of my connection with your school. 
Reading, as taught now, has become, from the start, the 
process of obtaining ideas from the printed page, and not 
merely the ability to call words to which no special meaning 
is attached. 
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Two terms h ave been, as it seems to me, rather loosely 
used to indicate methods in teaching the elements of reading, 
namely, the “word method” and the “sentence method.” 

The word method, pure and simple, has been heard, time 
ont of mind, when children with some hesitation and diffi- 
culty in spelling out the words, render the sentence found in 
most primers after the following fashion : — 

“* The — boy — can — spin —the—top.” It is evident 
that the child gets no meaning from these disjointed words. 

The other extreme is to expect the child to take in the 
whole sentence at once. This seems to me to be expecting 
too much, and I have accordingly recommended what may 
be called the “ phrase” method. 

Thus, in the sentence above, the child can be taught to 
grasp the phrase, “ The boy,” and “can spin,” and “the

top.” Then the sentence may be read intelligently: ‘“ The 
boy —can spin—the top.” This method has also the advan- 
tage of inducing a habit which is essential to good reading, 
whether by children or adults. 

Another branch in which I think a very decided improve 
ment has been made is language, or the ability to express 
what the pupils know in well-constructed sentences, properly 
capitalized, and, in general, correctly punctuated. 

Formerly, memorizing the definitions and rules handed 
down from Lindley Murray, with the ability to parse, was 
accepted as evidence of a knowledge of English grammar, 
which, we were told at the outset, would “enable us to 
speak and write the English language correctly.” It is true 
it was known that it did not, and why should it? No one 
ever became a carpenter by hearing the names of the carpen- 
ter’s tools and studying the working plan of an architect 
or a painter without using the brush. 
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We learn to skate by skating, and we learn to speak and 
write correctly and with facility by speaking and writing, 
under the guidance and criticism, of course, of the teacher. 

I do not hesitate to say that, by the adoption of this 
method, pupils vf our intermediate class will now express 
what they know, on paper or the slate, with a greater 
degree of correctness in spelling, in the use of capitals, in 
punctuation, and in grammatical construction, than the 
pupils in the first class of our grammar schools could do 
a few years ago. 

It may be said too that this method of teaching language 
has contributed much to the interest and value of the 
instruction in other branches, especially in geography and 
history. 

Indeed, improved methods in teaching one branch are sure 
to influence favorably instruction in others, since, however 
different the application, the principles upon which all good 
teaching is based are the same. 

In making the above statements I am far from assert- 
ing that the best methods known are universally adopted 
in the schools of the State, or in any city or town in the 
State. I simply say that they are found in the best schools, 
and are becoming more generally adopted. 

The system of teaching the technics of grammar or arith- 
metic before the grammatical or arithmetical facts are 
learned, which has given such an air of pedantry to school 
exercises, is passing away ; and I hope I have done something 
here and elsewhere to hasten its departure. 

I should do injustice to my feelings if I did not, in closing 
this report, again say that my official relations with the 
teachers and School Committee have been such as to inspire 
me with a deep interest in the schools of Winchester. Nor 
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can I omit to say that the uniform kindness and marked re- 
spect which the pupils of the schools have shown me will 
remain among the cherished recollections of my labors here.

OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD. 


Early last April the town appointed a Committee, to act 
with the Water Board, to examine and consider the whole 
subject of the completion of our water-supply ; this joint 
Committee subsequently made its report, in print, to the cit- 
izens of the town for their consideration, consequently there 
is little to be said at this time. 

The street-mains, hydrants, and reservoir are believed to be 
in good condition. Complaints continue to be made of the 
iron service-pipes filling with rust. The Board would advise 
all parties using iron service-pipes to replace them with the 
cement-lined pipe ; this pipe is now made under our own man- 
agement, and can be furnished at a moderate price. Having 
tested it for the past three years, we believe it to be superior 
to any other service-pipe now in use. 

The supply of water the past year has been considerably 
in excess of that of the two previous years, owing to large 
rainfall during the time when there is usually the least, 
namely, the months of July and August. The quality has 
been excellent throughout the year. 

Complaints continue to be made by those living in the 
more elevated parts of the town that they do not get the full 
benefit of the water, owing to the lack of force. 
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The members of the Board are unanimously of the opinion 
that the time has come when those of our citizens who are 
deprived of the use of the water should be supplied withit. We 
have given this subject considerable attention within the 
past few weeks, and believe that portion of the works known 
as High Service can be completed for a moderate amount. 

There are thirty-two houses on the proposed line that cannot 
have the water by gravitation ; we estimate that the parties oc- 
cupying these houses would average to pay fifteen dollars a 
year each, a sum amounting to $480; there are also seventeen 
families, some of whom are only partially supplied, who 
-would undoubtedly increase their water-tax should this 
branch of the service be completed. It would seem to be 
safe to estimate that the receipts for the first year after the 
completion of the work would pay the interest on its cost. 
We would therefore advise the construction of High Ser- 
vice during the present year. : 

The Board, desiring more room for the manufacture of 
cement-lined pipe, having at a small expense procured suit- 
able machinery for that purpose, decided to’ occupy the room 
recently vacated by the Selectmen, and, with slight altera- 
tions, have made it effectively available for that purpose. 

For further details we will refer you to the report of the 
Superintendent, in which will be found matters of interest 
in this department. 


To THE WATER BOARD: — . 
Gentlemen, —I have the honor to present, herewith, my 
annual report for the year ending February 28, 1885. 


THE RESERVOIR. 


The water in the reservoir during the past year has been 
of better quality than ever before. 
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The annexed table will show that the reservoir overflowed 
from February 28 to May 29. From the latter date the 
water began to fall, and continued falling till November 23, 
when it reached its lowest point — 8 feet and 6 inches below 
high water-mark. At this time the grass and small bushes 
were cut and burned, together with other loose drift that had 
collected on the shores. The reservoir was full again Feb- 
ruary 18, 1885.

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The small filter dam at Dike’s meadow-brook was lowered 
one foot in the last part of May, according to your instruc- 
tions, in order that the flowage of water from the meadow 
might not be obstructed. 


SERVICE-PIPES. 


A number of service-pipes have been taken up, on account 
of being filled with rust, and cement-lined pipe substituted. 


NEW SERVICES. 


Forty new services have been put in during the year, of 
which number thirty were for new houses. 


HYDRANTS. 


All the hydrants have been examined and found to be in 
working order, with the exception of one at Black Horse 
Hill, which will be repaired as soon as the season will 
permit. 

They have all been oiled and painted. 


EXTENSION OF MAINS. 


Twelve hundred and thirty feet of four-inch pipe have 
been laid on Fletcher Street, connecting the eight-inch main 
on Church Street with the four-inch main on Wildwood 
Street, with a four-inch gate at each end. 

Two new Boston Machine Company’s hydrants have been 
set on this line at suitable points. 

One hundred and ninety feet of four-inch pipe have been 
laid on LaGrange Street, from the main on Bacon Street, 
with one four-inch gate. 
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On Winchester Street, off Swanton, seven hundred and 
twenty-two feet of two-inch cement-lined pipe have been 
laid ; two hundred and thirty feet of the same pipe have been 
laid on Main Street, from Thompson Street to Byrne’s 
Block. On East Street, two hundred and twenty-two feet 
of the same kind of pipe have been laid. All these lines 
have been supplied with suitable gates. 

The long continuance of severely cold weather has occa- 
sioned considerable trouble with supply-pipes, which have 
in some instances been found frozen at a depth of four and 
a half feet. 

This has caused some annoyance to water-takers, aud has 
been an unusual item of expense to the town. Most of the 
trouble has arisen in places where the grade has been low- 
ered since the pipes were laid. 


REPAIR SHOP. 


The removal of the Selectmen has given us increased ac- 
commodations for the manufacture of our own pipe. A 
second-hand bending machine, with the necessary cones, has 
been purchased of the Somerville Water-Works, and after a 
small additional expense in obtaining a few tools we shall 
be able to manufacture all our mains from four to six inch.

Our late fellow-citizen and water registrar, Mr. Mial Cush- 
man, was so well known to all of us, by reason of his long 
residence here and long term of service in various ways as a 
town official, that the Water Board has only to record the

fact that it was most honorably and faithfully served by him. 
It is greatly to his credit that although his summons came 
unexpectedly, yet his successor, Mr. Albert Ayer, was able, 
with a general knowledge of affairs, quickly to discover and 
arrange the particulars of Mr. Cushman’s accounts, so that 
there was no break or confusion. As an office associate he 
was pleasant, discreet, obliging, and worthy of the confidence 
placed in him. 

At an adjourned town meeting, held March 31, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were passed : — | 

VoTED, That the following resolutions be referred to the 
Water Board with full powers. 

Whereas, in past years there has been a very large con- 
sumption of Highland water by manufacturers, farmers, and 
gardeners, and by citizens in irrigating lawns, for which the 
town receives but small returns in water-rates, much less than 
the cost to the town of the water thus used: 

ftesolved, That the Water Commissioners are hereby 
requested, with the least practicable delay, to furnish meters 
to all manufacturers taking Highland water, and that there- 
after they be charged for all water used by them according to 
measure, and the rates established by said commissioners. 

2. That said commissioners are hereby directed to con- 
form strictly to their rules regulating the length of time each 
day garden and lawn hose may be used. 

38. That said commissioners are hereby requested to dis- 
continue the sale of water for irrigating all out-of-door farms 
or garden crops, and that water furnished green-houses be by 
meter and at established rates. 1 

At a special town meeting, held July 23, the following 
amendment was adopted : — 

VorepD, That Section 18 of tlie rules and regulations of 
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the Highland Water-Works be amended by striking out the 
last eight lines of said section, commencing with the words, 
“ For the first 2,000 gallons,” and in place thereof inserting 
the following: For each 100 gallons, two cents, provided, 
however, that the charge shall not be less than twenty dollars 
for any one year, and provided further that when the water 
used by any one taker shall amount to more than 5,000,000 
gallons in any one year, commencing on the first day of Jan- 
uary, the charge shall be at the rate of one cent for each 100 
gallons of the excess over that quantity. 

The Water Board at once took notice of the passage of the 
above vote by sending a communication to the manufacturers, 
owners of green-houses, and farmers using water for irrigation, 
calling their attention to the instructions given the Board by 
the passage of the vote referred to. 

There was general dissatisfaction expressed by those who 
would be affected should the town insist on fixing the rates 
for water used by them as expressed in the amendment to 
Section 138. Several manufacturers informed the Board 
that they should abandon the use of Highland water if com- 
pelled to pay for it measured upon the terms mentioned in 
Section 18, as they could pump it from the river at much 
less expense. 

The Board has not as yet purchased any water-meters, be- 
ing without sufficient means for that purpose. The sale of 
water by meter-measure is of importance to our town at the 
present time, and we think should be more fully considered 
before insisting upon its enforcement. 

The first of our series of Water Bonds ($20,000) came due 
last October. Six thousand dollars of the amount has been 
paid by taxation; fourteen thousand dollars refunded at four 
per cent., thereby saving four hundred and twenty dollars to 
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the department by interest. The increase of water-rates 
over the estimate of the Board has been $319.16; the whole 
increase over 18838 amounts to $648.84, so that the water 
department has made a net gain of $1,063.84 during the past 
year. 

All bills known to the Board, and obtainable before the 
close of the financial year, have been paid. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
town of Winchester qualified to vote in Elections and town 
affairs, to meet in Lyceum Hall, in said Winchester, on Mon- 
day, the twenty-third day of March, instant, at one o’clock 
in the afternoon, to act upon the following articles, namely : —

Art. 18.—To see if the town will appropriate money for 
the purpose of decorating the graves of Soldiers on Memorial 
Day, or do anything in relation to the same. 


ART. 19.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the pay of Town Officers. 


Art. 20.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of the Police Department. 


Art. 21.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of schools for the year ensuing. 


ART. 22.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for repairs of schoolhouses and improvement to grounds for 
the year ensuing.

the payment of the notes of the town coming due the current 
year. 


ART. 28.—To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer 
to borrow, under the direction of the Selectmen, a sum of 
money to meet the demands upon the Treasury in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes. 


Art. 29.—To see what sum of money the town will appro- 
priate for maintenance of Highland Water-Works, or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


ART. 30.— To see what sum of money the town will appro- 
priate for the extension of pipes for Highland Water-W orks, 
or do anything in relation to the same, 


ART. 31.—To see if the town will appoint a Committee to 
consider the expediency of building a Town Hall, or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Art. 382.—To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men on laying out of a new street from Winthrop to Mount 
Pleasant Street, and a new street from Nelson to Pleasant 
Street. 


ART. 33.—To see if the town will vote to establish the 
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rate of interest on the permanent fund for the care of lots in 
Wildwood Cemetery, or do anything in relation to the same. 


ArT. 84.—To see if the town will authorize their Treas- 
urer, for a nominal consideration, to execute and deliver to 
the present owner or owners a deed of the land described in 
a deed from Lyman Dike to the town, dated September 1, 
1878, and recorded with Middlesex South District deeds, 
Book 1449, page 296. 


ART. 35.—To see if the town will instruct the Collector 
of Taxes as to the method of enforcing liens of the town for 
taxes on real estate. 


Art. 36.—To see if the town will appropriate money for 
the further improvement of the Common, or do anything in 
relation to the same.

41.—To see if the town will change the name of 
Fletcher to Newbury Street. 

ArT. 42.—To see if the town will appropriate money for » 
the completion of Highland Avenue against the estate of 
Thomas Fallon, or do anything in relation to the same. 
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Art. 43.—To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for improving the roads in the Hill District, or do 
anything in relation to the same. 


Art. 44.—To see if the town will instruct their Board of 
Selectmen to pay all men who labor on the highways in said 
Winchester one dollar and seventy-five cents per day on and 
after the first day of May, 1885. That eight hours shall 
constitute said day’s labor. That no man be required or 
allowed to work more than forty-eight hours in one week, 
except those who have the care of horses or other real 
necessities. 


ART. 45.—To see what measures the town will take to 
remove the nuisance now existing in the southern part of 
the town, called the Mystic Valley Sewer nuisance. 


Art. 46.—To see if the town will so modify Section 13 of 
the Rules and Regulations of the Highland Water-Works, 
as to give the Water Board discretion in the matter of oblig- 
ing large water-takers to pay for water by metered quantity. 


ART. 47.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for trees in the highways and public squares, and through 
whom the same shall be expended. 


Art. 48.—To hear the names of Jurors as prepared by the 
Selectmen, and act upon the same. 

And you are hereby directed’ to serve this warrant by 
leaving a printed copy thereof, by you attested, at every 
dwelling-house in said town four days at least before the 
time of holding said meeting. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with 
your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk at or before the time 
appointed for said meeting.

WATER-SUPPLY BY HIGH SERVICE. 


Your Committee, appointed to examine as to the best 
method of providing a supply of water by high service, and 
the cost thereof, submit the following report : — 

The number of houses to be supplied at the present time 
with water from a pipe extending from North Reservoir along 
Highland Avenue to Prospect Street is fifty. This number 
includes seventeen houses now taking water from the town, 
but, owing to their elevation, they are not properly supplied, 
and should be connected with the high service. Estimating 
each house to contain five persons, the whole number to be 
supplied is two hundred and fifty ; and allowing forty gallons 
of water per day to each person, ten thousand gallons per 
day will be required to meet the present demand. What- 
ever amount in excess of 10,000 gallons per day the town 
may provide, will be a provision to meet the growing wants 
of that part of the town. 

The question how this amount of water shall be raised to 
a reservoir of suitable elevation, with the least expense to 
the town, is the main problem to’ be solved. 

By referring to the Town Report of 1883, and to the report 
of the “Joint Committee on the Winchester Water-Supply,” 
made in 1884, we find carefully prepared reports by profes- 
sional engineers, giving in detail the methods and cost of 
pumping the water required for high service by steam power, 
and by steam power in combination with water power. Further 
examination of these methods your Committee deems unnec- 
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essary, and has confined its investigation to the claim, pre- 
sented in favor of wind engines, as an adequate and econ- 
omical power for pumping purposes, and through this 
investigation has reached the following conclusions, namely: 

1. That the Eclipse or Stover Wind Engine, of suitable 
dimensions, and properly located, will furnish power sufficient 
to pump all the water now required for high service, or that 
will be required for several years to come 

2. That with a reservoir of sufficient capacity to retain 
several days’ supply of water, said engine can be relied upon 
to furnish a constant supply of water. 

8. That said engine will furnish the cheapest power the 
town can use for pumping the water required for high service. 

These engines are self-regulating and, with the exception 
of occasional oiling, require no supervision, in tempest or 
calm, in winter or summer. They willrunfor years without 
coming to repair, and when any part is worn out, or destroyed 
by accident, it can be replaced with slight delay and at small 
cost. 
The most desirable location for said engine, in the opinion 
of your Committee, is at a point on the westerly side of North 
Reservoir, a little above the dam; there drafting the water 
from the reservoir, instead of taking it from below the dam. 
This location will secure, with a given height of tower, the 
greatest elevation of the wind-wheel, and saves a lift, of all 
the water pumped, of about 30 feet, thereby greatly increas- 
ing the amount of water that can be pumped with a given 
power. By taking the water from the reservoir, the water 
now lost by leakage will not be utilized. But it is submitted 
that it will be more economical for the town, hereafter, when 
the increased consumption of the water makes it important 
to save that which is now running to waste, to erect a wind 
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engine below the dam, and pump the waste-water back into 
the reservoir, or, if more water for high service shall then be 
needed, the waste-water can be pumped into the high-service 
reservoir through the pipe connected with the other pump. 

The question of the size of the high-service reservoir and 
the material of which it shall be built is of considerable im- 
portance and has been carefully considered ; and your Com- 
mittee recommend the building of a reservoir of 100,000 gal- 
lons’ capacity 


forty feet in diameter and depth of water ten 
feet. This would hold a ten days’ supply of water for our 
present inhabitants ; or five days’ supply for twice our pres- 
ent number. An earth or masonry reservoir is earnestly 
recommended in preference to wood or iron, for the follow- 
ing reasons, namely : — 

1. It will hold the water without imparting to it any im- 
purity, which is not true of wood or iron. 

2. Itis improved by teme, while tzme speedily destroys 
wood or iron. | 

3. Its capacity can be doubled when required with small 
expense by raising its sides. 

4. Itis the most economical. 

The high lands east of Highland Avenue have been exam- 
ined, and three sites suitable for a high service reservoir 
noted, namely : — 

1. On Mr. Stone’s land, referred to in previous reports. 
It has an elevation of eighty feet, taking high water in North 
Reservoir as. the base of measurement, and is 1,300 feet 
from Highland Avenue. 

2. On the high land south of Mr. Brackett’s house, on 
land of Mr. Metcalf. Its elevation is seventy-six feet, and 
is six hundred feet from the proposed extension of Highland 
Avenue. 
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3. On the high land south of the last-named site on land 
of Messrs. Dwinell and Hosmer. Its elvation is 86 feet, and 
is 1,800 feet from said avenue extended. Either of these sites 
is suitable and available. The one most desirable can be select- 
ed better, later in the season, when the ground is free of 
snow and frost. 

Piping is the most expensive part of the work, and the 
cost can be varied but little, except by using a larger or 
smaller pipe. 

Your Committee recommend laying asix-inch pipe from a 
point in Highland Avenue, opposite the North Reservoir to 
Mt. Vernon Street, there to connect with the four-inch pipe 
now laid, which extends to a point opposite Mr. Waitt’s house 
on Mason Street; and from this point through the proposed 
extension of Highland Avenue to Prospect Street, with a 
four-inch pipe. The pipe from the pump to the pipe in the 
avenue, and the pipe leading from the avenue to the high- 
service reservoir to be four-inch, and all the pipes to be 
what are known as cement-pipes. 

It is desirable to place on the line of the main pipe four 
hydrants. 

_ The cost of establishing high service, as herein recom- 
mended, is estimated as follows, namely : — 


4,460 feet 6-inch pipe at .80, $3,568.00 
8,300 feet 4-inch pipe at .50, 1,650.00 
Gates, | 100.00 
Hydrants, 200.00 
Masonry reservoir, 2,500.00 
Wind engine, pump, and setting, 900.00 


Total cost, $8,918.00 
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By substituting wood for masonry reser- 
voir, the cost will be diminished, $1,300.00 
Making the total cost, $7,618.00 


An iron reservoir would cost #500 more than masonry, 


The above estimates do not include the expense of rock 
trenching, which, it is believed, will not be extensive. 

No estimate of land damages has been made, for the reason 
that it is believed that no damage will be asked of the town 
for the land it may require for a reservoir. Messrs. Dwinell 
and Hosmer have already generously offered to give the town 
the land required, if the reservoir is located on their land.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The question has been asked, ‘“ Will not the taxes of the 
town be increased by establishing high service?” In reply 
we say, that the town will be called upon to raise the money 
for high service by the sale of its water bonds, bearing four 
per cent. interest; and not by taxation. Allowing that it 
will require $10,000 to perfect the work, and that the bonds 
are payable in twenty years, the town must pay the annual 
interest of $400, and the principal when it becomes due. 
The town will have the water-rates to meet these payments, 
Assuming that we shall have to supply twenty-five houses the 
first year, thirty the second, thirty-five the third, forty the 


8 


fourth, forty-five the fifth, and fifty the sixth year; and 
allowing for an increase of three houses per year for the next 
fifteen years; and estimating that the rates for each house 
will average $15 per year; then the water-rates will pay the 
interest as it becomes due, and leave a surplus, which if 
placed in a sinking fund, and invested at four per cent., will 
amount at the expiration of twenty years to enough to pay 
the bonds at their maturity and leave the town a surplus of 
several thousand dollars. 

The only element of uncertainty in the above estimate is 
the number of houses to be supplied and the rates received 
therefrom. It is submitted that the estimate is not an ex- 
travagant one, and that the scheme carried out will diminish 
the tax-rate rather than increase it. And this fact will be 
more apparent when we take into account the increase of 
taxable property, from building up this portion of our town, 
which will occur as soon as it is supplied with water. 

A further fact is worthy of note, that, at the small expense 
of $1,500, the pumping and reservoir capacity above recom- 
mended can be doubled when more water is required.

Meeting called to order at one o’clock P.M., and Warrant 
read by the Town Clerk.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


THE Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending February 28, 1886. : 


HIGHWAYS. 


The highways have been under the supervision of James 
R. Tuttle, Superintendent of Streets, who has proved amply 
qualified to perform the duties of the office, possessing good 
judgment in laying out his work, and by his familiarity with 
the handling of men has kept them contented and satisfied, 
willing to perform any duties imposed upon them to the best 
of their ability, ready to answer his call night or day; thus 
accomplishing results that benefit him and them, and of 
greater benefit to the interest of the town in the amount of 
labor performed. 

The work on the highways has been distributed through 
the different parts of the town. 

Portions of Main Street have been macadamized, at Black 
Horse Hill and from top of Cutter’s Hill to Swanton-street 
bridge, and so on to the Ice Track Bridge. That portion of 
this street lying between the Ice Bridge and Woburn line 
yet remains to be done. ‘Then we shall have a macadamized 
road from Medford to Woburn line. A much-needed change 
was made between the bridge and the square in the centre 
by taking up the roadway and regrading. 

Cambridge Street. — This street has been graveled and put 
in order. A large amount of labor was expended at the 
upper end of the street from Pond Street to Woburn line. 
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Prospect Street has been new graveled. 

Bacon Street has been new graveled and gutters paved 
from Grove Street to the bridge over the stream. 

Hill District. — We have made thorough repairs on the 
streets in this district. This work was done, not confining 
the amount of work to the $300, voted by the town to be 
expended there; looking more at the needs of the streets 
than at expense, we have laid out largely in excess of that 
amount. 

Swanton Street.— Considerable work was done on this 
street, and there still remains needed changes which can be 
done in connection with the grading that will be required to 
meet the changes in the approaches to the bridges when they 
are rebuilt. 

General repairs have been made on most of the streets 
throughout the town. 


BRIDGES. 


The bridge over the stream near Luther Richardson, on 
Washington Street, reported as broken down last fall and a 
temporary bridge built over it, remains in the same condition 
at the present time. The freshet of February 18 has decided 
us that the passageway for water cannot be lessened but 
rather enlarged for safety. The estimates for a stone bridge 
with two eight-feet openings, the middle pier built of split 
granite and the face of the two outer walls of the same, and 
covered with stone, is $2,050. If a wooden bridge is placed 
there, the walls will have to be rebuilt, but the middle pier 
will not be required. 

The bridge on Highland Avenue vill have to be taken 
down and rebuilt. When this is done, we recommend that 
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it be changed from its present position and made to conform 
to the watercourse. It now turns at right angles with the 
stream and the water striking the side tends to undermine it. 

In relation to the bridges over the railroad on Swanton 
Street, since reporting on these bridges at the November 
meeting, the County Commissioners viewed the premises, 
and after several hearings ordered that the bridge be taken 
down, and a new bridge fifty-two feet long built of iron be 
placed there. Upon this order the railroad company pulled 
it down and fenced the street. A special commission was 
then petitioned for and appointed by the Court. These com- 
missioners have held three hearings and heard the testimony 
of both sides, and have the case now in their hands to decide 
who shall build the new bridge and its approaches and bear 
the expense of the same. 

The County Commisioners were again petitioned by the 
railroad company to remove the other bridge over the rail- 
road. They have viewed the premises and had one hearing. 
The next hearing will be held at East Cambridge, March 1. 


DAMAGE BY THE FRESHET. — During the freshet of Feb- 
ruary 18 and 14, considerable damage was done; the dam- 
age to bridges being the most noticeable, although every 
exertion to protect them was made. ‘The stone bridge on 
Pleasant Street was injured by the force of the water and 
floating ice, breaking away nearly one third of it, and at 
Main Street a portion of one side was carried down. ‘The 
Lake-street bridge floated from its foundation. By swinging 
it back over its former place and making it fast, it landed so 
near we were able to enter the tenons on the middle pier, 
thus saving the bridge and securing it as firmly as before. 
The Cross-street bridge was under water one day and night 
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but did not move from its position. The Washington-street 
bridge being raised above the street on either side, the water 
did not injureit. On Forest Street a part of the stone culvert 
fell in. On Highland Avenue one of the walls of the large 
culvert was undermined and fell. At the westerly end of 
Cross Street the culvert over what is called Russell’s Brook 
was insufficient to take the water and the street was gullied 
badly. On Swanton Street the earth-covering was washed 
away onthe north side of the stone bridge. On Mt. Vernon 
Street, owing to the stoppage of a culvert through private 
land, the water made its way down the street, washing it to 
the depth of two feet, extending as far as Kendall Street. 

The streets have been repaired. The bridges and culverts 
will receive attention and be repaired as soon as the water is 
low enough to admit of laying the foundation-stones. 

The culvert on Cross Street over Russell’s Brook will have 
to be rebuilt, and, when done, lowered and enlarged. The 
culvert at the head of Mt. Vernon Street passing under land 
of Mr. Stewart is too small to take the water after heavy 
rains and our streets have suffered on several occasions from 
this cause. Some change should be made to give the water 
free course and keep it in its proper channel. 


HIGHLAND AVENUE. 


‘The condition of the part of this street lying against the 
estate of Thos. Fallon was brought before the town by Mr. 
Fallon at the Annual Meeting last March, and the matter 
was referred to the Selectmen. At that time we supposed 
some slight change in the present condition of the street 
to accommodate him was all he asked for. On going to 
the premises and interviewing him we found that what he 
demanded was the completion of the street to its full

limit. This would necessitate the building of a heavy 
stone wall some twelve feet high in the highest part, and 
extending about 400 feet, running down to nothing at a 
point toward Forest Street, and a watercourse on the street- , 
side of the wall to be covered with stone before filling. 
The magnitude of the work required, in regard to labor and 
expense, was so great we could see no way of doing the 
work and taking the amount from the appropriation for re- 
pairs of highways and bridges —so have deferred doing any- 
thing. After inspecting the requirements of the place, and 
getting some estimates for building a retaining wall three 
feet at the bottom and two feet at the top, also for building 
a culvert for the water under the street (as the street is laid 
out directly over the watercourse for some 800 feet), and 
for material and labor for filling and fencing the same, we 
estimate the cost to be from $2,000 to $2,500. 


NEW STREETS. 


The street reported as laid out by the Selectmen and 
accepted by the town last March, through land of J. C. 
Mason, from Winthrop to Mount Pleasant Street, has been 
built, and is now extensively used as an easy access to the 
high grounds at the head of Mount Pleasant Street. The 
right of way for this street was paid for by the residents in 
the neighborhood, and the town built the street at a cost of 
$452.12. | | 

The street reported as laid out from Highland Avenue to 
the reservoir has been partially graded. 


CULVERT ON MAIN STREET. 


An appropriation of $500 was granted for a culvert, and 
we have laid a fifteen-inch pipe from the river to the west 
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side of the railroad, at which point we have a catch-basin, 
and from Church Street to this basin a ten-inch pipe. At 
Park Street another basin was built, and from that a ten- 
inch pipe to the former basin, and from along Main Street 
we have laid an eight-inch pipe to intercept the pipe from 
Park Street. Along the lines of these pipes we have grates 
fifteen inches in diameter to take the surface water. From 
observation we find that it is working well, and the Square 
is relieved of a large amount of water. One short branch 
from the south side of Church Street, to take the water 
from that side, will make it complete. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


The street lights have been in charge of J. W. Richardson, 
Superintendent of Street Lights. There have been added the 
past year ten new lights, making the number now in use 
183. The cost for the year for lighting and repairs has 
been $1,940.85. The large amount for repairs was from 
the malicious breaking of glass and lanterns by stones and 
other missiles being thrown at them, and the overindulgence 
of their propensity for doing mischief by some parties in 
celebrating the Fourth of July. The gas-bill for the quarter 
ending January 1 remains unpaid, as the Selectmen claim 
the town is overcharged, the bill not being in harmony 
with the meter register. 


POLICE. 


The police was organized by appointing J. W. Richardson 
as Chief of Police; Andrew T. Todd as night policeman and 
lock-up keeper; H. W. Plummer patrolman: and twelve 
special police. Mr. Todd served faithfully until December 
last, when he was taken with sickness, and has not been 
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able to do anything since. His place was filled by appoint- 
ing Mr. A. C. Quinby, who attends to the duties at the 
present tine. 


PETITIONS, 


The Selectmen have taken action on the following petitions : 
Of Chas. M. Ayer and others to lay out Lagrange Street as 
a public way. Voted to lay out. 

Of Theodore C. Wilson and others for street from High- 
land Avenue to Joseph Stone’s land, near the new High Ser- 
vice Reservoir. Voted to lay out. 

Of D. B. Winn and others to lay out a street on the north 
side of the Congregational Society grounds, from Church 
Street. On this petition we viewed the premises and heard 
parties interested. No action taken on the lay-out. 

Of J. Reynolds and others for a street from Washington 
Street to Highland Avenue.- This street not being suf- 
ficiently advanced in the grading and its general condition, 
we have passed it over for action by the next Board. 


NELSON-STREET EXTENSION. 


The report on this street at the last Annual Town Meet- 
ing was referred back to the Selectmen. 

The Board have seen the owners of land over which this 
street is to pass, and find them disposed té grant a right of 
way provided the street is built in a permanent and finished 
manner, and the Board voted to have a new survey and lay- 
out, giving the estimates of cost of a street finished satisfac- 
tory to the land-owners, whereby they will release the 
right of way free of land damage. ‘This we hope to be able 
to report at the coming Town Meeting.

We have had made a new lot of sign-boards, part of which 
have been lettered and put up. Others are ready for letter- 
ing as they may be needed. Some old ones will need replac- 


ing, and a few new ones are wanted.

POOR. 

The number of poor who depend upon the town for help 
increases from year to year. ‘The number receiving aid from 
other towns, and charged to this town, is much larger than 
for several years past. With the increased number of calls 
for help the amount appropriated is hardly sufficient to war- 
rant a yery liberal portion to each. Our aim is to aid such 
as are in need to that extent that will keep them from actual 
suffering, and will oblige them to depend on their own re- 
sources for the rest. On an average we can allow but about 
three dollars per week to a family of two and three persons, 
and four dollars for families of larger numbers. To those 
who try to earn their own living this is a great help, and is 
thankfully received. ‘To others who are less ambitious it is 
received grudgingly, and with mutterings that they cannot 
have everything they ask for. As the population of the town 
increases the proportion of dependent poor increases also. 


The appropriation should be $4,000. 
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DAMAGE CLAIMS. 


The claim of Benjamin & Vaughn for damage in breaking 
through the bridge on Washington Street has not been set- 
tled, owing to an unjust claim (as we think) made on them 
as expressmen by Fowle Brothers for damage to machinery, 
which is included in their claim against the town. Counsel 
on both sides will try to settle without bringing suit. 

Patrick and Michael E. Holland have commenced suit 
against the town for damage to their estate, caused, as is 
alleged, by changing the grade of Main Street. 

The town is cited to appear and make answer, March 1, 
at the Superior Court, East Cambridge. 

We have received notice, through their lawyer, of a claim 
for damage to Whitney’s mill property, which they claim was 
caused by the insufficient passageway for water at the bridge 
on Main Street, and they suggest the enlarging of the bridge 
to guard against future damage. This is a matter for the: 
town to consider and instruct what course to pursue. 


“PERAMBULATING TOWN LINES. 


The town lines between this town and the eae of 
Woburn, Stoneham, Lexington, and Arlington have been 
perambulated this year and the bounds found to be in good 
condition, with one exception. ‘The bound stone on Forest 
Street, in the Hill District, between Winchester and Arling- 
ton, was found broken and down. ‘This we arranged with 
the Selectmen of Arlington to replace, which has been done, 
this town paying half the cost.

REPORT OF THE FISH COMMITTEE. 


THE Committee chosen to look after the ichthyological 
interests of the town have to report that there has been no 
material change in the general condition of those interests 
during the year. 

There have been given out 208 permits in exchange for 
about the same number of promises that they would be filled 
out and returned at the specified date: but fishermen seem 
more inclined to imitate Ananias than the late George Wash- 
ington. It is a singular ethical fact that the pursuit of fish 
often has a disastrous effect upon a person’s allegiance to 
truth. An average man or boy, whose word is reliable in all 
ordinary business transactions, will, nevertheless, the moment 
his hand touches a fishing-rod, abandon all regard for vera- 
city. To give a flagrant instance: A number of months ago 
a young man of good general reputation for truthfulness re- 
ported that he had taken a black bass weighing over six 
pounds. When the matter was investigated, and the bass 
seen and actually weighed, it fell a little short of two and a 
half pounds, and was only a common perch at that. 

It may have happened now and then that a bass, or some 
other imported fish has been captured, but the catches are 
mostly composed of the old-fashioned home-made varieties. 
The exotic species have not fulfilled the hopes and expecta- 
tions to which they have given rise. 

By looking over the reports of the last twenty years it may 
be seen that, according to the figures given, the number of 
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ineipient fishes placed in our waters amounts to 1,783,852, 
besides an indefinite number represented by the expressions, 
“a quantity,’ “some smelts,” ‘a larger number of salmon 
than ever before,” “several thousands,” etc. This aggre- 
gate amount comprises bass, salmon, smelts, whitefish, shad, 
and lake trout; but they have ill requited the fostering care 
of their State and local guardians. 

In a Fish Committee’s Report made twenty years ago, the 
writer, referring to black bass, says: “If suffered to enjoy 
another peaceful season, it cannot be doubted they will rap- 
idly increase.” <A few years later a report, in noticing young 
shad, states, evidently as a reason for encouragement, that 
“oreat numbers were observed going over Mystic dam 
toward the sea,” but nobody seems to report that great 
numbers were seen coming back. The report of twelve 
years ago says: “ We are of the opinion that in two years 
more we shall have as fine fishing in our ponds as any one 
could desire.” 

Your Committee would be glad to be able to state that 
these opinions and hopes have blossomed into realities, and 
that the time of anticipation has been followed by that of 
full fruition. But such conclusions are hardly warranted 
by observation and the experience of those who fish. The 
native varieties during this time seem to have held their own 
in spite of foreign competition. 

Why the young fish that have been put into our ponds and 
streams do not flourish and multiply is hard to explain. It 
may be they serve as food for the voracious pickerel that 
does not hesitate to consume even his own near relations, or it 
may be that our waters are too much adulterated with tan- 
nery drainage and other impurities to suit these strangers. 

Possibly a few black bass, in spite of all discouragements, 
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have, as it were, obtained a foothold and taken up a home- 
stead here; but if fish that have been brought up by hand, 
housed, fed, and nurtured by the tender care of the State, 
refuse to make aslight acknowledgment of their indebtedness 
by coming up to be caught and cooked when wanted, they 
might as well have joined the exodus over the dam to 
the sea. 

After a careful study of the whole subject it seems evi- 
dent, notwithstanding the efforts made to improve them, that 
the condition of our fisheries has not been perceptibly 
affected by the introduction of alien species. The same 
kinds of native fish have been caught, with but little varia- 
tion of the fisherman’s luck. 

Our fishing privileges are valuable as a source of pleasure 
to those who use them simply for sport, and also of practical 
benefit in providing an occasional meal for many others 
whose means are hardly sufficient to furnish themselves and 
their families with the common comforts of life. 

Possibly some change in the future condition of our ponds 
and streams may admit of their being made more productive. 
Be that as it may, in the meantime these privileges should be 
preserved for the domestic use of our own citizens by regula- 
tions that will check the incursions of strangers, and will 
prevent the catching of fish for the market by any one. 

The general duties of the Committee have been similar to 
those of previous years. No appropriation was made for the 
present year, and no expense has been incurred, but there 
remains on hand a balance of seven dollars, which will prob- 
ably be sufficient to meet the demands of the coming year.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON COMMON. 


THE duties of this Committee have not been arduous the 
past year. The frequent showers during the summer, and 
the excellent care bestowed on the Common by Mr. R. 5%. 
Carr, made it a very attractive spot, and one that our 
town may well be proud of. 

Some provision should be made, in case of a_ severe 
drought, that it might be watered by hose, which would 
cost some fifty dollars. A liberal application of dressing 
was made in the fall of 1884, but not having the money, — 
the sum asked for being cut down, —we could not do the 
same the past season. We earnestly urge the importance 
of attending to this matter the coming year. 

Your Committee, having applications from several persons 
desiring to care for the Common during the season, thought 
it fair to give all a chance to hand in bids. Mr. Carr being 
the lowest, we gave the work to him, and he has attended to 
the same in a faithful manner and to the satisfaction of the 
Committee. 

The cesspool not being sufficiently large to take care of 
all the waste-water from the fountain, a stone pipe was laid 
to the town drain, at a cost of thirty dollars. 

Another improvement was the erection of a new lamp- 
post near the depot, by the Selectmen, which is of great 
help to those who have to pass that way. The trees and 
shrubs are in a flourishing condition. 
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The cost of cutting the grass and weeds will be $150.00

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TREES. 


IN continuance of the plan pursued by us the first year, 
of planting trees in continuous rows, and of finishing one 
street or section before beginning another, we began our 
work by completing the line of rock-maples on Pleasant 
Street, and continuing the line from Cemetery Road (with 
the same trees) to a short distance on Wildwood Street, 
meeting a line planted by abutters. 

On Bacon Street we planted a row of white-ash trees, 
from the bridge up to the schoolhouse, and also a row of 
the same on the sidewalk in front of the Chapin School lot. 

A movement having been initiated by the Patrons of 
Husbandry to inaugurate an Arbor Day, when citizens are 
urged to plants trees and shrubs for the general improve- 
ment of the towns throughout the country, the Village 
Improvement Association asked our codperation, which, with 
the efforts of the teachers and pupils, resulted in setting out 
various trees and shrubs in the different schoolyards. 

We trust this will lead to a more general observance of 
the day. 

The sum of thirteen dollars was raised by the pupils of 
the Gifford and Chapin Schools and the trees were set out 
by us. 

The Grammar School pupils evinced great interest, and 
set out many trees and shrubs, which greatly improved the 
appearance of the grounds. 
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Weare glad to say that, with a few exceptions, all the 
trees planted the last two years are in vigorous condition.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 


THE Cemetery Committee respectfully submit their report 
for the year ending ‘February 28, 1886. The Committee or- 
ganized, and elected George G. Stratton as chairman, Henry 
F. Johnson, clerk and treasurer, and David O. Blanchard, 
superintendent. We have held twenty-two regular meet- 
ings, and several informal meetings on the cemetery grounds, 

With the willing codperation of the men employed, we 
have endeavored to make a judicious expenditure of the 
appropriation in caring for and improving the grounds. 

During the year we have built a water-closet, the necessity 
for which was duly explained in our last report. We have 
also erected an ornamental iron summer-house on Mount 
Hope, and have graded and seeded down eight lots belong- 
ing to the town, paved the gutters on Highland Avenue and 
on Oak Path, and made a foot-entrance from the east side 
of the cemetery to Canal Path.

The Committee feel convinced that the time has arrived © 
when the town must take immediate action with reference to 
providing additional land for cemetery purposes. The rapid 
increase of population, and the limited number of desirable 
lots, show only too plainly to the Committee that such action 
ought not longer to be delayed. 

We recommend, therefore, the purchase of about twenty 
acres of land, at a cost of $8,000, from our fellow-townsman, 
Mr. Samuel W. Twombly, and about ten acres at a cost of 
$4,000, from Mr. Varnum Frost, of Arlington, and have 
secured the refusal of the same for the town until April 1, 
next, at the above-mentioned figures—a price which we 
consider very reasonable when we take into consideration 
what has been paid by neighboring towns for cemetery 
grounds not nearly so suitable or desirable. There has 
not been a time within the term of any member of the 
present Committee when any part of the proposed purchase 
could be acquired at the price herein named, and we feel 
justified in expressing our earnest and honest conviction that, 
if the voters of the town allow this opportunity to pass, they 
will never cease to regret such action. If we may judge of 
the future by the past, and if our town is to continue its 
growth, we believe that ultimately the sales of lots and 
other income will fully repay the outlay of $12,000, which 
we now ask for additional land, and also the future con- 
struction for burial purposes. We suggest that about five 
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sixths of the cost of the proposed purchase be raised by a 
loan for a term of years, and that the balance be raised by 


taxation for the ensuing year.

The department is in good working order and will com- 
pare favorably with any call department. We would recom- 
mend that the town own the horses to draw the Steamer. 
That they be used in the highway department as a pair, not 
singly. Also that the driver be a member of the Fire 
Department, suitable appropriation being made for purchase 
and maintenance of the same. 

We ihave replaced the wooden hose-trough, which was 
leaking badly, with a substantial brick one lined with Port- 
land cement, at an expense of eighty dollars. 

There are in the department 1,600 feet of linen hose, ten 
years old, and 900 feet eight years old, all of which must be 
replaced by new, three years being all that the manufac- 
turers guarantee it. There are also about 1,200 feet of 
leather hose which has no great strength, some of it being 
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sixteen years old and practically useless for fire purposes. 
We have saved enough in the past two years from running 
expenses to replace 1,000 feet, and think that another’ thou- 
sand feet should be added the coming year. With an 
appropriation of $500, and what can be taken from run- 
ning expenses, this should be accomplished. 

Our balance on hand is $29.34. There is owing the town 
to the credit of this department $151.58 for pumping after 
the recent freshet, namely : —

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The “ David N. Skillings Fund” of $500 was received by 
the Trustees of the Library in the spring of 1881 and clepos- 
ited in the Winchester Savings Bank, where it still remains. 

The income only is expended for books, and it is intended 
that these shall be of a substantial character. Each book 
purchased with this fund contains a printed label stating 
that “This book was purchased with the income of the 
David N. Skillings Fund.” In the printed bulletins of the 
library the books so purchased are marked with a star. This 
income varies with the rate of interest paid by the bank, and 
amounted in 1885 to #20.17. Of this sum all but $3.16 
has been expended for books. The balance has_ been 
reserved for the purchase of the second volume of General 
Grant’s Memoirs. The total income of the fund to date has 
been $104.69. 

We are also indebted to Messrs. Edmund Dwight, C. A, 
Cutter, and M. M. Ballou, and to Mrs. Salem T. Ward, for 
valuable contributions to the hbrary during the past year. 

The rent of the library is $300 per year; but an unpaid 
bill of $75, which properly belonged to 1884, was not 
received until after the beginning of the financial year 1885. 

It will also be noticed that we have an unexpended bal- 
ance of $259.82. This is explained by the fact that the 
money received from dog-licenses was not placed to our 
credit until February 26, 1886, and it is impossible to expend 
wisely so large a sum in the few days remaining of the year. 
The Trustees are of the opinion that it will be for the best 
interest of the town to expend the larger part of the “ dog- 
money,” which is always received late in February, during 
the following financial year. 


The Librarian reports the following statistics : —

Fiction still holds its own against all other branches of 
literature, forming 68 per cent. of the whole number of 
volumes issued —the same as in 1884. 

In considering the large percentage of fiction taken from 
the library during the year, it should be remembered that 
much of it is hastily read and quickly returned, while books 
of a more substantial character are read with more delibera- 
tion and are kept from the library a much longer time. 
Many books of reference, histories, biographies, travels, etc., 
are owned by those who can afford to buy books, and the 
library is only patronized by such persons for the sake of 
the fiction, which they do not care to purchase. 

This fact will account for much of the circulation of 
fiction and will also explain why books of a different charac- 
ter are less frequently called for. 

It is a very common belief that fiction constitutes an 
inferior order of literature and that readers of fiction are 
‘wasting, or at least misappropriating, the whole time which 
they give to such reading. ‘This belief arises from a mis- 
taken idea as to one of the main objects of reading. Books 
form one of our chief sources of information. We go to 
them for facts concerning every department of knowledge ; 
but we go to them also for a different purpose. .Men and 
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women need something more than facts to shape their ideas 
of right and wrong, to stimulate their affections for what is 
good and true, and to stir the hidden forces of their natures 
to what is highest and best within the possibilities of their 
lives. 

It is true that history and biography may supply the 
necessary stimulus, and the latter is especially helpful when 
it furnishes us with examples of daily living that will 
address themselves to our own experience; but fiction, by 
combining in one individual the peculiarities of mind and 
heart that tend to give strength and completeness to charac- 
ter, is able to make upon most minds a more powerful 
impression for good than any department of history. 

It is also true that fiction may be powerful for evil as well 
as for good, and it becomes our duty as guardians of the 
public welfare to shut out from the shelves of the library 
such works of fiction as are evil in their tendencies. 

The committee of ladies from “The Fortnightly” have 
continued to assist the Trustees in the examination of new 
books. This assistance has been very helpful and almost 
insures the rejection of any improper book. It is hoped 
that the ladies may not become weary in well-doing, but 
may continue the good work they have so carefully done for 
nearly two years. | 

The Trustees have invited all patrons of the library to 
suggest the title of any good book not already on our lists. 
This request is printed on the cards used by every person 
who takes books from the library. Such requests are always 
carefully considered, and, if the books are not too expensive, 
they are generally purchased. 

The reading-room seems to grow in favor, judging from its 
crowded condition much of the time during library hours. 
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The Librarian estimates the average daily attendance to be 
not far from thirty-five — mostly scholars who come to con- 
sult books of reference. The conduct of those who thus 
avail themselves of this branch of our library work can be 
commended most heartily. Whether young or old the 
readers recognize the rights of others, and seldom disturb 
the quiet of the room by loud talk or other improper 
conduct. | 

The reading-room should be open every afternoon from 
four o’clock until six to furnish pupils in the public schools, 
and other students, opportunities for consulting the books on 
the shelves of the library. It would be necessary to employ 
a competent assistant to take charge of the room at such 
times, and to answer all requests for books that might be 
made. No books should be taken from the library except 
on library days (Monday, Wednesday, and Saturday). . The 
additional expense for carrying out this plan would probably 


not exceed $100. 
To meet the legitimate demands upon the library and to 


supply the increasing wants of an intelligent and rapidly 
increasing community, the Trustees feel authorized to ask for 
an appropriation of $1,100 besides the income from the dog- 
licenses, together with the unexpended balance.

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THIRTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


THE organization of the Board for the past year has been: 
chairman, Edwin A. Wadleigh ; secretary, Dr. Daniel March, 
Jr.; prudential committee, James Russell. 

One member of the Board, Mrs. Martha S. Metcalf, re- 
signed in November, and the convention of the Selectmen 
and this Board chose Mrs. M. Maria Twombly to serve till 
the Annual Town Meeting. The terms of Mr. Russell and 
Mr. Littlefield expire at the end of this official year. The 
town will therefore have to choose two members of the 
Board for three years, and one for one year. 

In accepting the resignation of Mrs. Metcalf the Board 
placed upon its records a suitable vote, recognizing formally 
her services to the town in behalf of the schools. 


CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


The report of the School Committee submitted in 1878 
deprecates the large number of changes in teachers made 
the previous year; yet of the twenty-one now employed only 
six were then teaching, and but three of these occupy the 
places they then filled. ‘This fact shows that the duties of 
the School Board are something more than nominal. The 
efficiency of the present corps of teachers attests the care 
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taken in filling vacancies, as our schools compare favorably 
with those of surrounding towns. 

Fortunately for the town, our list has not suffered any 
great change this year. In the High School, Miss Lord was 
obliged, by continued severe sickness, to resign at the close 
of the school year, her place having been temporarily filled 
for several weeks by Mr. H. H. Dunham, a student at Tufts 
College. After careful search the Board elected Miss Helen 
H. Spaulding, then a teacher in the Marlboro’ High School, 
and she has proved an efficient and appreciated assistant. 
Miss Ayer having resigned the Rumford Intermediate, Miss 
Holbrook was transferred from the Primary, and Miss Hol- 
den appointed to the Primary, and the position of extra 
teacher at the Gifford filled by Miss Ida M. Richardson. 
During the present school year Miss Annie J. Richardson 
has been allowed to assist temporarily without pay at the 
Highland. ‘The other teachers have remained as at the time 
of the last Annual Report. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School has been crowded the whole year, 
especially since September. By putting in new seats to 
the utmost capacity of the room, accommodations have been 
afforded for all members of the school. The attendance has 
been regular, and good work has been accomplished. No 
citizen ought to feel compelled to send his children else- 
where for a high-school education. ‘The argument is some- 
times advanced, in favor of a contrary course, that better 
results can be had where the enthusiasm of numbers stimu- 
lates the pupils to better work; but it seems that such rea- 
‘soning should be confined to some limit of numbers, and that 
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when acted upon caution should be taken that the numbers 
have not become so large that the benefits of individual care 
are lost. Furthermore, if numbers are desired, why reduce 
the size of our High School by sending pupils out of town? 

The Board does not hesitate to say emphatically that with 
such instructors as we have at the present time in the Win- 
chester High School, better teaching is not given in any 
High School in this vicinity. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 
Under the authority given by the town the Board has 


maintained an evening school during the winter, two nights 
a week, at the Grammar Schoolhouse. Three rooms have 
been fitted up with gas. The school has been in charge of 
Mr. Swett, who has been assisted.by about twenty-five ladies 
and gentlemen who have gratuitously served the town. 
Over eighty scholars have been present, though the attend- 
ance of many has been irregular. Much good has been 
accomplished, and a continuance of the appropriation for 


this purpose is recommended. 


SEWING TEACHER. 


During the spring term Mrs. Bailey gave instruction in 
sewing to the girls of the upper classes at the Chapin School. 
The Sub-committee in charge of this work reported to the 
Board that they were not convinced of the use of this 
instruction as tried, but desired to continue the experiment 
for another year. Mrs. Addie R. Stone has been employed 
since September as sewing teacher. It is a matter of doubt 
in the minds of the Board whether, if taught, sewing should 


take up any of the regular hours of the school work. 
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SPECIAL SCHOOLS. 


There has been an industrial school four evenings and one 
afternoon a week, in Shattuck’s Block, in charge of “The 
Fortnightly.” 

There has been a sewing school for girls in the Grammar 
Schoolhouse on Saturday afternoons, in charge of ‘The 
Good Will Club.” 

These schools have met, by private support, any existing 
need’ for special industrial instruction. If any teaching in 
this line is needed under public authority and at the expense 
of the town, the Board believes that it can better be afforded 
in some such manner as offered by these schools, than: by 
encroaching upon the regular hours of the school sessions; 
but we do not believe that the time has yet come for the 
town to take this matter in hand. 


CHANGE IN GRAMMAR SCHOOL COURSE. 


It was found that many of the pupils admitted to the 
High School were too young to pursue to the best advan- 
tage the studies of the school, and that something should be 
done to remedy this difficulty. Parents do not like to have 
their children fall behind their mates, and the children too 
share in this feeling. The best remedy for the evil seemed 
‘to be an additional year spent either at the High School in 
review of elementary studies, or a similar year spent at the 
Grammar School, thereby raising the standard of admission 
to the High School as to age and thoroughness of prepara- 
tion. The latter course was determined to be preferable, as 
the studies to be pursued were properly part of the Gram- 
mar School course. The full result of the change cannot 
be appreciated for a few years, as the transition from a three 
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to a four years’ course cannot be fully accomplished in one 
year. But we are convinced that much of the nervous 
prostration heretofore noticed in the too young pupils of 
our High School will soon disappear. In this connection 
we cannot refrain from protesting against the desire of some 
parents to push their children forward too fast for their 
capability. The instances of too frequent occurrence of 
bright, brilliant lives and faculties obscured by early failure 
of health or mind ought to teach us a watchful repression of 
vain ambition for early graduation from school. It is not 
the getting through school, but the habits and knowledge 
the pupil acquires while at school, that should be cared for. 
The general expression of approval which we have heard 
satisfies us that the action of the Board in this regard meets 
the wishes of our citizens generally. The new course of 
studies at the Grammar School is printed with this report. 


TRUANT OFFICERS. 


Messrs. George W.Spurr and J. Winslow Richardson have 
served the Board as Truant Officers the past year and have 
faithfully attended to such duties as have devolved upon 
them. No very serious cases have come to their attention, 
though an occasional prosecution has served to keep the 
terror of the law before those who might otherwise have 
been more obstinate. 


ADDITIONAL SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Two rooms of the new Wyman Schoolhouse will be occu- 
pied as soon as possible for the accommodation of the Inter- 
mediate and Primary grades, and a third room will be used 
in September, for scholars of third and fourth Grammar

classes, resident west of the railroad. Another year will 
undoubtedly see the fourth room in use. 

The present Grammar School building will be none too 
large for pupils of that school not placed in the Wyman 
building. The Highland School has numbered nearly sixty 
pupils since September, nearly the same as have attended the 
Wyman, for which new quarters have been provided, though 
some of those attending at the Gifford will be transferred to 
the new building. ‘The Gifford house is in no particular better 
suited for school purposes than it was last year, nor can it be 
made right without an expense disproportionate to any 
results that can be had from a remodeling of the present 
structure. Some relief as to numbers will be had after the 
spring term begins by the transfer spoken of, but it is certain 
that there are more pupils in the Gifford District than can 
be accommodated in any two-room building. No annexation 
of a portion of the district to the Highland is possible, as 
that school will soon need extra accommodations. The Gif- 
ford District does not extend far enough in a southerly direc- 
tion to admit of annexation from it to the Mystic, for to 
secure relief the lines of the Mystic would have to be 
extended up to the very edge of Gifford School lot. 

To relieve this general pressure two plans are possible. 

1. (a) Build anew house in the Gifford District; and it is 
desirable to locate it at a different point, off the lines of 
travel,if possible. Itis also well to build four rooms for the 
best resultsin the end. (6) In the course of two years build 
another room in extension of the Highland School or move 
the old Wyman house to the Highland lot. 

2. (a) Usethe present Grammar Schoolhouse for the Gif- 
ford and Highland Intermediate classes and Gifford Primary 
keeping the Highland house for Primary scholars and (6) 
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build a new Grammar Schoolhouse of suitable size (probably 
six rooms) for accommodation of all scholars east of the 
railroad in the third and fourth classes, and for all scholars in 
the second and first classes, which will supply the needs for 
several years. : 

The first plan is preferable, as regards expense. 

Much has been already said in previous reports about the 
need of additional rooms at the High School. The report of 
the Special Committee appointed by the Town last year con- 
tained a recommendation in that particular, but the relief 
was not granted in view of the large expenditure for the 
Wyman School. All reasons then existing for enlargement 
and alteration of the High Schoolhouse have only acquired 
additional force by the increased attendance this year and 
the prospects of larger numbers next, and the town ought, in 
this matter, to take action at once in justice to itself, for the 
' good health of its children, to encourage the good efforts of 
the efficient teachers of the High School under the unfavor- 
able conditions of the past year, and as a financial measure 
to invite a still further increase of that settlement among us 
of such people as are rapidly coming into our beautiful 


town. 


TEXTBOOKS. 


The examination of new textbooks is no small part of the 
work of a school committee of the present day. Hardly a 
week passes without the receipt by its members of a circular 
from some of the many publishing-houses, setting forth the 
merits of several new textbooks. Since the statute by 
which cities and towns are required to furnish books and 
supplies, the volume of these documents has been largely 
swelled, the publishers evidently believing that committees 
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will not be deterred from making frequent changes by reason 
of the expense caused suffering parents in the purchase of 
new books. That this may be the case we are led to think 
by the fact that the enactment of the statute is said to be 
largely attributable to book publishers, as they saw ahead 
good harvests in replacing the worn-out textbooks for the 
cities and towns. 

This Board has its Textbook Committee, to which are 
referred all proposed changes in books, and which has given 
particular care to the duty, with a very conservative bias in 
favor of books already in use, but not without a willing- 
ness to adopt any which are decidedly an improvement, 
when it can be done without great expense to the town, or 
when it is necessary to replace worn-out books. The result 
has been perhaps more satisfactory to the town than to book 
publishers. 


INTEREST SHOWN BY PARENTS. 


The school registers show that the parents are beginning 
to take an interest in our schools, as attested by their 
recorded visits. Some of the teachers have held special 
exercises to which parents have received particular invita- 
tion, and the visitation days appointed by the various Sub- 
committees have been well attended. It is to be hoped that 
there will be an increase of these visits by parents, and a 
healthful influence upon both teachers and scholars will be 
the undoubted result. 


CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 


Though corporal punishments are not used with the 
severity and frequency customary in olden time, the monthly 
reports of our teachers made to the Board show that the 
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privilege of its use given teachers by our rules has to be 
employed to a considerable extent. It is generally the 
younger and less-experienced teachers who report the most 
cases of punishment, — which leads to the belief that tact and 
good judgment are more powerful agencies than the rattan 
for repressing faults. 


NO-SESSION SIGNAL. 


The stormy weather of many of our winter mornings has 
brought forcibly to the attention of the Board the necessity 
of some arrangement for a suspension of the morning sessions 
of the schools on proper occasions; and accordingly the 
school regulations have been modified so that a signal for no 
morning session is to be given at 8 o’clock A.M., and that for 
no afternoon session at 12.15 o’clock P.M., by the steam-gong 
at Loring & Avery’s, under the direction of the Prudential 
Committee. The thanks of the town are due to Freeman A. 
Loring, Esq., for his courtesy in allowing the use of this 
gong, and furnishing steam to carry out this system of 
signals. 


COMPENSATION OF THE BOARD. 


The services of the Superintendent having been dispensed 
with, the members of the Board have attended to the visiting 
of schools prescribed by statute, and have, by the holding of 
teachers’ meetings, tried to give an opportunity for that com- 
paring of ideas by which people in any trade, profession, or 
employment are benefited. We are of the opinion that the 
schools are making good progress without a superintendent, 
The statutes of the Commonwealth provide for a compensa- 
tion of the members of the school committee when no superin- 
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tendent is employed which far exceeds that appropriated by 
the town at its Annual Meeting for this Board; but the mem- 
bers have not seen fit to take advantage of their rights, and 
have gone on performing the duties, leaving it for the 
sober second-thought of the town to deal justly by their 


SUCCESSOYS. 


THE NEW WYMAN SCHOOLHOUSE. 


It is not inappropriate to speak in this report of the obli- 
gation which the school-children of the West Side owe the 
town for the elegant building, beautifully adapted for school” 
use, which has been erected on Church Street, and which 
will be occupied at the opening of the spring term. Care has 
been taken to make all the rooms pleasant, well ventilated, 
and fitted in every particular for the scholars. Every citizen 
should take pride in the town which has recognized the — 
claims of education in so suitable a manner. No one can 
have occasion to reproach our town, if it meets further re- 
quirements in the same spirit, with the defects of educa- 
tional methods and ideas of the past. With good school 
buildings, and that continued attention to methods of teach- 
ing which has characterized the past, our schools will not 
suffer by comparison with our neighbors, and Winchester 
will continue to be sought out as a place of residence by 
those desiring to live within a short distance of Boston, in a 
town where the pure air of heaven can be enjoyed without 
losing any of the advantages of city civilization, and it will 
be found that any supposed burdens of taxation assumed by 
the town by such improvements will be so shared by new- 
comers as to be no burden at all. 
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TRANSFERS OF TEACHERS NEXT TERM. 


At the beginning of the spring term the following changes 
of teachers will take effect by vote of the Board: —

There are outstanding bills amounting to about $400, so 
that about $900 of the new appropriation will be needed to 
meet bills of this year. This is due to the larger number of 
books purchased than was anticipated and to the expense of 
the evening school. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


In view of unpaid bills, the increased number of teachers 
next year, and the larger expenditure needed for fuel and 
care of houses, we recommend an appropriation of $17,000 
for schools, and that the authority be given to expend $500 
in addition for an evening school. For repairs we adopt the 
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suggestion of the Prudential Committee and ask for 
$1,000. 

We further recommend an appropriation of $5,000, for 
alterations at the High School, according to the plan sub- 
mitted to the town by its Special Committee appointed at the 
last Annual Meeting. 

We further urge the appointment of a committee to report a 
plan for the relief of the Grammar, Gifford, and Highland 
Districts, with a view to speedy action.

REPORT OF THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


THE following account of expenditures for “ Repairs of 
schoolhouses and improvements to grounds” is respectfully 
submitted : — 


Ordinary repairs have been made on all the houses, and 
the grounds have been more or less improved. 

To give a complete list of the numerous smaller repairs 
would hardly be compatible with the scope and limits of 
this periodical, but some of the more important items will 
be noticed. 

The Highland Schoolhouse has been painted, concrete 
laid around the underpinning, and the front walk repaired. 
The playground, from which the loam has at various times 
been surreptitiously transferred to private grounds by un- 
known parties, has been graded and re-covered with soil. 
The bank on the north side has also been graded down to a 
better slope. 

The Washington Schoolhouse has been painted, and the 
roof, which was getting leaky, has been covered with a 
preparation which seeems to have remedied its defects. The 
cupola has been retinned, the front walk concreted, and a 
new platform built around the pump. 

A coat of paint has been applied to the Rumford School- 
house and the surrounding fence. ‘The building has been 
shingled, the stone steps reset, the paths graded, and the 
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drainage improved. The ceiling of the north room has been 
scraped and whitened, and other slight repairs made in and 
around the house. 


Very little has been expended at the Wyman Schoolhouse, 
as the future fate of that edifice is at present unrevealed. 


At the Mystic, concrete work has been done and the roof 
of the building covered with the preservative paint referred 
to above. 

Conerete walks have also been laid at the Gifford, and 
some trifling repairs made on the house. 


This structure is beginning to exhibit the infirmities 
incident to the vicissitudes of time and use, and if it has 
not actually reached a state where it shows unmistakable 
symptoms of a general breaking-up, its cachectic condition is 
at least a matter of considerable solicitude, and suggests the 
question, Whether or not it has survived its usefulness ? 
Many years ago it was moved from the corner of Washing- 
ton and Mt. Vernon Streets, and seems never to have 
recovered from the ill effects of the trip. All portions of 
the building are somewhat rickety, and the working parts 
are so peculiarly susceptible to the atmospheric changes of 
our fluctuating climate that they are not easily kept in good 
running order. At one time a door will sag and bind so 
that it cannot be shut, while, in different thermal and hydro- 
logical conditions, it will allow the terrible school-mouse to 
pass under with ease. According to present indications as 
to the growth of our town, the time is not far distant when 
this building, and others of a similar age and type, will have 
to give place to schoolhouses more in harmony with modern 
tastes and requirements. 


The Grammar Schoolhouse has been piped for gas and 
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three rooms fitted up with fixtures for the accommodation 
of the Evening School. 


At the Chapin the cellars have been cemented, drains 
repaired, ventilation improved, and the sidewalk in front of 
the lot graded up. New heating apparatus or thorough 
repairs on the furnace now in use will probably be required 
next year. At present the building is heated by one large 
furnace, but, if a change is made, it would seem advisable to 
put in two smaller ones, so that each floor can have an 
independent source of heat. 


The house stands in an exposed position, and in windy 
weather it is sometimes impossible to equalize the tempera- 
ture. One room will be too hot while another is too cold, 
and occasionally the hot air insists on going out through 
the cold-air box. 


The High School grounds and the exterior of the build- 
ing are in good condition. The interior is in need of exten- 
sive repairs and alterations. Most of the floors are so much 
worn that the seats and desks are constantly working loose. 
Changes should also be made in the arrangement of the 
closets. ‘These improvements have been delayed on account 
of the contemplated alterations to the building. 

The school is large and is greatly in need of better 
accommodations. 


For a number of years all the houses have been under the 
charge of one janitor, but when the new building is occu- 
pied it will probably be necessary to adopt some different 
plan, as it will be impossible for one person to properly care 
for so many widely separated buildings.

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THIRTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER, BOARD. 


At our Annual Town Meeting in March, it was voted to 
take steps toward the completion of our system of water- 
works by the construction of high service. The sum of 
$10,000 was appropriated for that purpose, and a Committee 
of four of our citizens was appointed to act with the Water 
Board to carry this vote into effect. 

The work has been completed, and we congratulate those 
of our citizens who have for so long a time been deprived of the 
use of Highland water, that they are now provided with the 
same privileges as those who receive the water by gravita- 
tion. This action of the town is a move in the right direc- 
tion. It has opened and made available for building pur- 
poses a territory long neglected for the reason that a durable 
supply of water could not be obtained. Already we hear of 
several parties who intend to build, this present year, within ~ 
the limits of high service, which, if they do, will add 
materially to the taxable property of the town. 

For particulars of the construction of our high-service 
system we refer you to the report of the Joint Committee. 

The labor of the Water Board has been largely increased 
the past season by reason of the extra branch street-mains 
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we have been obliged to lay in order to make the high 
Service complete. 

The instructions of the town to construct this branch of 
our water-works were based on a report made by a few of 
our citizens interested in supplying the easterly part of the 
town with water and only contemplated the building of a 
reservoir at some eligible point sufficiently high to give the 
required head for water for this district; the purchase of a 
windmill to furnish the motive power for pumping; and the 
laying of a street-main from the North Reservoir through 
Highland Avenue to Prospect Street, with such hydrants 
and gates as were necessary. The Board were compelled to 
lay pipes, to connect with the main line, in all of the streets 
leading into Highland Avenue, where there are water-takers. 
In order to accomplish this we used the money appropriated 
at the March meeting for construction, and were obliged to 
ask in November for an extra $2,000. 

All the cement-lined pipe used the past “year has been 
made at the town works under the supervision of the Water 
Board. This has enabled us to save in cost and secure for the 
town a more substantial and perfect pipe. We have had one 
year’s experience in the manufacture of cement-lined pipe 
and are convinced that the small outlay in fitting up a build- 
ing for that purpose was money well invested. | 

The entire works, as far as finished, are in good condition. 

Some slight damage was done by the late severe flood to 
some of the street-mains by the washing away of the street- 
covering. All such places have been put in thorough repair. 
By prompt and careful watching no damage occurred to 
either reservoir. 

The Board will be called upon, in the near future, to 
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extend the street-main from the junction of Reservoir Street 
and Highland Avenue to Forest Street. 

We laid, last fall; a four-inch pipe from opposite Mr. 
Chisholm’s house, in Forest Street, to Mr. Barnard’s, more 
_ generally known as the Fullum estate. Mr. Barnard is now 
suppled by gravitation, by a small pipe attached to the ser- 
vice pipe near Mr. Chisholm’s house, entering the four-inch 
pipe in Forest Street. | 

Water-takers on Forest Street should be supplied by high 
service, in order to give them the water satisfactorily, but as 
the expense of doing this will be considerable, the Board 
does not feel justified in doing it unless so instructed by the 
town. 

It is our intention, during the present year, to change the 
location of the pipe now laid on private lands bordering on 
Walnut Street, and near the river, into the street, having 
been requested to do so by the owners of the land. 

The supply of water the past year has been, as in 1884, 
considerably in excess of that of the two previous years. 

But little complaint has been made regarding the quality 
of the water, it having been excellent throughout the year. 

The concrete on the top of the dam, which is placed there 
to protect the priming wall, having become badly cracked 
and broken, it was thought best to replace it with new, 
which has been done at an expense of about $300. 

For information concerning the details of the works, we 
refer you to the report of the Superintendent, hereunto 


appended.

THE RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir has furnished an abundant supply of water 
during the year and the quality of the water has been better 
than ever before. 

This has been specially noticeable during the season when 
complaints have sometimes been made. 

By reference to the annexed table it will be noticed that 
the reservoir remained full from February 18, 18865, till June 
2, when it began to fall. It reached its lowest point, which 
was 8 feet 10 inches below high water-mark, on October 18, 
and was full again January 1, 1886. 

The paving of the overflow has been somewhat damaged 
by the recent freshet and will need repairs.

SERVICE PIPES. 


Considerable trouble is still experienced with the old ser- 
vice pipes, occasioned by the accumulation of rust. 

Twenty-three services have been taken up and replaced 
with cement-lined pipe. 


NEW SERVICES. 


Fifty new services have been put in the past year — thirty- 
seven supplied by gravitation and thirteen from high 
service. ® 


HYDRANTS. 


The number of hydrants remains unchanged, but a New- 
port hydrant at the corner of Mt. Vernon and Washington 
Streets was found to be damaged and has been taken out 
and replaced by one of the Boston Machine Co.’s pattern. 


NEW MAINS. 


There have been 3,461 feet of 4-inch cement pipe laid, as 
follows: 874 feet on Winthrop Street; 553 feet on Mt. 
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Pleasant Street; 255 feet on Summit Street; 100 feet on 
Eaton Street, and 878 feet on Prospect Street, — all con- 
nected with high service; 607 feet on Forest Street; 3857 
feet on Dix Street; 572 feet on Everett Avenue, and 265 
feet on Lagrange Street. All these mains have been sup- 
plied with gates at suitable points. 


THE ‘PIPE SHOP. 


Facilities for the manufacture of pipe have been greatly 
increased the past year. 

At the rear of the shop a substantial platform has been 
built with conveniences for lining pipe and affording a good 
storage-room below. 

The few additional tools for the manufacture of pipe have 
been purchased, as recommended in the last report, and we 
are now able to make all sizes from 4 to 12 inches. 

Some additional machinery has also been procured for 
lining pipe and we can now line all sizes from 3-4 to 12 
inches. 

Our accommodations are now so complete that the work 
cfn be done in an economical and thorough manner, and the 
quality of the pipe is the very best.

At the November Town Meeting the Board was instructed 
to fbring suit, if necessary, against Mr. Frank E. Chandler, 
to test the rights of the town as opposed to his maintaining 
a piggery on the southeasterly watershed of the reservoir. 
Negotiations were commenced at once, but we failed to 
secure any terms from him which the Board would be 
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justified in accepting. By advice of our counsel it was 
thought best to defer further action until spring. 

We have exceeded our appropriation for care and main- 
tenance $209.79, owing to unexpected expense for new 
concrete on the dam. 

The rest of the concrete about the dam should be relaid 
' during the coming year, which will cost about three hun- 
dred dollars. We shall ask for twenty-five hundred dollars 
for care and maintenance, and two thousand dollars, and 
the unexpended balance of the construction account, for 
extension of pipe, new hydrants, etc. 

All bills received at the close of the financial year have 
been paid.

WINCHESTER, February 27, 1886. 
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COMMITTEE ON HIGH SERVICE. 


THE Committee appointed by the town at its last Annual 
March Meeting, to establish a system of water-supply by 
high service, to the easterly part of the town make the fol- 
lowing report. 

As soon as practicable after their appointment, the Com- 
mittee met and organized by the choice of S. H. Folsom, 
chairman, and 8. W. Reynolds, secretary, and proceeded to 
examine the high lands east of Highland Avenue, for the 
purpose of selecting the most desirable location for the reser- 
voir, and to procure such surveys, measurements, and excava- 
tions as were thought to be necessary to furnish sufficient 
and reliable data. 

The two sites for a reservoir which the Committee 
regarded with the most favor were the high lands easterly of 
the Eaton Place, called “ High Rock,” and the high land in 
Mr. Joseph Stone’s pasture. Their elevations above high 
‘water level in North Reservoir are respectively 110 feet and 
80 feet. ‘The elevation of the former site, and the facilities 
for there constructing a large and substantial reservoir, at 
moderate cost, strongly inclined the Committee to select that 
site for the reservoir; but it was found upon careful esti- 
mates of cost that it was not probable that a reservoir could 
be constructed there, and the works completed, for the sum 


17U 


of $10,000, which was at. that time at the disposal of the 
Committee, and it was also considered a grave question, 
whether raising water to so great a height would not over- 
tax the limited power to be used for pumping the water. 
These considerations influenced the Committee to select for 
the reservoir site, Stone’s land, instead of “ High Rock.” 

To establish high service in such a manner as would meet 
the reasonable wishes and expectation of the town, at a cost 
not exceeding its appropriation, was a problem the Commit- 
tee carefully considered, and but two methods were discovered 
whereby the cost could be varied, namely, by putting in 
larger or smaller pipes, and by constructing the reservoir of 
wood or masonry. A small pipe and a wooden reservoir 
would be less expensive, but would necessitate the town, in a 
few years, to replace the small pipe with a larger one, and to 
rebuild the reservoir at a large expense, and to the great in- 
convenience of a large number of citizens who would be 
deprived of a water-supply, during the time of reconstruction. 

This cheaper method of construction the Committee deemed 
unwise and unjustifiable, if there was a reasonable expecta- 
tion of being able to carry out the better and more expen- 
sive method of construction within the appropriation ; and to 
inform themselves upon this question of probable cost, the 
most reliable estimates attainable of the cost of the several 
parts of the work were sought with the following result : — 


Cost of reservoir, built of masonry, $1,500.00 
Cost of 8,000 feet of 6-inch cement 

pipe, digging the trench, and laying 

the pipe (rock trenching excluded), at 665 cts. 5,200.00 
Cost of rock trenching, 750.00 
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Cost of wind-mill, pump, and tower, $1,100.00 
Cost of foundation for mill, 250.00 
Cost of connecting pump with reservoir, 100.00 
Cost of gates and hydrants, 300.00 
Cost of land for reservoir, — 50.00 

Total, $9,250.00 


Having obtained the above estimates, the Committee con- 
sidered it their duty to adopt the better, although more ex- 
pensive, mode of construction. Much time was unavoidably 
consumed in settling these preliminary questions. 

Different parts of the work were assigned to the charge of 


sub-committees, as follows : — 


Reservoir.— M. A. Herrick and P. W. Swan. 

Pipes and Trenching. —D.N. Skillings and L. R. Symmes. 
Windmill. — J. F. Dwinell and 8. W. Reynolds. 

Land. —M. A. Herrick and 8. H. Folsom. 


RESERVOIR. 


Plans and specifications for a reservoir were procured from 
Mr. M. M. Tidd, civil engineer, which, with slight modifica- 
tions, form a part of the contract made with Messrs. Puttrill 
Killian & O’Reardon for the construction of the reservoir. 
Upon removing the soil, the surface of the rock upon which 
the reservoir is built was found to be very uneven, and much 
blasting of the rock was done to procure a level bottom, 
which left the rock broken and seamy. The committee 
deemed it prudent to remove all the loose broken rock at 
the bottom, fill the seams of the rock with cement, and level 
up the bottom with stone laid in cement, so as to form a 
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bottom for the reservoir tight beyond the suspicion of 
leakage. 

The sinking of the reservoir into the bed rock required 
additional rock-trenching for the water-pipe and additional 
cement wall. These items of work were not anticipated and 
were not included in the contract for the construction of the 
reservoir. Mr. Hosea Dunbar was employed by the Commit- 
tee to supervise the building of the reservoir and was pres- 
ent on the ground during the whole time of construction, 
thereby affording the town the highest guaranty that all the 
work was done in the most thorough manner. The strength 
of the reservoir is sufficient to make it safe to increase its 
capacity, whenever desirable, at small cost by building its 
walls higher. Its present capacity is one hundred thousand 
gallons, and it is perfectly water-tight. 

The reservoir is covered by a tight, substantial frost-proof 
roof built under contract by Mr. Joseph Shattuck.

PIPES. 


The pipe leading from North Reservoir to the pump and 
thence to Highland Avenue is cast-iron; all the other pipe 
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is iron, cement-lined. All the pipe is 6-inch internal 
diameter. | 

The cement-lined pipes were manufactured at the work- 
shop of the Water Board by the Committee, under the super- 
vision of Mr. William T. Dotten. No pains were spared to 
make them in the most perfect manner and of the best 
material. The sheet-iron used was three gauges thicker 
than that used by the town in the first pipes laid. 

The lining of the pipes was done by a machine constructed 
under the direction of Mr. Herrick, which performed the 
work better and at less cost than it could be done by the old 
method. 

The surveying for the line of water-pipes and the meas- 
uring of the rock trenching was done by Mr. D. W. Pratt, 
civil engineer. 

Trenching for the water-pipes and filling the trench was 
done under contract by Messrs. Puttrill, Killian & O’Rear- 
don: the earth work at 16 cents per lineal foot, the rock 
work at $4 per cubic yard. 

The pipes were laid by skilled workmen under the imme- 
diate supervision of Mr. William T. Dotten. _The pipes 
having been laid to Mr. Vernon Street and given time to 
harden, water was let into the reservoir for the purpose of 
testing it and the pipes. The test disclosed leakage in the 
pipes, which for a time baffled all efforts to locate, but was at 
last discovered after putting in an additional gate so as to 
test the pipes in sections. It was found that the cement 
pipe from Highland Avenue to the iron pipe connecting 
with the pump was broken and leaking at nearly every joint, 
the cement lining of the pipe was more or less seamed, and 
crackled, and the cement covering the pipe in some places 
broken. All this pipe Was SO badly damaged as to be unsafe 
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to use and was all taken up and cast-iron pipe put in its place 
at a cost of $419.07; but one other slight leak was found in 
the pipes. The cause of this disaster is not known. From 
careful examination it appeared that the pipes were well laid 
and the cement used good. It has been suggested to the 
_committee that electricity was the destructive agent. The 
peculiar character of the breakage, the fact that there is a 
complete conductor of electricity from the top of the tower 
to the cement pipe; that a heavy thunder-storm passed over 
the tower and lightning was seen to strike near the tower ; 
that in Amherst, Mass., about a year ago a large amount 
of cement pipe received a similar injury which was attributed 
to this cause; the absence of any other known adequate cause, 
—all justify the belief in the theory of electric action as 
the cause of the injury to said pipes. So long as the pipes 
are filled with water there is no danger of a recurrence of. 
similar Injury.

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WINDMILL. 


The windmill, tower, and pump were furnished by L. H. 
Wheeler, of Boston, by contract, for $1,100, and are of the 
following dimensions: mill, 25 feet in diameter; tower, 60 
feet high; pump, double-acting, 5x15. 

By the terms of the agreement with Mr. Wheeler it was 
optional with the Committee to have a thirty-feet mill sub- 
stituted for the twenty-five feet mill, if, upon trial, the Com- 
mittee decided that the smaller mill was inadequate to do 
the work required, upon the payment of an additional sum 
of $218, making a total cost of $1,318, the price of a thirty- 
feet mill, if originally put in. The Committee’s observation 
of the working of the mill during the time of extreme light 
wind last October and November, led them to the conclusion 
that, while a smaller mill might prove entirely sufficient, yet 
as a greater security against failure during the months of 
light winds, it would be prudent to substitute the larger for 
the smaller mill, which substitution has been made. 

The mill thus far has furnished more water than required 
for use, and its performance has been satisfactory in all 
respects. One break in the old pipe on Highland Street has 
occurred, but was soon repaired with slight inconvenience to 
water-takers. Thirty-three families are now supplied by 
high service.

LAND. 


Before deciding upon the location for the reservoir, the 
terms upon which the land therefor could be had were 
obtained. The location at “High Rock” and the one on 
land of Messrs. Dwinell and Hosmer were offered as a gift 
to the town. Mr. Stone offered one-half acre of land where 
the reservoir now stands, free of incumbrance, with the 
right to take all rock material necessary for building the 
reservoir from any part of his pasture-land; also the right 
to lay and maintain water-pipes across his land to the reser- 
voir, upon the payment to him of such sum of money as the 
Committee might deem right, provided the town would 
supply him, without charge, water for the cattle in his pasture. 

The Committee accepted his offer and voted to pay him 
fifty dollars as the money consideration. Mr. Stone and his 
wife gave a deed of the land to the town, but failed to secure 
a release of the Boston Five Cents Savings Bank, which has 
a mortgage on this land. After waiting a long time for Mr. 
Stone to procure a release from said bank, and his failure to 
procure it, the Committee put itself in negotiation with the 
bank ; and, after several interviews and great delay, the bank 
informed the Committee that, owing to the fact that the taxes 
assessed by the town upon the land covered by their mort- 
gage were unpaid for the last three years, the bank had 
decided to enter upon said land for the purpose of foreclos- 
ing their mortgage; that it declined to make any release of 
its rights to said land so long as said taxes were unpaid; 
that upon the payment of said taxes the bank would make 
the desired release. Mr. Stone declines to pay said taxes, 
and it remains for the town to decide what action shall be 
taken in the premises. 
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It was necessary to cross private land in laying the pipes 
from Highland Avenue to the windmill, from Highland 


Avenue to the reservoir, and from Mason Street to Prospect 


Street. Satisfactory arrangements were made with all the 


owners of the land to lay and maintain the pipes, without 


cost to the town, for land damage.

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TOWN CLERK’S REPORT. 


ANNUAL Town MEETING, MARcH 22, 1886. 


Meeting called to order at one o’clock P.M., and Warrant 
read by the Town Clerk. 


ARTICLE 1. — To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


VotEep, For Moderator, Thomas P. Ayer. 


The Moderator invited the Rev. J. F. Fielden to offer 
prayer. He also appointed the following-named gentlemen 
to act as tellers and to sort and count the votes: George 
H. Carter, Charles F., Lunt, J. H. Dwinell, 8S. W. Reynolds, 
S. C. Small, J. F. Stratton, J. F. Holland, and Fred Joy. 


ArT. 2. — To bring in their ballots for all usual and necessary town 
officers. Also to bring in their ballots, yes or no, in answer to the fol- 
lowing question: Shall licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquor be 
granted in this town? under Chapter 54, Acts of 1881, on a separate 
ballot. 

VoTED, That the meeting proceed to vote on one ballot 
for three Selectmen, who shall also be Highway Surveyors 
and Overseers of Poor, one for three years, one for two 
years, and one for one year. Three Assessors, one for three 
years, one for two years, and one for one year. One 
Treasurer. One Town Clerk. One Collector. One mem- 
ber of Water Board for three years. One Trustee of Town 
Library for three years. Three Auditors. Three members 
of Board of Health. One member of Cemetery Committee 
for five years. Three members of Fish ‘Committee. One 
Superintendent of Streets. Eight Constables. Also, on a 
separate ballot, for two members of School Committee for 
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three years; one member of School Committee for one year. 
Also to vote yes or no in answer to the question, Shall 
Licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors be granted in 
this town? on a separate ballot. 


VotTED, To close the polls at 5.80 o’clock P.M. 


On the question, Shall Licenses for the sale of intoxicat- 
‘ing liquors be granted in this town? Answer: no, 298; 
yes, 33. 

Hight ladies voted for School Committee. 


ART. 3. — To hear and act upon the report of Selectmen or any other 
town officer or committee heretofore appointed. 


VotTEeD, That the report of the Board of Health be 
accepted and placed on file. — 


VotED, That the unexpended balance of $12.25 in culvert 
on Webster Street account be transferred to highways and 
bridges account. 


VotED, That the unexpended balance of $2.58 in culvert 
on Main Street account be transferred to highways and 
bridges account. 


Vorep, That the unexpended balance of $130.78 in sala- 
ries of town officers account be transferred to police account. 


VotTep, That the sum of $1,000 be transferred from abate- 
ments of taxes account to the incidental account. 


Votep, That the report of Committee on new Town Hall 
be accepted and placed on file. 


VOTED, That the report of County Commissioners on 
Swanton-street bridge be received and placed on file. 


VotTED, That the Selectmen be and are hereby instructed 
to draw no warrants for, and that the Treasurer be and is 
hereby instructed to pay no bills of, the town that are not 
made out to the Town of Winchester, clearly and distinctly 
itemized, and approved by the officer, or by a majority of the 
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committee or board, under whom the charge of the expend- 
iture is given: provided, however, that if any committee or 
board approve any bills by vote, its clerk or secretary may 
attest the same. 


VotED, That the Selectmen be instructed to charge all 
bills to their proper accounts, as they may be presented, and 
issue warrant or warrants to the Treasurer for the payment 
of the same, in accordance with the town by-laws, and that 
the Treasurer pay said bills as fast as may be convenient, 
retaining the receipted bills in his cee as vouchers for 
his disbursements. 


Vorep, That the Town Clerk be etaleg to send forth- 
with a printed copy of the preceding vote to each town 
officer and committee elected or appointed at this meeting, 
and to all town officers and committees now in office, who 
have been elected or appointed at previous meetings. 


VoteEp, To accept and adopt the following alterations and 
amendments to the town by-laws and water regulations as 
recommended by the committee. In article IV, section 1 
strike out the words, “extending beyond the age of 21 years 
for boys or 18 years for girls,” and insert in place thereof 
the words, “exceeding two years.” In article IV, section 2 
strike out the words, “Shall be subject to the same penalty 
or punishment as provided in the foregoing section for truant 
children,” and insert in place thereof the words, “ May be 
committed for a term not extending. beyond the age of 21 
years for boys or 18 years for girls, to the institution named 
in the foregoing section.” 


In the matter of the appointment of Water Registrar: 
Deeming the Water Registrar an officer who should be. 
responsible to the Water Board, as he is their chief execu- 
tive officer, we consider it unwise to change the past practice 
of his election. 


The proposed amendment to section 13 of the Rules and 
Regulations of the Highland Water Works, relative to con- 
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tracts with large water-takers, seems a proper one. This 
committee therefore recommend that the water regulations 
be adopted as water by-laws, with the addition to section 13 
of the following words: ‘ But the Water Board is authorized 
to make contracts not on longer time than one year, begin- 
ning the first day of March, with large water-takers, without 
requiring them to use meters, whenever in the judgment of 
the Board it is clearly for the interest of the town so to do.” 

Committee: George S. Littlefield, David N. Skillings, and 
John R. Cobb. 


VotepD, That, the Moderator of this meeting and the 
Auditors be a committee to revise the table of indebtedness 
- of the town, and provide for the payment of such indebted- 
ness in such annual proportionate paymentsas will extinguish 
the same within the time required by statute pursuant to 
chapter 133 of the Acts of 1882, and a vote of the town 
passed March 28, 1881, and report at a subsequent meeting. 


ArT. 4.— To see what sum of money the town will raise for the 
support of Highways and Bridges, and how and through whom the 
same shall be expended. 


VotEp, That the sum of ten thousand dollars be raised 
for the support of highways and bridges, to be expended un- 
der the direction of the Selectmen as Highway Surveyors. 


VOTE OFFERED, That the sum of five hundred dollars be 
raised and appropriated for a culvert from the easterly line 
of Highland Avenue on Mount Vernon Street, down Mount 
Vernon Street, across Washington Street, down Pleasant» 
Street, to the river, for the purpose of carrying the water 
from the Fletcher lot and aforementioned streets, and Myrtle 
Street, to said river, and provide a suitable catch-basin. 

Subject-matter of this vote referred to the Selectmen to 
report cost and plans. 


ArT. 5.— To see what sum of money the town will raise for care of 
Snow and Ice, or do anything in relation to the same.

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VorTrep, That the sum of five hundred dollars be raised 
for care of snow and ice. 


ART. 6. — To see what sum of money the town will raise for improve- 
ment of Sidewalks. 


Vorep, That the sum of eight hundred dollars be raised 
for improvement of sidewalks. 


7.— To see what sum of money the town will raise for support 
of Street Lights. 


VotTep, That the sum of two thousand dollars be raised 
for support of street lights.

VoteD, That the sum of $17,000 be raised for the support 
of schools, and $250 of the appropriation to be used for 
industrial education, or so much thereof as the committee 
may deem expedient. 


ART. 14. — To see what sum of money the town will raise for repairs 
of Schoolhouses and Improvement to Grounds for the year ensuing. 

VoreD, That the sum of $1,000 be raised for repairs of 
schoolhouses and improvement of grounds. 


ART. 15. — To see if the town will authorize the School Committee in 
their discretion to expend a sum of money to defray the expenses of 
conveying children residing in the Hill Division to and from the public 
schools of the town. 


Votep, That the School Committee expend a sum of 
money not exceeding $250. 


ArT. 16. — To see if the town will authorize the School Committee to 
maintain an evening school for the education of persons over twelve 
years of age, and appropriate a sum of money for its support, or do 
anything in relation to the same. 


Votep, That the School Committee be authorized to 
maintain an evening school, for the education of persons over 


twelve years of age, and that the sum of $500 be raised for 
its support. 


ART. 17. — To see if the town will authorize the purchase or taking of 
a lot of land, and the erection of a building with four rooms for school 
purposes, within the limits of the Gifford Division, and appropriate a 
sum of money for the expense of the same and the furnishing thereof, 
or do anything relative to providing additional school accommodations. 
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VotEpD, That 4 committee of five be appointed by the 
Moderator, to whom the subject-matter of article 17 be 
referred, with instructions to report to the town at the earli- 
est practicable time, upon the said article. Committee 
appointed: E. A. Wadleigh, George T. Littlefield, Daniel 
March, Jr., George P. Brown, and Charles H. Dunham. 


ART. 18. — To see if the town will authorize a sale to be made and 
deeds given of the old Wyman School lot, the Gifford School lot, and 
the buildings thereon, and appropriate the money obtained from such 
sale or sales to provide additional school accommodations or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


VotrEep, That the subject-matter of article 18 be 
referred to the Selectmen and School Committee, with 
instructions to report to the town at the earliest practicable 
time upon the same. 


ART. 19.— To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money for 
the alteration, enlargement, and refurnishing of the High School build- 
ing, or do anything in relation to the same. 


VotTEeD, That the subject-matter of article 19 be referred 
to a committee of five, to be appointed by the Moderator, 
with instructions to report to this meeting, before its final 
adjournment, plans and estimates for such alterations, enlarge- 
ments, and refurnishing of the High Schoolhouse, as in their 
opinion are necessary and desirable. Committee appointed: 
Daniel March, Jr., George 8. Littlefield, H. A. Emerson, 
D. O. Blanchard, and 8. W. Twombly. 


ART. 20. —To see what sum of money the town will appropriate for 
maintenance of Highland Water Works, or do anything in relation to 
the same. 

VorepD, That there be appropriated the sum of $2,500 for 
maintenance of Highland Water Works, the same to be taken 
from water receipts for the ensuing year. 


ART. 21. — To see what sum of money the town will appropriate for 
extension of pipes for Highland Water Works, or do anything in relation 
to the same. 
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VotTep, That the balance of water receipts not otherwise 

appropriated be appropriated for extension of pipes for 
Highland Water Works for the current year. 


ART. 22. — To see what action the town will take toward securing a 
release from the Boston Five Cents Savings Bank to a lot of land deeded 
by Joseph Stone to the town, for the purpose of building thereon a 
reservoir for high-service water. 

VorteD, That Joseph and Lucy T. Stone and the Boston 
Five Cents Savings Bank be allowed #531, if the said bank 
will join in, or execute, the release of land and rights made 
by said Stones to the town, and that said amount be raised 
by taxation for that purpose. 


ART. 23. — To see what sum of money the town will raise for Watering 
the Streets, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Votep, That the sum of $590 be raised for watering 
the streets. 


ART. 24.— To see what sum of money the town will raise for the | 
maintenance of the Cemetery. 

Votep, That the sum of $1,000 be raised for the mainte- 
nance of the cemetery, to be expended under the direction 
of the Cemetery Committee. 


Votep, To act upon articles 25, 26, and 27, as one article. 


ART. 25.— To see if the town will vote to purchase additional land 
for the Cemetery, or do anything in relation to the same. 

ART. 26.— To see what sum of money the town will raise to defray 
the cost of land for the Cemetery and expenses incident thereto. 

ART. 27. — To see what sum of money the town will borrow to defray 
the cost of land for the Cemetery. : 

VOTED unanimously, That the Cemetery Committee be 
authorized to purchase, in the name and behalf of the town, 
about thirty acres of land adjoining the present cemetery, 
being the lands now owned or represented by Samuel W. 
Twombly and Varnum Frost, at a total cost not exceeding 
$12,000, and that the sum of $2,000 be raised by taxation, 
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and also that the Treasurer, under the direction of the 
Selectmen, be authorized to borrow, on behalf of the town, 
the sum of $5,000, payable in five years, and $5,000 in ten 
years, from the date of borrowing, with interest payable semi- 
annually, at a rate not exceeding four per cent. per annum. 
So much of said amounts as may be necessary, to be appro- 
priated for the purpose of said additional land for the 
cemetery.

31.— To see if the town will appropriate money for the purpose 
of decorating the graves of soldiers on Memorial Day, or do anything 
in relation to the same. 

Votep, That the sum of $125 be raised, and the balance 
from memorial day account of last year be paid over to 
A. D. Weld Post, No. 148, G. A. R., for the observance of 
Memorial Day. 


ART. 32. — To see what sum of money the town will raise for pay of 
Town Officers. 


' Votrep, That the sum of $2,775 be raised for pay of town 
officers. 


ART. 33. — To see what sum of money the town will raise for support 
of the Police Department,

the police and two night-watchmen, and that $600 of the 
above, or so much thereof as may be necessary, be expended 
for the suppression of the illegal sale of intoxicating liquors.

VoteD, To refer the subject-matter of this article to the 
Selectmen, with full powers. 


ART. 40.— To see what sum of money the town will raise for Trees in 
the Highways and Public Squares, and through whom the same shall be 
expended. 

Votep, That the sum of $200 be raised for the planting 
and caring for trees. 


ART. 41.— To hear the names of po as prepared by the Select- 
men, and act upon the same. 

VorepD, That the names presented for Jurors be accepted 
and adopted. 


ART. 42.— To see if the town will take measures for introducing 
water into the Hill District by high-service, or do anything in relation 
to the same. 

Votep, That the subject-matter of this article be referred 
to a committee, consisting of the Water Board, Josiah Locke, 
and A. C. Cox, to consult and report upon the feasibility and 
expense of supplying the inhabitants of said district with 
water. 


ART. 43.— To see if the town will allow B. F. Holbrook and family 
the privilege of passing over land at the High Schoolhouse lot on foot 
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and to put a gate in the fence between his lot and the said schoolhouse 
lot for that purpose.

ArT. 44.— To see if the town will change the name of Highland

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending February 28, 1887. : 

The work on the streets has been carried on under Nathaniel 
A. Richardson, Superintendent of Streets, who has given 
personal attention to all its details, working in harmony with 
the Selectmen to keep the expenses within the appropriation. 


HIGHWAYS. 

At the close of last year the highways and bridges were in 
a damaged condition, caused by the freshet of February 13, 
1886. Asno reliable estimate could be formed of the ex- 
pense of repairing the same when our last report was made, 
we only asked for an amount necessary for the ordinary 
repair of highways and bridges —six thousand dollars. 

The town voted an additional sum of four thousand dol- 
lars to meet the award of the commission on Swanton-street 
bridge, and land damages incident thereto; the balance for 
repairs of the bridges. We thought at the time this 
amount would be sufficient. When the work was begun the 
damage was found to be greater than we expected. The 
foundation being carried away, it was necessary to remove 
parts of the bridge left standing and commence work at the 
lowest point, in order to secure a safe and permanent 
structure. 

It was desirable to enlarge the capacity of the Main- 
street bridge, to admit a larger volume of water. Instead | 
of altering the bridge other than raising the covering-stones 
one foot higher, we made arrangements with the owners of 
the Whitney Mills property to make a passage through their 
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flume, to be used in case of a freshet. This was done by 
making four gates, discharging capacity fourteen square 
feet, to be raised if needed, giving a passage for water when 
opened of an average head of five feet, equal to one span 
at the bridge. For the expense of building these gates and 
for drawing off the pond to enable us to continue the work 
on the bridges, we paid $500. 

The bridge on Forest Street, carrried down by the freshet 
was repaired at a cost of $77.20. 

~The bridge on Highland Avenue, carried down at the same 
time, repaired in connection with the building of that part 
of the street against Thomas Fallons, cost about $100.

BRIDGES. 


A new bridge has been built on Washington Street, near 
Luther Richardson’s, this season; and the other wooden 
bridges have required more or less repairs. The bridge on 
Walnut Street will have to be overhauled and new planked 
the coming season. Lake-street bridge will need some 
repairs. 

HORSES. 

The horses belonging to the town are getting old. 
Although good for service in the highway department for 
another season, they are not suitable for use in the Fire 
Department, and for that reason the Fire Department are 
not provided with the means of taking their apparatus to a 
fire as promptly as desirable, and ask that we make a change 
of horses, and procure three new ones, and get two that will 
work together, that they may be used on the steamers. 
There is now trouble and unnecessary expense in providing 
horses for that purpose. We would recommend an appro- 
priation of $600 for the changing of horses, that we may 
have suitable ones to use in the Fire Department, and not 
be obliged to run all over town ‘after an alarm is given to 
find horses to haul the apparatus. 
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CULVERTS. 


The culvert asked for and granted by the town at the last 
Annual Town Meeting, at the head of Mount Vernon Street, 
has been constructed by running a fifteen-inch pipe from 
a point where the brook comes from land of William P. 
Greeley, on Mount Vernon Street to Highland Avenue, 
where it connects with the culvert that runs down Myrtle 
Street. We have also laid a ten-inch pipe from the other 
side of Mount Vernon Street, at its head, from land of Asa 
Fletcher estate, to intercept and prevent the water from 
flowing over said land. ‘This pipe enters the fifteen-inch 
pipe about one rod below its starting-point at Greeley’s 
land. 

During and after heavy rains the water from the streets 
above gathered in the low grounds on land of Charles M. 
Rust, causing more or less trouble running into the cellars 
in the neighborhood. This was owing to a stoppage in the 
culvert through estates of George P. Brown and H. A. 
Kemp. It being necessary to clear the same, the Selectmen 
proposed that if said parties would pay for the pipe the town 
men would dig the trench and lay the same. They agreed 
to the proposition, and the work was done. 

A ten-inch drainpipe has been laid from the estate of 
F. S. Richardson, on Main Street, to the pond above land of 
A. Cutting, to take the water from that part of Main Street. 
Formerly it ran over land of Cutting to the pond. 

We have also laid a drainpipe from the junction of 
Common and Church Streets to the catch-basin constructed 
last year, to take the water coming down Church Street on 
the south side, and from the Common. 

All of these culverts are working well.

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Up to December 1 the horses have been worked equal to 


_ one horse 625 days. Seven hundred feet of tile-pipe have 


been laid to convey surface-water underground. One large 
brick culvert has been built at the foot of Forest Street to 
take the place of two small ones closed up. 

The bridge on Washington Street has been rebuilt of new 
and good material, the abutments strengthened, and the 
whole structure raised up. 

The culverts in town are mostly too small, and from this 
fault involve quite an expense to keep the ice and sand from 
closing them up. 

The town labors under disadvantage in not having several, 
even if small, gravel banks in different parts of the town. 
I have bought 2,369 loads of gravel at an average cost of 
nine cents per load. The town lot is now furnishing better 
gravel and more accessible, as it is opened from Eaton 
Street. 

Mixed with the gravel is all the stone that the town will 
need for many years, to be crushed for street grading. | 

With a year’s experience I am strongly impressed with 
the advantage of using finely crushed stones for grading the 
streets. ; 

The carts and harnesses are in good condition. 

The horses are fairly good for highway work, but not such 
as are required to draw the engine to and from fires. The 
cost of keeping the horses is quite near $125 each. 

In the month of March I hope to crush a good amount of 
stones for next year’s use. 

Gentlemen, I am pleased to say that you have given me 
all the aid and support that I could wish in the discharge of 
my duties, only making proper suggestions. If I have erred 
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in my work, or failed to do justice to the town, I am alone 


responsible for all mistakes.

STREET LIGHTS. 


Seventeen oil lamps have been added the past year. We 
now have ninety oil, and sixty gas, lights. The average 
cost of running is $20.37 for gas, and $7.87 for oil per light 
for the year. We have.replaced posts and lanterns at a cost 
of $44.70, and paid one gas bill of $219, left over from last 
year. Amount expended, $2,194.80. 


POLICE. 

In the appointment of police, we were governed by the 
wish expressed at the Annual Town Meeting, and appointed 
J. W. Richardson, Chief of Police; A. C. Quinby and 
Thomas P. Dotten, as night police; J. W. Hemingway, 
special officer for the suppression of the liquor traffic; H. W. 
Hight, special to assist Mr. Hemingway; and eight special 
police. 


The amount of service performed will appear in the report 
of the Chief of Police.

WIDENING OF MAIN STREET. 


The County Commissioners were petitioned to widen and 
straighten Main Street opposite Swanton-street bridge. 
This has been laid out and ordered built. The county 
pays most of the land damage, and the town is to build the 
street. 


DAMAGE CLAIMS. 


The Selectmen have been notified of claims for damages 
as follows : — . 

Sheedy H. McNamara, for damage by coming in contact 
with a barbed-wire fence on the premises of Gilbert Rich- 
ardson heirs on side of Main Street near Ice Bridge. 

Mrs. Abigail Stratton, Mrs. Sarah C. Winde, and Mrs. L. 
M. Taylor, for damage to their estates by the filling of Main 
Street in connection with the building of the new bridge 
over Woburn Branch Railroad at Swanton Street. 

Mr. Frederick L. Mason, for damage by reason of an icy 
road, causing his pung to slew and upset, breaking his collar- 
bone, claims a defect in highway. 

The damage claim of P. Holland is still pending in the 
courts. 

SALE OF LAND. 


At the Annual Meeting last March, the Selectmen were 


authorized to sell the old Wyman Schoolhouse and _ lot. 


This was done by calling for bids, receiving them from four 
different parties. The highest bid was from H. A. Emerson, 
and it was sold to him for $1,480. 
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We were also authorized to sell a strip of land back of 
the Congregational Church. A strip fifteen feet wide at the 
northerly corner of the town’s land, containing 38,800 feet, 
and joining land of Jonathan Clark, was sold to Mr. Clark, 
for $50. 

Also, we were authorized to sell a piece of meadowland 
lying on the border of the stream formerly owned by 
Harrison Parker. This piece of land we sold to Mrs. 
Hannah M. Parker, for $50. 

The deeds of these sales have been executed and the 
money paid into the Town Treasury. 

Deeds have also been passed for exchange of land with 
the Congregational Society. | 

We have received and placed on file a deed of land 
presented to the town by citizens, and accepted at the 
November town meeting; it being a deed from J. C. 
Stanton, Jr., for the triangular lot at the junction of Main 
and Washington Streets. 


RAILROAD BRIDGES. 


By order of the County Commissioners, the bridge over 
the Woburn branch of the Boston and Lowell Railroad was 
removed, and a new iron one built in its place. The com- 
mission appointed to designate who should build the bridge, 
and how it should be paid for, decided that the railway 
company build the abutments and bridge, and grade the 
approaches on either side to five feet to the hundred; the 
town of Winchester to pay the railroad company $2,100, 
and all land damages incident to the change in grade. We 
have paid the $2,100, and, in settlement of land damage 
with A. Moseley and F. A. Loring, on Swanton Street, 
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entered into an agreement to do certain work, by way of 
making a driveway from tannery to the street, and filling 
sidewalk and building fence along Swanton Street. This 
work has been mostly finished at a cost of about $650. The 
land damage on Main Street has not yet been settled, as the 
award of the Selectmen has not been accepted. We have 
agreed to leave it to three referees. 

We have now on file a decision from the County Com- 
missioners that the bridge over the main track of the Boston 
and Lowell Railroad, at Swanton Street, be removed and a 
new one built, not less than 125 feet long and twenty-five 
wide. ‘The grade of the approaches not to be less than five 
feet to the hundred. On this decision we have notice that 
the railroad company has petitioned the court for a com- 
mission to be appointed to determine how the same shall be 
carried out, and how paid for. ‘This commission has not yet 
been appointed. 

The Commissioners have also decided that an alteration 
be made at the Mystic Bridge, on Bacon Street. This will 
probably be settled by commission, as the others. 


STREET HORSE RAILROAD. 


May 21, 1886, the Selectmen were petitioned by the 
Woburn Street Railway Company for location of tracks, 
under their charter, from Woburn line to Medford line. On 
this petition a location was granted through Main Street 
from Woburn line to the crossing of the Boston and Lowell 
Railroad in the centre of the village. The tracks were laid, 
and cars have been running since the latter part of Septem- 
ber last and are apparently a great accommodation to the 
citizens on that line. 
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November 15, 1886, the Selectmen were petitioned for a 
further location by way of Main Street to the Medford line. 
On this petition there was a hearing, December 4, and loca- 
tion granted. The work of laying the track will be com- 
menced as soon as the ground is in condition to admit it. 

The company has shown a disposition to make the road 
and its appointments first-class in every respect, which is 
appreciated by its patrons.

attention has been called to the necessity of putting it in as 
good condition as it was before they changed the walk. The 
care of the Common and the square on Church Street was 
let to J. B. Dotten, who has carried out the wishes of your 
committee in a faithful manner. 

A new lawn-mower and fifty feet of new hose have been 
purchased ; seed and dressing also have been liberally applied, 
and we expect to see good results the coming season. The 
trees and shrubs are in excellent condition. A large and 
ornamental iron fountain has been placed in the basin the 
past summer, being a gift to the town from many of her lib- 
eral citizens, more than three hundred contributing in sums 
of one to ten dollars. 

The changing of the railroad tracks and building the new 
walk cut off the overflow of the basin, making it necessary 
to extend the drainpipe to the street drain emptying into 
the river, permission being granted by the Selectmen. 
Covers for the fountain have been provided ; for any further 
details we refer you to the Auditors’ Report. 

We recommend the: sum of two hundred dollars ($200),

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TREES. 


The Committee have continued their work on the same 
plan as formerly, planting a row of twenty-eight Norway 
maples, beginning at the bridge over Wedge Pond, on Main 
Street, and extending to the Mahogany Mills, and a row of 
twenty rock-maples, beginning at the Gifford School, on 
Main Street, and extending to Mystic Avenue. We also 
procured trees for citizens, for which the credit will be 
found in the shade-tree account. The tree-boxes on the 
southern part of Main Street were painted, means being 
furnished by some of the residents in that vicinity. 

The freshet of last year destroyed two trees on the bridge 
on Pleasant Street over the Abajona River. 

We regret the necessity of reporting the injury and loss 
of several trees in the row near the mills, the first instance 
of vandalism that has occurred since the Tree Committee 
was organized. 

As in the past some of the trees have been injured by the 
moving of buildings through the narrow streets, on the 
twenty-third of October we addressed a communication to 
the Selectmen, asking that careful attention be given to the 
proposed routes when permits were granted for moving 
buildings, in order that the shade-trees might not receive 
injury, which communication was very cordially received. 

In the shade-tree account will be found a credit of $25, 
which the Winchester Village Improvement Association 
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kindly donated. Owing to alterations in the High School 
building, the class-tree was not planted, although money was 
raised for that purpose.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The work of the Town Board of Health for the past year 
has been of the same general character as in previous years, 
being for the most part the investigating of unsanitary con- 
ditions which are ultimately settled amicably by the parties 
concerned, or are found to be of nosuch formidable and dan- 
gerous character as was feared when the attention of the 
board was called. 

The town is to be congratulated upon the removal of the 
piggery which endangered the purity of the water-shed to 
the eastward of our North Reservoir. The establishment has 
been broken up and abandoned without expense to the town. 

In regard to the sewage works at the southern end of the 
town, there is nothing new to be said. 

Attention is called to the following statute of the Com- 
monwealth (1884, c. 98, § 1): ‘“ When a householder knows 
that a person within his family is sick of smallpox, diphthe- 
ria, scarlet fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public 
health, he shall immediately give notice thereof to the 
Selectmen or Board of Health of the town in which he 
dwells, and upon the death, recovery, or removal of such 
person, the rooms occupied and the articles used by him 
shall be disinfected by such householder in a manner approved 
by the Board of Health. Any person neglecting or refusing 
to comply with either of the above provisions shall forfeit a 
sum not exceeding one hundred dollars.” 
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It is the rare exception in this town when any householder 
reports such a case. The physicians are faithful to their 
duty, as prescribed by another clause of the same statute, 
but many cases of contagious disease so mild in character as 
to require no medical attendance go unreported and are just 
as capable of spreading disease as the severer cases which 
are seen and reported by physicians. 

The expenditures of the board during the year have been 
nothing. 

The unexpended balance of $31.30 may well be continued 
to the credit of the next year’s board.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 


At the last Annual Town Meeting action was taken rela- 
tive to the cemetery as follows : — 


Henry A. Emerson was elected a member of the Cemetery 
Committee for five years. The sum of one thousand dollars 
was voted to be raised by taxation and appropriated for the 
maintenance of the cemetery, to be expended under the 
direction of the Committee. Twelve thousand dollars were 
appropriated (two thousand to be raised by taxation and 
ten thousand to be borrowed for a term of years) for the 
purchase of additional land for the cemetery, in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Committee in their last 
Annual Report. 

The Committee were authorized to expend the amount of 
the Cemetery Fund ($182.64) and all the income from the 
fund and cemetery land, and one half of the proceeds to be 
received from sale of lots, for construction and improve- 
ment ; the other half of the amount to be received from 
sales of lots, to be paid over to the Treasurer of the town 
whenever the same shall amount to one thousand dollars, to 
be kept as a sinking fund for the liquidation of the debt 
incurred for the purchase of the land for the cemetery. 

The Committee organized and elected the Chairman, the 
Clerk and Treasurer, and the Superintendent, the same as 
last year. There have been twenty-two regular meetings 
and several informal meetings on the cemetery grounds. 
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The men employed in the cemetery have performed good 
service for the town. It has been the aim of the Commit- 
tee to keep the cemetery in good condition and to do it as 
economically as possible. This year, like those immediately 
preceding, has been marked by improvement. 

The Committee have regraded fourteen lots, twelve of 
which belonged to private parties. Some fine monuments 
and headstones have been erected during the year. The 
Committee have sold several lots in Walnut Hill, the highest 
part of the cemetery, to Dr. and Mrs. Henry Hiller, of 
Wilmington, who are now perfecting plans for an elegant 
mausoleum to be erected thereon. Some of the lots are 
extremely rough and rocky, a ledge cropping out above the 
surface in many places, and consequently unfit for inter- 
ments but well adapted for a superstructure. 

The Committee ask for a renewal of the last appropriation, 
to enable them to keep the grounds in the same good 
condition. | 

The purchase of additional land, contemplated in the last 
Annual Report, has been consummated. J. O. Goodwin, 
c.E., of Medford, was employed to make a survey and plan 
of the new land. Alfred C. Vinton, Esq., of our town, was 
engaged to examine the titles and prepare the deeds. 

On May 1, 1886, $4,000 was paid for the “Frost” lot, 
which contains 9.873 acres, and on August 7, $8,000 was 
paid for the “Twombly” lot, of 19.797 acres. Payments 
were made and deeds were passed under the supervision, 
and with the approval, of Mr. Vinton, the counsel, and 
the deeds and plan have been duly recorded in the FST ae 
of Deeds at East Cambridge.

FIRE ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 


The Engineers respectfully submit their Annual Report. 
The department has responded to eighteen alarms, as 
follows : —

It will be noticed that the town has been unusually fortu- 
nate in the amount of loss sustained by fire, although the 
department has responded to more than the average number 
of alarms, many of which were wholly uncalled for, result- 
ing from the poor method of communication between the 
different fire districts and the alarm-station. 

The number of men in the department is sixty-five, work- 
ing five hose-carriages carrying 3,500 feet of hose, one hook- 
and-ladder truck, and one steamer. 

The best of good feeling prevails among the men, and 
ready willingness to render efficient service may be 
depended on. 

All the apparatus has been carefully examined and, by 
necessary repairs, kept in first-class working order. 

We have had the boiler to the steamer tested, which has 
never before been done since the town purchased it. 

Rumford Hose House has been raised, to conform with the 
present grade of the street, and the outside. painted. 

Centre House has been painted inside, as far as was possi- 
ble and keep within bounds of the appropriation. 

There has been added to the department 750 feet of 
American Fire Hose of the best quality, at a cost of $500. 
The department has now 1,800 feet of fire-hose, warranted for 
three years to stand 400 pounds pressure to the square 
inch. 

The harnesses for the hook-and-ladder and hose company 
horses have been altered and swung, and it has been the 
saving of valuable time, it now taking less than a third as 
long to hitch as before. 
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The department was called three times to the North Reser- 
voir, to fill the High Service Reservoir; for which the 
Water Board has paid. Asa matter of record, the steamer 
owned by this town has pumped more water to that height, 
in a given time, than any steam five-engine yet manufactured 
having equal-sized pumps. Pumping 19 hours steady draft- 
ing through 380-foot suction hose, and forcing through 1,175 
feet 2 1-2 inch hose, to the height of 91 feet, with the dis- 
advantage of a very light draft, shows good staying 
qualities in an emergency. 

The department has been working to great disadvantage 
in being obliged to depend on horses from a distance to draw 
the steamer. Our contract for drawing the steamer was 
broken, owing to parties going out of business. We were 
obliged to go to Mr. Taylor for horses, the town horses not 
being suitable. This has put the department to an expense 
of $20 per month for the pastfour months. And we would 
respectfully renew our recommendation of 1885 : — 

“That the town own the horses; that they be used double 
by the Highway Department. That the driver be a member of 
the Fire Department.” While recognizing the necessity that 
horses should be kept near the apparatus, we have refrained 
from asking for an appropriation to purchase horses for the 
Fire Department alone, believing that proper exercise could 
be given them better, and cheaper to the town, if purchased 
for the Highway Department, while the Fire Department 
would have all that necessity demands: namely, their use at 
certain times.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE-WARDS. 


We respectfully submit the first Annual Report of Forest 
Fire-wards. 

Our appointment was made so late in the year that those 
months in which the largest number of woodland fires occur 
had passed by. We have been called to attend to seven 
fires, all of which were less than an acre in extent. We 
have caused copies of statutes to be posted, as required by 
law : — 

[Chapter 296 of the Acts of the year 1886.] 


Be it enacted, etc.,as follows : — 


SECTION 1. Whoever wilfully, or without reasonable 
care, sets a fire upon the lands of another, by means whereof 
the property of another is injured, or negligently or wilfully 
suffers any fire upon his own land to extend beyond the 
limits thereof, by means whereof the woods or property of 
any other person are injured, shall be punished by fine not 
exceeding two hundred dollars. 

SEcT. 2. In all towns it shall be the duty of the Select- 
men to appoint, within thirty days after the passage of this 
act, and annually in March or April, one or more persons, to 
be called “ forest fire-wards,” who shall, in respect to fires in 
woodlands, have and exercise the powers and duties pre- 
scribed for fire-wards in Chapter 35 of the Public Statutes. 
In towns of less than three hundred voters the Selectmen 
may serve as forest fire-wards if the town shall so elect. 

SECT. 3. It shall be the duty of forest fire-wards to post 
copies of this Act, and Chapter 163 of the Acts of the year 
1882, in two or more public places; to investigate all cases 
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of fires in woodlands and report thereon to the Mayor of 
the city or to the Selectmen of the town, who, in their dis- 
cretion, shall cause complaints to be made for violation of 
the provisions hereof. 

Srot. 4. The Mayor and Aldermen and Selectmen shall 
make return to the Insurance Commissioner, as required in 
Chapter 35, Section 10, Public Statutes, of all forest fires, in 
their respective cities and towns, in which more than one 
acre is burned over. 

SEcT. 5. The engineers of fire departments in cities 
where a fire department exists shall have and exercise the 
power and duties herein prescribed for forest fire-wards. 

SrcT. 6. Forest fire-wards may employ such assistance, 
at the expense of the city or town, as they see fit to sup- 
press forest fires, and shall receive such compensation as the 
city or town may determine. [Approved June 16, 1886. ] 


Chapter 163, 1882: — 


SECTION 1. Whoever wantonly and recklessly sets fire 
to any material which causes the destruction or injury of 
any growing or standing wood of another shall be punished 
by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment in jail not exceeding six months. 

Sect. 2. This Act shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved April 19, 1882.] 


It will be seen by the above that the forest fire-wards 
have a duty to perform, requiring of them much labor and 
time during the spring and fall months, as they are not only 
commanded to extinguish, but to investigate the cause, etc., 
of every fire in woodlands. |

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A comparison of the above account with our last report 
would seem to show that we have used in 1886 more than 
double the amount of gas consumed in 1885; but if a bill of 
$41.40, for gas consumed in 1885, but not paid until after the 
beginning of the financial year 1886, were transferred to the 
account of 1885, the difference would be seen to be slightly 
in favor of greater economy during the year just closed. 

In conformity with the policy of the Trustees, previously 
| adopted and stated in our last report, we have expended 
only a small portion of the “ dog-money”’ received for 1886.

As it is some years since the volumes in the Library have 
been counted (the numbers given in our reports being gener- 
ally found by computation), we have lately caused a count 
to be made, which has resulted, somewhat to our surprise, in 
the figures above given, which show the actual number to be 
208 in excess of the number obtained by computation. As 
we had feared that the number of volumes found by compu- 
tation might not be actually in hand, we feel a degree of 
satisfaction in the result, which we can explain only upon the 
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theory suggested by the Librarian, that the numbers she had 
previously reported to us had not included volumes of mag- 
azines, bound from time to time for preservation. 

It will be observed that the circulation in 1886 is nearly 
eight per cent. greater than that in 1885. The use of the . 
reading-room has also largely increased. The Library has. 
been much used the past year in connection with the schools, 
and the librarians have spent no inconsiderable part of their 
time in the Library, in advising upon suitable books to be 
read in connection with school studies. 

We observe that the taste for novel-reading is slightly 
upon the increase, and that sixty-nine per cent. of the vol- 
umes issued from the Library during the past year have been 
fiction, against sixty-eight per cent. in each of the years 
1884 and 1885. We have endeavored to guard against the 
addition to our shelves of objectionable books, and have been 
materially aided in this work by ladies who have been willing 
to give their time and judgment to the task of reading and 
criticizing books purchased. ‘They deserve the thanks of the 
Trustees and of the citizens for their helpfulness in this 
matter. As was to be expected, a variety of opinions has. 
sometimes been developed in regard to the same book, and it 
may have happened occasionally that a good book has been 
rejected. We sometimes take the precaution to have a book 
once rejected read again by another person of approved 
judgment, with the occasional result. of a reversal of the 
previous decision. But this is not always possible; and we 
have felt that it is better to have a number of really good 
books rejected, than one of doubtful tendency admitted. 

About the first of December the Trustees tried the experi- 
ment of opening the Library on Tuesday, Thursday, and 
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Friday evenings, it having been previously open only on the 
afternoons and evenings of Monday, Wednesday, and Satur- 
day. We are thus far satisfied with the success of the 
experiment, and the arrangement will probably be permanent, 
at least until it shall seem wise to open the Library a still 
greater number of hours. 

We trust that before long there may be possible a closer 
connection than exists at present between the Library and 
the Winchester Historical and Genealogical Society, whose 
collections are growing more valuable year by year. It is to 
be hoped that when the new Town Hall shall be built 
the town will so arrange that some suitable accommodation 
may be furnished for the Society in the Library wing, and 
that its treasures may be made more accessible to our many 
citizens who are interested in such matters than they can 
be at present even to members. | 

The Library of the Society already contains a considerable 
number of books and pamphlets, besides pictures, plans, 
photographs, and much miscellaneous matter. We have 
heard with satisfaction that the town is to be the residu- 
ary legatee of the Society, although we hope that the decease 
of the testator will be long delayed. We venture in this 
connection to quote from the last annual report of the 
Secretary of the Society : — 

“This Society was organized for the collection and preser- 
vation of whatever relates directly or indirectly to our local 
history; to accumulate and prepare for ready reference all 
documentary matters relating to its territory, its oyganization, 
its institutions, social and religious, its schools, its families, 
and its prominent citizens, as well as the development of its 
various interests from year to year; also, to gather a library 
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having a general or a specific relation to these purposes, as 
well as to collect relics, photographs, autographs, personal 
reminiscences, biographies, files of newspapers, pamphlets, 
and papers contributed from time to time illustrating the 
physical and social features of the town. 

“What is thus accumulated is to be the property of the 
town forever; a part of its inheritance along withits Public 
Library and other accumulations of ever-growing value, to 
which the present generation is so trustfully devoting its 
efforts. We hold only in trust, striving to increase the value 
of what we call the possessions of the Historical Society, 
that the town itself may be the richer through its effective 
stewardship.” 

The Trustees recommend that $1,100 and the income from 
the dog licenses be appropriated to the uses of the Library 
for the coming year, in addition to the unexpended balance.

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FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD. 


In complying with the rules prescribing their fluty, the 
members of the Water Board make the following report for 
the year ending February 28, 1887 : — 


The term has passed without revealing any serious imper- 
fections of the system of distribution. 

The principal feature relating to this department to call 
forth congratulation is the considerable increase of the re- 
ceipts for water during the past year. The total amount, after 
making some proper abatements of overcharges, is $12,112.31 
While the receipts for the previous year were 11,127.07 


Showing the substantial gain of $985.24 
or about 8 7-8 per centum. So far as this is an earnest ,of 
good results to come, it is pleasing to the board, and must be 
to the citizens generally. 


COST OF MAINTENANCE. 


There have been various extraordinary expenses, during the 
past year, of such a character as to compel the outlay of a 
moderate amount of money beyond the specific appropriation 
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under this division. Owing to the filling of seventy-seven | 
service-pipes with rust, to such a degree as to prevent the 
needful flow of water, the board has been obliged to take 
them up and put in new cement-lined pipes, at a cost of 
about $600. Besides, the damage to the Pleasant-street bridge 
by the great freshet of last spring made it necessary to re- 
arrange and newly protect and repair the principal street- 
main that conveys the water from the east to the west part 
of the town; and it was carefully and thoroughly done. In 
addition, the raising of the grade of Main Street some three 
to six feet, near the new iron bridge over the railroad to 
Swanton! Street, made it necessary to at least put in three 
quite large and somewhat expensive boxes over three differ- 
ent gates, so that, if occasion requires, the water may be con- 
trolled or directed, as originally intended. And again, the 
old four-inch pipe, appropriated to convey the water of the 
high service from Mount Vernon Street to Winthrop Street, 
burst early in the season, and an examination of its con- 
dition satisfied the board that it was liable to give out again 
at any time. After some study of the matter, the conclusion 
was to put in a new six-inch pipe and dispense with the old 
one, particularly as that result was anticipated when the 
high-service division of the work was first planned. The 
new pipe is well put in, and will be a permanent and reliable 
part of the principal main to conduct the water to the 
southerly portion of that part of the town. Not to mention 
other unusual {expenses of less importance, it will be seen 
that there is good reason for the exceeding of the definite 
appropriation by the amount of $672.06. This amount will 
naturally be charged against the appropriation for mainte- 
nance for 1887. | 
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CONDITION OF THE WATER. 


Very little complaint has been made during the past year 
of the character of the water, and.when attention has been 
directed to the few cases of criticism, it has been found that 
there was some special reason for the deficiency, and the 
appropriate remedy was effectual in removing the fault. 
The fact is, the supply for Winchester is exceptionally pure, 
and this characteristic is so well known and acknowledged 
as to have become inseparably connected with its reputation. 
The usual pains have been taken the past year to keep 
down and destroy all weeds, reeds, and rushes on _ the 
borders of the principal reservoir. The money thus ex- 
pended brings in a very satisfactory return, and it is pleasant 
to think that the water is growing more and more pure as 
time and nature work the anticipated result of finally 
making the water of an artificial pond fully equal to that 
impounded by the regular course of things. Where the 
shore of the reservoir is not ledge, it is fast becoming a pure, 
clean, and gravelly enbankment. ‘The table in the Superin- 
tendent’s report will show the state of the water during the 
past year. There is no doubt that more water was used in 
1886 than in any previous year. The record of the year of 
1883 shows a lower stage of water, but during that year 
about eighteen inches of the pond, in depth, was wasted, in 
order to accomplish some repairs on the overflow. 


THE OVERFLOW. 


The overflow at the North Reservoir needs repairing. 
The wing walls were built of rough stones of comparatively 
small size, laid in cement mortar. The freezing of the water, 
when present in the interstices of the walls, has gradually 
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disorganized them, and the board is of the opinion that the 
wisest thing to do is to take the structures down and replace 
them with large stones cut to form and carefully laid in 
Portland cement, thus making a permanent and reliable job of 
the matter; and arrangements have been made to accomplish 
this result the present year. The entire overflow is built on 
a ledge, and great confidence can be reposed in the safety 
and permanence of the structure when properly repaired. 


SERVICE-PIPES. 


As heretofore indicated, the original'iron service-pipes are 
giving trouble by filling more or less with rust. When they 
become so bad as to annoy the water-takers, they are taken 
out, and new ones, lined with pure cement, are substituted. 
This course will continue to be pursued till the old pipes are 
all replaced. Only the cement-lined pipes have been used 
for some years, and they seem to be all that is wanted; they 
do not fill up, but remain clean and of full capacity. The 
town has all the apparatus required for preparing such pipes. 


NEW MAINS. 


In our report of last year we referred to the desirability 
of continuing the high-service mains from Reservoir Street, 
to and along Forest Street, so that the citizens on the latter 
street can be supplied with water. The board proposes to 
lay a main of six-inch size, from Reservoir Street to the 
four-inch pipe now laid opposite Mr. Chisholm’s house. The 
four-inch pipe is now in as far as Mr. Barnard’s house. 
Hereafter the latter pipe can be extended to the line dividing 
our town from Stoneham. This will perfect the high-service 
plan in that direction, and not only supply the present inhab- 
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itants on Forest Street, but tend, we hope, to induce other 
persons to build new houses. 


HIGH SERVICE. 


During the summer the pump failed to supply the quantity 
of water desired by the takers on that system. ‘After con- 
siderable investigation and some tests to measure the amount 
of water being delivered, it was determined to critically 
examine the pump, and the maker of it, Mr. L. H.{ Wheeler, 
was asked to assist in the matter. The search proved that 
one side of the punrp (it being double acting) had been 
doing no work, owing to there being a stone under one of 
the valves, which completely prevented that part from doing 
any duty. Since it has been put right, the pump has fur- 
nished all the water needed. The High Service Reservoir is 
working well. 


THE FINANCIAL SUCCESS OF OUR WATER-SUPPLY. 


When the town, some fourteen years ago, by means of a 
committee of its citizens, was prosecuting an investigation 
for a source of water-supply, some persons hesitated because 
of their fear that the town, so moderate in its ability, could 
not support, at that stage of its affairs, an efficient system 
of water-works. The committee that reported in print on 
the subject, however, were full of courage, provided the 
gravity plan should be chosen. Under the head of *“ Econ- 
omy ” they made a strong argument, as follows : — 


“ Our townghas an enviable reputation for prudence in the - 
management of its affairs. Through, the care and pains- 
taking of its officers and people, a comparatively small 
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amount of money has sufficed to give all the ordinary com- 
forts and privileges — good schools of all grades, safe roads, 
and the gradual improvement of its bridges and other town 
property — at a low rate of taxation. This result is not 
only commendable, but necessary. The town is compara- 
tively small in valuation and in the number of its inhab- 
itants; therefore the various plans for introducing pure 
water should be investigated with great care and tested by 
the measure of the financial ability of the town. In short, 
your committee has no hesitation in saying, should the town 
undertake to introduce water, that great effort should be 
made, and perhaps some little sacrifice endured for the time 
being, to keep down the cost of a suitable supply; espe- 
cially, if any proposed system can be started at a minimum 
outlay and afterward be expanded, without disorganization, 
as the necessities of the town demand. 

‘“‘ Now it is clear that so far as the system of distribution 
in the streets of the town is concerned, a given number of 
miles of pipes, with the necessary gates and hydrants, will 
cost the same sum from whatever source the supply of water 
may come. The town once having determined to lay a. 
given quantity of pipes of approved construction, there is 
no opportunity to economize excepting to contract with the 
lowest responsible bidder. But in selecting a source of 
supply, great present and future advantages can be secured 
if the water can be distributed by its own gravity. It is 
evident that of two sources of supply, — each equidistant, 
ample in quantity, and of the same purity, — that one 
should be selected which is placed by nature at an approxi- 
mately proper elevation to deliver the water without pump- 
ing rather than the one with the water at the level of the 
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lowest distributing-pipes. In the one case, the work once 
completed, there would be no cost for elevating the water ; 
while in the other, whether the town undertakes to do the 
pumping for itself, or procures it done by some other party, 
the cost would be greatly enhanced and would be a continual 


tax forever.” 


After comparing the original cost of work in detail, from 
which the supply of water would in one case be furnished 
by pumps and in the other by gravity, they continue : — 


“ Thus for a limited supply the cost would be much the 
same in both cases for the reason that the gravity plan, as 
proposed, is capable of supplying a much larger number, 
with little or no additional cost, and is at the commencement 
operated at a disadvantage. From this point onward, as the 
receipts increase, the gravity plan begins to gain over the 
other and will, with the increase of the town, soon become 
self-supporting and finally a source of profit, while the other 
plan will continue forever a source of annual taxation from 
which there can be no hope of. rélief. 

“We will not undertake to reckon the vast. sum this 
difference would amount to, if put at interest, in the course 
of the lifetime of a single individual. It will be no answer 
to say that the estimate of water-rates is too high, or that 
sixteen miles of pipe laid will cost more than the sum 
named, as all the items are relative. The figures are start- 
ling but easily explained. It is man — by means of human 
labor, the power of heat, and the use of machinery — under- 
taking to raise a specific quantity of water to a given eleva- 
tion in competition with the silent but efficient laws of 
nature. The struggle is certain to end in discomfiture. 
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Your committee know of no cheaper method of delivering 
water from an equally distant supply, than to take that 
already elevated and let it run downhill.” 


The wise choice was made; and even now, when less than 
fourteen years have passed, we can rely on the emphatic 
assurance that in four years from this date, if no additions 
are made to the yearly interest to be paid, the income for 
the use of water will be sufficient to pay all the interest 
and expenses incident to the administration of the Water 
Department. Indeed, the water-rates the current year will 
fully pay the interest on the remaining indebtedness for the 
water-supply, including the expenditures on the South Res- 
ervoir and its dam. This phase of the subject is so interest- 
ing, the board will spread it out somewhat minutely, that all 
citizens may have the data in print for future reference and 
comfort. First we will present the record of the yearly 
receipts for the past six years, to show the law of increase 
and thus gain a reliable basis of calculation of what may be 
expected in this relation in time to come.

Thus the aggregate gain in five years, over the starting- 
point of 1882, is $6,778. Now if we divide the total gain 
by the number five, we find the average annual gain to be 
$1,354.60. Some one may think the gain in late years has 
been more rapid than in the time previous to the table, and 
therefore the result stated not a fair inference. This aspect 
of the case has been examined, and the contrary is the fact. 
The further back the comparison is carried, the larger the 
gain will prove to be. ‘The foregoing result of our experi- 
ence will certainly aid us in judging what the receipts will 
be in time to come. We must be modest and conservative 
in making a judgment, for time will surely test it. Suppose, 
therefore, instead of basing our judgment on our absolute 
experience of an average annual gain of $1,854.60, we 
assume that only the sum of $500 will be added to each 
year’s increase, and we have the following result : —

On the other hand, if we can know the exact amount of 
interest the town will pay on the water debt during each of the 
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next ten years, we can determine the largest part of the charge 
against the income, and thus very closely find a determination 
of the future financial result of this department. Fortu- 
nately for this purpose, as well as for the general interests of 
the town, the citizens voted, March 28, 1881, to pay off 
the whole municipal debt by annual instalments. From 
the last-published tablé we ascertain the amount of interest 
to be paid, simply noting that one note issued on account of 
water, and bearing 3 3-4 per cent. interest, is treated as if it 
called for 4 per cent., and that the renewals will also be at 
the last-mentioned rate. We do this to save repeating an 
additional rate several times over in the following calcula- 
tions. |

From the foregoing data it will be seen that the income 
will be $14,112.31, four years hence, February, 1891, while 
the interest will be $10,770.00, leaving $3,342.81, a sufficient 
amount to pay all the expenses of maintenance. From this 
time forward the department should give the town a net 
income to help pay the remaining debt for water, and any 
extension of pipes. It will also be noticed that ten years 
hence the water receipts will be $17,112.31, and the interest 
only $6,160.00, leaving the handsome margin of $10,952.31 
for cost of maintenance and profit. This very desirable 
consummation will be attained as a consequence of the fore- 
cast and good judgment of the town, in struggling for and 
adopting the gravity plan, and the borrowing the money for 
construction so as to be paid in instalments every two years, 
beginning with 1884. This policy has not only enabled the 
town to pay off a considerable portion of the debt, but also 
to largely reduce the rate of interest on that portion of the 
debt that has been refunded. Thinking this aspect of the 
Water Department will be interesting to the citizens, gener- 
ally, we offer no apology for stating it in so much detail. 
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SOUTH RESERVOIR. 


During the past year, the small dwelling-house at the 
South Reservoir was destroyed by fire. The board had kept 
it insured in the sum of $650, and have collected of the 
amount $644, and passed it to the Town Treasurer, and the 
same appears at the credit of South Reservoir account, on 
the books of the town. Marauders have interfered so much 
with the temporary roof over the gate-house at this location 
as to compel the board to replace it with a more invulner- 
able structure to protect the masonry, as soon as the weather 
will permit.

The following is the Superintendent’s report to the board: 
To the Winchester Water Board : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I respectfully submit the following report 
of the condition of the works for the past year: — 

The grounds around the reservoir have been kept in good 
condition. The grass and bushes have been cut and burned, 
and the bed of the brook leading from Dyke’s meadow has 
been straightened and thoroughly cleaned to the boundary 
line. 

The capacity of the reservoir has been largely tested 
during the past season. 

By reference to the annexed table it will be noted that 
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the reservoir remained full from January 1, 1886, to May 1 
of the same year, when it began to fall. 

It reached its lowest point, which was five feet, four inches 
below high water-mark, October 27, and was full again 
January 30, 1887.

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kyanized lumber. Knowing well the durability of this 
kyanized lumber, we have reason to believe that no further 
expense will be necessary for many years. 


SERVICE-PIPES. 


We are still being annoyed by the accumulation of rust in 
the old service-pipes. Seventy-seven of them have been 
replaced by cement-lined pipes the past year. It is expected 
that about 150 or 200 will have to be replaced the coming 


year. 


NEW SERVICES. 
Forty-four new services have been added to the works, 
making in all 789. 


HYDRANTS. 


Only two new hydrants have been needed the past year. 
One to take the place of the hydrant which was covered up 
in the grading of Main Street, near Swanton-street bridge, 
by the Boston and Lowell Railroad Company. This hydrant, 
being of the Newport pattern and found to be out of order, 
was replaced by one of Boston make and a more recent 
pattern. The other is located on Mount Pleasant Street, 
near J. C. Mason’s new house. 

The total number of hydrants in our town is eighty; all 
in good condition. 

The gates are all in good working order. ‘Total number, 
one hundred and nine (109), including two inch gates. 


NEW MAINS. 


The following additions have been made to the distribu- 
tion-pipe during the past year: — 
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Six-inch pipe on Highland Avenue, from Mount Vernon 
to Winthrop Street. 628 feet. , : 

Four-inch pipe on a new street running westerly from 
Fletcher Street. 460 feet. 

Four-inch pipe on Hancock Street. 556 feet. 

Two-inch pipe on Fairmount Street. 575 feet. 

Two-inch pipe on Richardson Street. 175 feet. 

Two-inch pipe on Mount Vernon Street above Highland 
Avenue. 75 feet. 

These lines have been furnished with gates properly set 
and located. i 

Your frequent inspection of the work, while in progress, 
satisfies you of the difficulties we had to encounter in the 
laying of the 628 feet of pipe on Highland Avenue. Being 
near the centre of the high-service system, in order to keep 
the people supplied with water, the pipe had to be laid and 


let stand a proper time before removing the old pipe. 

Then the connections with the different streets had to be 
made at a disadvantage — in the night or on Sundays. 

Many large bowlders in the line had to be blasted with 
great care, as the old pipe was so very near. 


REPAIRS. 


After the washout on Pleasant-street, bridge by the flood 
of last spring, it was manifest that the foundation and box- 
ing for our ten-inch pipe was decayed and that new boxing 
was needed. Your constant attendance over it is a guaranty 
to you of its thorough repair. 

A considerable expense was caused by the deep fill on 
Main Street near Swanton Street, where three of our main 
gates were buried at a depth of from twelve to fourteen 
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feet. We had to build boxes of kyanized lumber large 
enough to go down into, and operate, the gates. 


LEAKS. 


We have had only four leaks in four-inch cement-pipe the 
past year, and they were repaired at a very small expense. 
There were eleven leaks in service-pipes that were promptly 
repaired. 

I am glad to report that our cement-pipe system is in per- 
fect condition, with the exception of Swanton Street six- 
inch. A portion of that will need relaying at an early day. 

There has not been a leak in our twelve, ten, or eight inch, 
since they were laid, thirteen years ago. 

I take this opportunity to thank each member of the Water 
Board for his counsel and instruction in the discharge of my 


duties.

REPORT 


OF THE 


COMMITTEE ON GIFFORD SCHOOL. 


To the Town of Winchester : — 

Your Committee appointed at the last Annual Meeting, 
to whom was referred the subject-matter in reference to the 
erection of a new building in place of the present Gifford 
Schoolhouse, and all matters relating thereto, have attended 
to the duty assigned them and respectfully submit the 
following report: — 


The Committee delayed acting in the matter in conse- 
quence of a change made by the School Board, shortly after 
our appointment, in the school boundaries of the Gifford 
and Highland districts, and the desirability of waiting to 
see the result of the change. 

Prior to the change, the Gifford Schoolhouse was insuff-. 
cient to accommodate the number of pupils belonging to it; 
but afterward the number of pupils was greatly reduced, 
and the past year has shown an attendance of some twenty- 
five in the intermediate grade and thirty-five in the primary 
—notas many as the school will accommodate. This result 
shows that there is no actual necessity for a new building so 
far as lack of accommodation for its pupils is concerned. 
What the future will develop in this respect we cannot say, 
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but it is probable that two rooms will be sufficient for school 
purposes in the district for some little time longer. 

There is no doubt that the present Gifford Schoolhouse is 
quite old and very deficient in those improvements made in 
modern schoolhouses, and that a new building is needed in 
this district, and that one should be erected at an early day 
that would be an ornament to the town, of sufficient size and 
provided with all the modern conveniences. But in view 
of the large expenditures on schoolhouses during the past 
year, and that the present building can be safely used 
without detriment to the health of the pupils for a longer 
period, and the uncertainty as to how large a building 
will be required in the future, we recommend that no fur- 
ther action be taken at present in this matter. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

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THIRTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


TuHE close of another year of our school history calls 
upon us to give an account of our stewardship. In so doing 
we do not propose to discuss various methods of education, 
but simply give a sketch of the manner in which we have 
discharged the important trusts committed to our care. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The organization of the School Board has been: Chair- 
man, Edwin A. Wadleigh; Secretary, Daniel March, Jr. ; 
Prudential Committee, James Russell; Textbook Commit- 
tee, Mrs. Shepard and Dr. March. The terms of service of 
Dr. March and Mrs. Twombly expire at the end of the 
official year, and the town will have to choose two for three 
years. 


SCHOOL CALENDAR. 


The school year began Monday, September 6, 1886, and 
will end on Friday, June 24, 1887. 

Vacations and holidays. — Thanksgiving, with the day 
before and the day after; from December 20, 1886, to Janu- 
ary 3, 1887; Washington’s Birthday; from April 4, 1887, to 
April 11, 1887; Fast Day; Memorial Day; Bunker Hill 
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Day ; Saturdays throughout the school year. The opening 
of the school for the fall term was delayed another week. 


TEACHERS. 


The changes in our corps of teachers have been more 
numerous the past year than usual, owing to the opening of 
new schools and other reasons herein set forth. 

The large number of pupils in the Gifford School at the 
spring term required the services of an assistant teacher, 
and Miss Annie J. Richardson was appointed to that posi- 
tion. 

For the fall term Miss Emma M. Mansfield, who had 
taught the Gifford Primary to great acceptance, declined a 
reélection, and Miss Annie E. Boynton, of Pepperell, was 
elected in her place. Miss E. E. Marston was transferred 
from the Highland School to be third assistant in the Centre 
Grammar, in place of Miss Josephine S. Hinckley, promoted 
to second assistant; Miss C. I. Livingstone, promoted to 
first assistant, in place of Miss Mary A. Emerson, transferred 
to the Wyman Grammar. 

Miss Kate A. White was transferred from the Chapin 
Second Primary to the Highland Intermediate, and Miss 
Susie E. Wakeford, of Woburn, was elected to fill the 
vacancy in the Chapin. Miss Annie J. Richardson, an 
assistant in the Gifford, was elected teacher of the Highland 
Primary. 

A few weeks after the opening of the Centre Grammar 
“School for the fall term, and while it was in successful opera- 
tion, the Committee were surprised to receive the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Swett, its popular and efficient principal for 
several years, who had accepted an appointment as pur- 
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chasing agent of the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, in Boston. 

Mr. Swett consented to remain a few weeks longer, a 
portion of each day, until another principal could be ob- 
tained. Forty-five applications for this position were 
received; and after much deliberation, during which the 
labors of the sub-committee having the matter specially in 
charge, as well as the rest of the board, were quite arduous, 
the committee selected Fred W. Shattuck, the principal of 
the Lincoln Grammar School at Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire, and he entered upon his duties October 25, 1886. 

The resignation of Mr. Swett, and the delay in getting a 
new teacher, largely disarranged the work of the school, 
and the small size of the first class and the necessity of 
relief of the pressure in the fourth class compelled the board 
to arrange Mr. Shattuck’s work in a way not entirely to 
their satisfaction. 

The new four years’ course at the Grammar School is not 
yet in full operation, as the present first class only partially 
takes the course; but next year will see the whole course in 
operation, and the reasons for the change will become more 
apparent. 

We wish to highly commend Mr. Shattuck for the careful 
and faithful methods he has pursued, and recognize that he 
has labored under great disadvantages and that nothing 
brilliant, in the way of results, can be expected this year 
from his room. We consider that the town has been 
extremely fortunate to secure so good a teacher for this 
important position. 

Before the close of the fall term the Committee were 
again surprised at receiving the resignation of Mr. Lewis 
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Parkhurst, the Principal of the High School, to take effect at 
the close of that term. Mr. Parkhurst gave up this position 
in order to enter upon another field of duty in connection 
with the publishing-house of E. Ginn & Company, in Boston. 
In accepting his resignation, the Committee, by their votes, 
expressed their appreciation of the excellent work accom- 
plished, of the evidences of thorough progress in study, and 
of the standard reached by the school while under his 
direction. As soon as the fact of Mr. Parkhurst’s resigna- 
tion was made public, the Committee were favored with 
another siege of applicants for the vacancy, a large number 
of them in person. 

The Committee, after considering the matter for some 
time, elected Mr. Emerson H. Alger, Principal of the High 
School in Ashland, to the position, and he entered upon 
his duties at the beginning of the winter term. Mr. Alger 
is very much interested in his work, and appears to be a 
thorough and conscientious teacher. 

Shortly after the commencement of the fall term at the 
Wyman School, it was found that the number of pupils in 
the Primary grade were more than one teacher could properly 
take care of, and Miss Amanda M. Tappan was appointed as 
an assistant in the school to Miss Coffin. After a few weeks’ 
good service Miss Tappan was obliged to give up her position 
on account of ill-health, and Miss Margaret L. Moseley was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, held March 22, 1885, under 
article 19, it was VoTED, “ That the subject-matter of article 
19 be referred to a committee of five, to be appointed by the 
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Moderator, with instructions to report to this meeting, before 
its final adjournment, plans and estimates for such altera- 
tions, enlargement, and refurnishing of the High School- 
house as, in their opinion, are necessary and desirable.” 

The Moderator appointed Daniel March, Jr., George S. 
Littlefield, H. A. Emerson, D. O. Blanchard, $. W. Twombly. 

This committee reported, giving plans, and estimated the 
cost at $8,000. The sum was voted, but subsequently $500 
of this amount was diverted to the Highland School, for alter- 
ations and enlargement of that building. However, the cost 
of work upon the High Schoolhouse was fully up to the first 
estimate. 

Work upon the High School building was begun immedi- 
ately at the close of the spring term. Wings two stories in 
height were constructed upon the north and south sides of 
the building, making four additional rooms, each being twenty 
feet by thirty feet. The upper rooms are separated from the 
main schoolroom by sliding partitions. The entrances were 
changed, and the two recitation-rooms upon the first floor 
thrown into one, to form a laboratory. The old coat-rooms 
and water-closets were entirely remodeled. ‘The old floors 
of the whole building were torn up, and replaced by hard 
pine. 

The old furnaces were removed, the better one being trans- 
ferred to the Gifford Schoolhouse. 

A fourteen-foot steam-boiler was placed, and the cellar 
and stacks of radiators, upon the indirect plan for heating 
the school and recitation-rooms. The halls and water-closets 
are heated directly by the usual steam radiators. The entire 
building is now warmed, whereas formerly the halls were 
cold. The plan of ventilating was also changed; one of the 
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large chimneys being utilized as a shaft, and a current estab- 
lished by a hot steampipe. Ventilators placed in the floors 
of the several rooms enter this shaft. 

Many new desks and chairs were put in, and the old put 
in good order to look like new. 

The laboratory is unfurnished. To do the work required 
in chemistry, and fit pupils for advanced schools and col- 
leges, desks for individual work are absolutely necessary. 
To furnish the laboratory in a suitable manner would require 
an expenditure of upwards of $500. 

The repairs and alterations on this building were com- 
pleted, and the house was occupied, at the beginning of the 
fall term. i 

The names of the graduating class in the High School, 
June 26, 1885, were omitted from the last year’s report and 
we insert them here for future reference : — 


High School course— Esther Mabelle Baldwin (partial 
course), Clara Kelsey Brewer, Roland Norcross Cutter, 
Annie Josephine Richardson, Mary Frances Riley, Lester

The High School had its closing exercises last year, June 
25, 1886, in the High School building, which were largely 
attended and of a very interesting character. The platform 
was profusely decorated with green leaves and flowers, with 
the figures 82-86 conspicuously displayed among them. 
After the devotional exercises by the school, assisted by 
Rey. Mr. Seymour, the following programme was given : — 
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Composition (original), by Bertram Brewer; chorus, “See 
How Lightly ;” “Our Nation’s Wards” (original), by Agnes 
Hinds; duets, “ Hail, Rosy Morn!” and “Lovely Month of 
Roses;” “The Birds of Killingworth,” a recitation from 
Longfellow, by Bessie E. Locke. Margaret L. Moseley sang 
a song entitled “ Welcome, Pretty Primrose;” The Tele- 
scope, explained with drawings (original), by Calvin W. 
Rice; select chorus, “The Three Chafers;” “The Frank- 
fort Lottery,” translated from the French by the pupils who 
presented the play, namely, M. E. Moseley, L. M. Underhill, 
Alice Joy, M. A. Lyons, A. F. Nutter; chorus, “ Haste, 
Now Away!” The Characters of Macbeth and Lady Mac- 
beth (original), by Amanda K. Holton. The Class Song, 
written by Amanda K. Holton, was sung by the class. A 
handsome steel engraving, representing ‘“ Longfellow in his 
Study,” was presented to the school by Annie F. Nutter, in 
behalf of the graduating class. In behalf of the School 
Board, George 8. Littlefield, Esq., presented to the gradua- 
ting class their diplomas. The names of the graduating 
class were as follows: —

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Of the above graduates, Messrs. Rowe and Smith entered 
Dartmouth College ; Miss Holton, Boston University; Rice, 
the Institute of Technology; and it was a gratifying evi- 
dence of the work of the school that they were all admitted 
without conditions. This was the largest class which ever 
graduated from this school. 

One of the most perplexing questions which the School 
Board are called upon frequently to pass upon, are the 
numerous requests from parents to have their children 
excused from certain studies in the High School. The rea- 
sons given are mostly on the score of ill-health, and, while 
the board do not grant them, except for sufficient cause, yet 
it is a very objectionable method of proceeding, both for the 
children and the school. The course of studies has been 
frequently revised, and is such as is required to be taught 
in a High School. We think the difficulty arises from 
parents forcing their children along in their studies beyond 
their ability and capacity to grasp. It would be far better 
to keep the children out of school for a period, than to tres- 
pass on their physical abilities. The law requires certain 
branches of study to be taughtin our public schools, and the 
tendency of the age is to crowd more studies into them. 
From this cause the teachers are obliged to give less attention 
to the lessons, and only find time to impart to the pupils a 
small amount of knowledge concerning some of them. 


WYMAN SCHOOL. 


The new Wyman Schoolhouse was occupied at the opening 
of the last spring term, but as the Building Committee had not 
fully completed its work, the formal transfer to the town 
and the School Committee did not occur until December 15, 
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1886. On this last-named day, in the afternoon, a large 
number of the parents and friends assembled in one of the 
upper rooms of the building, while in an adjoining room 
were the older pupils and their teachers. 

Dr. March, in behalf of the Building Committee, addressed 
the Selectmen, and formally transferred the building into 
their hands. We deem it well to copy a portion of the 
address here : — 

“In 1884 the Wyman district, a rapidly growing 
section of the town, embracing an area of two and a half 
by one and a half miles, had but one schoolhouse, with 
fifty-five pupils in a single room under one teacher. In 
November of that year over thirty citizens of this district 
petitioned the School Committee for increased accommoda- 
tions, and by the spring of 1885, after persistent effort, they 
succeeded in having a committee appointed by the town at. 
its March meeting, to select a suitable location for a school- 
house; also, to get plans and specifications for a suitable 
building. This committee reported to the town June 11, 
1885, and asked for an appropriation of $14,000. This 
amount was voted, and the duty of locating, building, and 
furnishing a four-room schoolhouse in the Wyman District 
was assigned to the same committee, with explicit instruc- 
tions not to incur any hability beyond the amount appropri- 
ated for that purpose. | 

* Accordingly, this committee purchased of William Boyn- 
ton about three quarters of an acre (32,143 feet), adopted the 
plans of Rand & Taylor, architects, and the work proceeded 
under their supervision. . . . In building and furnishing this. 
house we have endeavored to secure convenience, light, heat,. 
ventilation, and architectural comeliness.. In our judgment,, 
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preat credit is due the architects for the manner in which 
they have met these requirements. The halls and coat-rooms 
are placed upon the colder north side of the house. They 
are heated directly by radiators, and are open to the light 
and air, so that, in wet weather, outside garments are dried 
and warmed while hanging in their places. The schoolrooms 
are upon the south side, and each is so placed that it may 
receive sunlight, if desired, morning or afternoon. The 
ventilating-shaft, extending from the basement to the cap 
upon the roof, the mode of heating, and the flues of the 
open fireplaces, all aid in constantly changing the air of the 
rooms. The building is heated by steam, both ‘direct and 
indirect,’ is fitted with electric bells and speaking-tubes, gas 
and water-pipes. It would have been entirely possible to 
have called this house completed with the expenditure of a 
little less money. But this committee thought that children 
from comfortable homes should not be asked to spend the 
best hours of the day in bare and cheerless schoolrooms, and, 
moreover, in making this house bright and tasteful, one may 
confer a benefit and pleasure upon those children who come 
from less attractive homes. Therefore its walls have been 
painted and the ceiling tinted; cabinets of different designs 
have been placed over the fireplaces; water-pipes and well- 
trapped bowls in every room; the yard has been graded and 
grassed, some trees planted and walks concreted. Our special 
thanks are due to H. A. Emerson and H.C. Miller, each of 
whom has presented the Wyman School with a valuable and 
handsome clock. 

“ We shall never look upon these walls, ornamented with 
precepts upon Minton tiles, and these large photographs of 
scenes in Mexico and the Southwest, but we shall be 
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reminded of him who placed them there, our revered and 
honored friend, J. A. Dupee, who is no longer with us. 
The interest which he took in locating and furnishing this 
house, though but one of a thousand things that occupied 
his attention and his heart, was but characteristic of the 
genial spirit and kindly hand that sympathized and helped 
more than the world will ever know.” 

Albert Ayer, the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
accepted the building, in behalf of the town, in a neat and 
appropriate speech, and transferred the same to the custody 
of the School Committee. The Chairman of the Board 
accepted the same in behalf of his associates. 

Remarks were also made by R. C. Metcalf, Dr. David 
Youngman, of Boston, one of the earliest officials of the 
town; and N. A. Richardson. The exercises were inter- 
spersed with singing by the children. After the exercises, 
the parents and friends inspected the building and expressed 
much gratification with it. , 

When the building was first occupied, but two rooms were 
used, one for the Intermediate grade and the other for the 
Primary. For the fall term it was decided to open a 
Grammar grade, and pupils of the third and fourth classes 
in the Centre Grammar residing west of the railroad were 
transferred thither. | 

It is probable that the fourth schoolroom will soon have 
to be used for a second Primary School. Thus this school- 
building, which some of our citizens thought would be too 
large for some time to come, is now well filled, and will soon 
not be large enough to accommodate all the children of the 
district. 
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HIGHLAND SCHOOL. 


The matter of enlarging the Highland Schoolhouse was 
referred by the town to a committee consisting of the School 
Board and Messrs. S. H. Folsom, Charles E. Swett, and 
Charles E. Corey. This joint-committee appointed as a sub- 
committee to take charge of the work, Messrs. Littlefield, 
Russell, Swett, and Corey, and early in the school year the 
change in the building was completed, and it was occupied 
September 20, 1886. About eighty pupils have been in at- 
tendance during the present school year, the change of dis- 
trict lines having relieved the pressure at the Gifford School. 
The new room is occupied by the Primary department, and 
is light, airy, and capacious. The building will accommo- 
date fifty pupils in the Intermediate, and sixty in the 
Primary, though these numbers would probably require an 
assistant teacher. Some grading will be required about the 
building next year. 


NO RECESS. 


An experiment has been tried at the Centre Grammar 
School, of having no recess during the morning session and 
closing fifteen minutes earlier, with five minutes indoor- 
recess at the hours of ten and eleven o’clock, at which times 
the windows are opened to change the air of the rooms, 
while the pupils are exercised in marching and gymnastics. 
There are several reasons in favor of the plan. 

First, The avoiding the usual violent exercise out-of-doors 
in cold weather at recess, which unfits the pupils for work 
for some time after their return to the schoolroom. 

Second, The additional time gained at noon enables the 
several pupils residing at a distance from school to get their 
dinners at home with more comfort than before, and, 
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Third, The influence upon the scholars, from a moral 
standpoint, has been found to be good. 

The plan has not been tried during the warm weather, 
and, although when fully understood, what little opposition 
at first existed has gradually disappeared, the board have 
not yet determined whether to go back to the old method or 
to continue the new plan. 


SCHOOL BOUNDARIES. 


The following changes in school boundaries have been 
made, and the boundaries of these districts are now estab- 
lished as follows: — 


Wyman District. — Beginning at a point on the westerly 
line of the Woburn Branch Railroad, opposite the stone 
bridge on the causeway on Main Street; thence turning, 
and southwest across Main Street to the rear westerly line 
of houses facing Main Street; thence northwest along said 
rear westerly line to a point opposite rear of house of I. H. 
Kendall; thence westerly to the town line. 

Highland District. — Beginning at the point on the 
northerly side of Swanton Street, where the present line 
reaches said street; thence running southerly, following the 
rear westerly line of houses facing Washington Street to end 
of lot of Thomas 8. Holton; thence southwesterly to the pond; 
thence by the pond to Pleasant Street; thence by Pleasant 
Street to centre line of Washington Street; thence by centre 
line of Washington Street to Myrtle Street, rear southerly 
line; thence by rear southerly line of Myrtle Street to rear 
westerly line of Highland Avenue to Winthrop Street; 
thence by Winthrop Street to Brackett Street; thence by 
Brackett Street and extension thereof to town line. 
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TEXTBOOKS. 


Very few changes have been made in textbooks the past 
year; the board holding that they are to be avoided as far 
as consistent with the establishment of the best methods of 
teaching. | 

The new series of Franklin readers have been substituted 
in place of the old, also the revised Duntonian system of 
writing-books substituted. Sandford’s wall-maps have been 
put into the Grammar Schools, and the People’s Family 
Atlas into the High and Grammar. Munroe’s charts have 
been put into the Primary Schools. The system of supple- 
mentary reading has been changed, so that each school shall 
be supphed with a sufficient number of books for its use. 
Hawthorne’s “ Grandfather’s Chair,” Baine’s New National 
Series, No. 2, Webb’s New Word Method, have been added 
for supplementary reading. We reiterate the opinion 
expressed in previous reports, that the free textbook law 
is unwise legislation, being entirely uncalled for, and results 
in throwing quite a burden of expense upon the cities and 
towns of this Commonwealth. The amount expended for 
schoolbooks and supplies last year was $1,695.05, and the 
value of those on hand at the present time is $125, 

The Prudential Committee has been the agent of the 
board for the purchase and distribution of schoolbooks and 
supplies. Depository at the Centre Grammar Schoolhouse, 
where the agent is to be found every Monday from 8 to 
9.30 A.M. 


CENSUS. 


In accordance with Sec. 3, Chap. 46, of the Public Statutes, 
a thorough census of the number of children in the town 
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between the ages of five and fifteen years was taken last 
May, under the direction of the Committee. It was found 
that there were, between the ages of five and fifteen years, 
820 children. There were forty-nine between the ages of 
five, six, and seven, not attending school; thirty-seven 
between the ages of eight and fourteen not attending school. 
The names and residences of the absentees from school were 
referred to the Prudential Committee, in connection with the 
truant officers, J. W. Richardson and A. C. Quinby, who 
investigated the cases and caused proper action to be taken 


thereon. 
TRANSPORTATION OF CHILDREN. 


The plan of conveying the children residing in the Hill 
District to and from other schools in the town has been con- 
tinued as heretofore. The number of children thus con- 
veyed has not exceeded six — part of the year less. 

Some parents in other parts of the town have applied to 
your Committee to be granted the same privilege for their 
children, but we had no authority to grant it without a vote 
of the town. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS.§ 


The following changes have been made in the rules and 
regulations of the board : — 


Article 11 amended, so as to read: ‘“ Pupils may be trans- 
ferred from one school to another only by vote of the 
board.” 

Article 19 amended, so as to read: “Excepting in the 
High School, lessons to be learned out of school shall be 
such as a scholar of average capacity can learn in one hour’s 
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study at most, and shall be required only from pupils in the 
Grammar School. Grammar School pupils shall not be 
required to study arithmetic, bookkeeping, or grammar out 
of school.

In each Primary grade, one hour each week shall be given

There shall also be given, in each grade, one how each 
week to physiology, with special reference to alcohol and 
narcotics. The instruction shall be given orally by the 
teacher, followed by questions upon the subjects presented.

3 SEWING. 

A petition from the Fortnightly Club was received early 
in the year, asking that a class for sewing be formed in the 
Wyman School. After giving the subject a good deal of 
consideration, it was finally decided not to grant the request, 
but to continue this branch of study in the Intermediate 
Chapin School alone, as heretofore. 

It was not thought advisable to extend the work into any 
of the other schools for several reasons, the most important 
- one being that we have no school so thoroughly graded as 
the Chapin, and therefore no school where the introduction 
of sewing would interfere so little with the required work. 

Mrs. Joseph Stone, Jr. was reéngaged to give instruction 
in sewing, and has done faithful and efficient work in that 
department. 

Marked improvement has been noticed during the year, 
and many of the girls have shown much interest and 
ambition in this branch of their education. 

So far as possible, the girls have been urged to bring their 
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work cut and ready for making; but in many instances 
material has come uncut, and in a few cases it has been 
difficult to obtain even that. 

When no work has been furnished by the pupils, the 
always convenient patchwork has been substituted. This 
patchwork has been readily disposed of for the cost of the 
material. 

Not only has plain sewing been taught, but the more 
difficult work of darning, and making button-holes. Good 
results have attended these first attempts. 

It is to be regretted that so few of the ladies who have 
manifested so decided a wish for sewing in our schools have 
availed themselves of the opportunity of visiting the school 
on Tuesday and Friday afternoons and judging from per- 
sonal observation whether the experiment of rely in the 
Chapin School is a success or not. 


MUSIC. 

Mrs. S. C. Bailey has continued to act as music-teacher 
for all the schools, except the Grammar, with the same 
marked success. She visits the Intermediate and Primary 
Schools every other week and spends one half-hour in each 
school.. The High School has three quarters of-an hour of 
her services every week. 

The instruction in this branch in the Grammar School has 
been under the charge of its principal, as heretofore, and 
with the same results. 


INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


Before the summer vacation a communication was received 
from the Fortnightly Club, stating that the club had in its 
possession sixteen sets of carpenters’ tools and some benches. 


223 
It was the desire of the club to forward industrial education, 
and, to this purpose, requested permission to place these 
tools and benches in the new Wyman Schoolhouse and start 
an Industrial School there which might be continued during 
vacation. 

After a full and free discussion of the matter, the Com- 
mittee decided that they had no authority to give, or lease, a 
schoolhouse, or room, for any purpose; and moreover, even 
if the tools and apparatus belonged to the town, the Wyman 
Schoolhouse, in its present state, was not adapted for 
carpentry. 

The subject of industrial education seems at present to 
command the attention of the public to a considerable ex- 
tent. A sub-committee of the board was appointed early in 
the year and has investigated the experiments in this line 
made in several cities and towns, and as a favorable oppor- 
tunity occurred to try, in our town, an experiment in the 
teaching of carpentry at a small expense, the board author- 
ized this sub-committee to establish a class of fifteen pupils 
at the Industrial Rooms of the Fortnightly, under the 
instruction of Mr. Emmons Hatch. The experiment has 
not been long enough tried to draw any conclusion from it, 
but it is expected it will be of value to the board in consid- 
eration of the subject of industrial education. Drawing 
has been more thoroughly and generally taught in our 
schools during the past year than ever,before, and other 
attempts, by object-teaching and the development of the 
powers of observation of the pupils, more generally tried 
than ever before, are in the same line. It is all in the direc- 
tion of practical education — development of the powers of 
the mind — rather than memory-building. 
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If any especial instruction in the line of industrial educa- 
tion is desired by the town, a special appropriation should 
be made for the purpose, as the School Board are not yet 
prepared with any definite recommendation regarding the 
subject and have not, in their estimates, provided for such 


instruction. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The Evening School has had thirty-three sessions this 
winter, ten teachers being employed; the whole number of 
pupils being eighty-eight, with an average attendance of 
forty. It is hoped, if the appropriation for this good work 
is made at the next Annual Meeting of the town, that the 
school can be held a larger number of evenings next year by 
making the several classes larger. The experience gained 
by the teachers will make them better able to take up this 
work another year. Especially good work has been done 
this year by those pupils who, at the outset, were unable to 
read and write; but probably their diligence is only more 
noticeable in results, for all the classes have been attentive 
and industrious. 

The oldest pupil in attendance was 40 years of age. The 
average age was 21. Largest number present at any session, 
60. Whole number of teachers, 10. Average attendance 
of teachers, 91.8 per cent. Subjects studied : —

The excess of expenditures over receipts is owing mainly 
in having to pay over five hundred dollars on bills contracted 
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the previous year. Our expenses for the past year have 
really been within the appropriation, and amount to only 
about $16,725.

REPORT OF THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


THE town makes two appropriations for school purposes, 
the larger one for general incidentals, including teachers’ and 
janitors’ salaries, fuel, textbooks, stationery, and everything 
used in carrying on the public schools. 

The smaller appropriation is simply for keeping the build- 
ings and grounds in good condition. 

All expenditures are under the general control of the 
whole School Board, but. the various details are in charge of 
the Prudential Committee. 

In this article an attempt will be made to show what dis- 
position has been made of the appropriation for “ Repairs of 
schoolhouses and improvements to grounds.” Some of the 
more important items only will be considered in this place, 
but for full particulars the inquiring reader is respectfully 
referred to the small bills to be found in the Auditor’s 
Report, published in another section of this annual manual. 

Of the ten schoolhouses owned by the town, nine are in 
use, and in these nine buildings there are twenty-six school- 
rooms, twenty-four of which are regularly occupied — five 
more than were used last year. 

The Grammar Schoolhouse has been painted, slight repairs 
have been made on the roof and other parts of the building, 
and a supplementary cesspool has been built at the rear. 

At the Chapin, the old furnace, which at various times has 
been hooped and calked with cement, was found to be warped - 
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and fractured beyond the hope of repair, so that it was 
decided to have it removed and two new ones putin. Dur- 
ing a somewhat protracted search through the many ware- 
houses in Boston for the kind best suited to the situation, the © 
singular, but rather confusing, discovery was made, that each 
individual dealer had the very best heater in the market, and 
that all the others were little better than so many refrigera- 
tors. However, a decision was finally reached, and the two 
portable furnaces selected seem to be working satisfactorily. 

Improvements have been made at the Gifford. One of 
the old High School furnaces has been set up in the base- 
ment of this building. To secure a better supply of pure 
air, a ventilating-shaft has been constructed from the lower 
floor, through both stories and the attic, opening into the 
cupola. A six-inch pipe, starting from the hot-air chamber 
in the furnace, runs up through the lower half of the shaft, 
heating the air sufficiently to create a strong draught, and 
continually drawing the air from the two _ schoolrooms 
through openings made in the baseboards, thereby maintain- 
ing a constant circulation. 

The favorite plan of ventilation in vogue in this and the 
other old schoolhouses has been to cut a round hole in the 
ceiling and line it with the perimeter of a cheese-box. A 
lid was hinged to the upper side and worked by a halyard 
belayed to a cleat, or knob, behind the teacher’s chair. 
These openings act as registers; and if the object of the 
contrivance had been to heat the attic and cool off the room 
below, the plan might be called a signal success. But, con- 
sidered in connection with any other hypothesis, it must be 
looked upon as a lamentable failure. Good ventilation is 
really a simple matter, and may be satisfactorily obtained 
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either by the use of furnaces, if rightly located and ar- 
ranged, or by the use of steam heat, direct or indirect. 
When stoves are employed, good ventilation is more uncer- 
tain. 

Concrete work has been done at the Wyman and Highland 
houses. 

At the Washington the upper part of the chimney has. 
been rebuilt, the well cleaned out, and a new cucumber-- 
wood pump put in. 

The floors and hallways of the Grammar, Chapin, and 
Gifford houses have been thoroughly oiled instead of being 
treated with the usual solution of soap and water, and the 
change has been advantageous in several ways. The oil 
tends to preserve the pitch in the hard-pine floors, and to. 
prevent them from slivering and wearing, while it leaves a 
surface that is more easily swept and kept clean. 

A great number and variety of minor repairs have been 
made on, and within, the various school-buildings, and in a. 
general way it may be said that the property is all in good 
condition. 

It may be worthy of observation, as a hopeful indication 
of our advance in civilization, that the amount of window- 
glass broken, and other such malicious mischief committed, 
has been the least of any year during the present prudential 
administration. In this connection it may be proper to add 
that there has been a steady decline+in the number of re- 
quisitions made for cylindrical rattan. 

The schoolhouses have been in charge of six janitors — 
three of them taking care of two houses each, instead of 
following the old plan of putting them all under the charge 
of a single individual. It is not possible for one or even 
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two persons to give the proper attention to buildings so 
widely separated, particularly during the season when fires 
are required. 

The duties of the janitors have been promptly and faith- 
fully performed, and but very little complaint has been 
reported. 

The increase in the size of the buildings, and the number 
of rooms, naturally calls for an increase in the amount of 
fuel required. 

In heating by steam, particularly where the indirect 
method is adopted, more coal is consumed than where fur- 
naces are used. The Wyman will require nearly forty tons 
of coal for the year, and the High about fifty tons. 
Before the latter building was enlarged, twenty-one tons 
were burned. Steam heat has its advantages, but economy 
of fuel is not one of them. The yearly amount of coal 
usually burned has been about 120 tons. Next year about 
160 will be needed, together with twelve cords of wood, 
which is about the usual quantity. 

A number of repairs and improvements are very desirable. 
Another cesspool should be put in near the High School- 
house, gas and water should be brought into the laboratory, 
and considerable other apparatus is needed for the suitable 
equipment of this room. | 

It would be good economy to have the Gifford and Mystic 
houses painted one coat. 

Three of our schoolhouses have no cellars under them — 
the Mystic, the Washington, and the Rumford. The latter, 
in particular, would be greatly improved if a small cellar 
should be built under the central portion, so that the rooms 
could be heated by a furnace. When the weather is very - 
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severe, it is hardly possible to keep them comfortable, espe- 
cially the floors, which are apt to be cold and damp. The 
cost of such a cellar would be about $175. 

In four of the houses the plastering needs more or less 
repairing, and the walls of the Chapin and Gifford should be 
painted. At the Washington the ceiling is also in bad con- 
dition. | 

One or two storm-porches, and some other repairs or 
improvements, are needed at the Wyman. There is also a 
call for a few changes in the heating apparatus at the High 
School. A new building is seldom completed when it is fin- 
ished. 

Through the past year the Prudential Committee has also 
been the agent to purchase and distribute textbooks and all 
other supplies required in the conduct of the public schools, 
from a Greek lexicon to a garrotting mouse-trap. It is 
hardly possible to figure out the exact cost per scholar, on 
account of the establishment of new schools and other 
unusual complications, but the average is not far from $1.15. . 

In future the amount will probably be somewhat smaller, 
unless the General Court should pass an amendment to the 
present law, requiring cities and towns to furnish all pupils 
of the public schools with free victuals and clothes. It is 
not likely that such action will be reached the coming year; 
but the general course of statutory enactments seems to 
indicate that a time will come when the fostering care of 
the State will assume the physical, moral, and religious edu- 
cation of children and youth, relieving parental authority of 
the burdens and pleasures of domestic instruction and cor- 
rection, and allowing the classic catechism and the chasten- 
ing birch to lapse into a condition of innocuous desuetude.

Art. T7.— To hear the names of Jurors as prepared by 
the Selectmen, and act upon the same.
